In  Alberta,  slaughter  lamb  prices  remained  firm  in  December  averaging 
$77.00-$79. 80  per  cwt  at  Lambco.  These  prices  are  scmewhat  stronger  than  prices 
received  in  December  of  last  year.  Volumes  were  down  slightly  fran  last  month 
and  about  80  per  cent  of  year  ago  levels. 

In  Toronto,  average  slaughter  lamb  prices  in  December  fell  over  $2.50  per 
cwt  fron  prices  recorded  in  November  but  remained  above  comparable  1984  levels. 
Volumes,  relative  to  the  Alberta  market,  were  small. 

For  January,  little  change  in  price  is  expected.  However,  this  is  partly 
contingent  upon  the  volumes  of  chilled  Oceania  lamb  entering  the  province 
towards  months  end.

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MINERAL  SUPPT.EMKNTATTON  FOR  SHEEP

Minerals  perform  many  essential  functions  in  the  animal  body 
and  are  therefore  required  in  the  diet  of  sheep.     Natural  feed  sources 
are  commonly  deficient  in  one  or  more  minerals.     Deficiencies  lead  to 
health  problems  and  poor  performance.     To  eliminate  the  possibility  of  a 
mineral  deficiency,  producers  should  plan  a  supplementation  program  that 
will  result  in  a  "balanced  diet". 

Selecting  the  Right  Mineral 

With  the  large  number  of  mineral  supplements  available  from 
the  feed  industry,  how  does  a  producer  select  the  right  one?  Remember 
that  your  home  grown  feeds  supply  a  number  of  minerals  in  amounts  that 
will  easily  meet  the  requirements  of  sheep.     There  is  no  point  in  buying 
something  your  sheep  don't  need.     The  only  way  to  determine  the  mineral 
content  of  your  feeds  is  through  feed  analysis.     You  may  wish  to  rely  on 
published  "average  values"  for  your  feeds,  but  in  doing  this  remember 
the  man  who  had  one  foot  in  the  fire  and  one  frozen  in  a  block  of  ice. 
"On  average",  his  feet  were  just  fine  -  but  before  long,  both  of  them 
fell  off.     A  few  thumb  rules  can  however  be  helpful.     Grains  are  low  in 
calcium,  legumes  are  high.     Limestone,  a  calcium  source,  would  be 
purchased  to  provide  supplemental  calcium  to  lambs  on  a  high  grain 
ration,  while  a  mineral  containing  a  high  level  of  phosphorus  may  be 
required  for  ewes  on  alfalfa  hay.     Trace  minerals  are  generally  low  in 
home  grown  feeds  and  therefore  a  trace  mineralized  salt  should  be  used 
instead  of  plain  cobalt  iodized  (blue)   salt.     Caution :     Cattle  minerals 
contain  levels  of  copper  that  are  potentially  toxic  to  sheep  and  therefore 
salt  or  minerals  purchased  for  sheep  should  not  contain  more  than  0.05%  (500 
mg/kg)  copper.     Don't  hesitate  to  contact  your  Sheep  Technician,  Sheep 
Specialist,  Regional  Livestock  Specialist,  or  Provincial  Nutritionist  to 
insure  that  you  are  in  fact  buying  and  feeding  the  proper  mineral 
supplements . 

Methods  of  Mineral  Supplementation 

Once  you  have  selected  the  proper  supplements,  how  do  you  get 
them  into  the  sheep  you  are  trying  to  help?     The  best  method  is  to 
include  the  minerals  in  the  ration.     This  insures  proper  intake  and  equal 
distribution  to  all  sheep  who  are  eating  the  ration.     For  a  feeder  lamb 
ration,  the  easiest  way  to  do  this  is  to  have  the  minerals  included  in  a 
manufactured  pellet  that  can  be  added  to  the  grain  on  farm.     In  fact, 
many  protein  supplements  also  contain  supplemental  vitamins  and  minerals 
so  you  are  "killing  several  birds  with  one  stone".     For  sheep  on 
predominantly  forage  rations,  including  mineral  supplements  in  the  grain 
portion  of  the  diet  is  recommended.     This  can  be  done  by  complete  mixing 
at  a  feed  mill  or  on  the  farm.    With  small  flocks,  top  dressing  the 
desired  amount  on  grain  in  the  feed  trough  is  possible.  Your 
nutritionist  or  sheep  specialist  can  advise  you  on  the  specific  amounts 
of  mineral  supplements  required  with  either  of  these  options. 


The  second  best  method  of  mineral  supplementation  is  the 
free-choice  system.     There  is  controversy  over  whether  or  not  livestock 
have  the    "nutritional  wisdom"  to  select  the  required  mineral 
supplements  and  consume  them  in  the  proper  amounts.     This  nutritionist 
believes  that  their  nutritional  wisdom  is  very  limited,  and  that 
palatability  plays  a  larger  role  in  their  selection  process.     For  this 
reason,  1  recommend  that  a  free-choice  system  be  managed  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  mix  salt  and  other  minerals  together  and  offer 
this  mix  as  the  only  source  of  minerals.     The  proportion 
of  salt  to  commercial  mineral  can  vary  from  1  salt: 2 
mineral  up  to  2  salt:l  mineral,  depending  on  the  amount 
of  mineral  intake  that  is  desired.     The  use  of  salt  in 
this  manner  can  limit  or  encourage  intake  of  the  other 
minerals . 

(2)  Keep  a  record  of  mineral  mix  consumption.     This  will 
allow  you  or  your  nutritionist  to  determine  if  meaningful 
supplementation  is  taking  place  with  your  free-choice 
system. 

(3)  Keep  the  mixture  palatable  by 

-  mixing  a  new  batch  each  week, 

-  putting  out  only  what  the  sheep  will  consume  in  3  or 
4  days 

-  using  a  mineral  feeder  that  prevents  contamination  of 
the  mineral  by  sheep  feces  and  urine,  or  rain  and  snow. 

SUMMARY 

-  mineral  supplementation  is  often  required; 

-  buy  and  feed  only  what  you  need; 

-  read  the  tag  or  label; 

-  get  the  product  into  the  sheep; 

-  use  sheep  specialists  or  nutritionists.

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SIX  KEYS  TO  SUCCESS  IN  I.AMH  MILK  REPLACER  FEEDING

1.  Best  results  are  usually  obtaint^d  when  the  milk  replaccr  is  fed  free 
choice  at  5°C  (AO°F)  .  At  this  Lemporature  lambs  will  consume,  over  the 
course  of  the  day,  enough  feed  to  grow  at  the  same  speed  as  a  single  lamb 
nursing  a  ewe,  but  because  of  the  colder  temperature  of  the  milk  they 
will  consume  only  a  small  portion  at  a  time  thereby  reducing  chances  of 
abomasal  bloat  and  gut  distention.  If  you  are  feeding  milk  replacer  free 
choice  it  is  important  that  you  purchase  a  brand  which  does  not  settle 
out.  One  of  the  superior  qualities  of  both  Land  O'Lakes  and  Wet  Nurse  is 
the  fact  that  they  remain  in  suspension  better  than  other  milk  replacer 
brands . 

2.  Follow  mixing  instructions  accurately.  Do  not  attempt  to  thicken  or  thin 
the  liquid  product  in  the  hope  that  you  will  improve  performance  -  it 
will  not  work.  Do  not  feed  a  calf  milk  replacer  as  the  nutrients  are 
inadequate    to    support    lamb    growth    and   may    cause    severe    abomasal  bloat. 

3.  Add  formalin  (37%  formaldehyde)  to  your  milk  replacer  at  the  rate  of  one 
part  per  thousand  (1  ml  per  litre)  in  warm  milk  replacer  feeding  and  one 
part  per  two  thousand  (h  ml  per  litre)  for  cold  milk  replacer  feeding.  A 
major  cause  of  abomasal  bloat  in  lambs  is  a  bacteria  called  Lactobacillus 
f ermentum.     Formaldehyde  prevents  the  growth  of  this  bacteria. 

4.  Be  sure  that  all  lambs  have  access  at  all  times  to  clean  water,  hay, 
creep  feed,  and  mineral.  Work  especially  hard  to  teach  the  lambs  to  eat 
creep  feed.  Because  they  arc  not  observing  their  mothers  eating,  orphan 
lambs  usually  begin  to  eat  solid  feed  more  slowly  than  regular  lambs, 
when  in  fact  they  are  the  lambs  most  in  need  of  consuming  solid  feed 
early  in  life.  Creep  feed  it  to  them  frequently  and  be  sure  that  it  is 
changed  daily  to  avoid  contamination  by  the  odour  of  barn  ammonia. 

5.  As  a  beginner,  do  not  attempt  to  wean  orphan  lambs  at  less  than  one  month 
of  age,  30  pounds  of  body  weight,  or  before  they  are  consuming  at  least 
one  pound  of  solid  feed  per  day.  Some  modern  research  has  suggested  that 
weaning  at  younger  ages  and  lighter  body  weights  is  possible  under  very 
carefully  monitored  situations.  Most  attempts  in  the  field  at  this  have 
been  disasters  however. 

6.  Finally,  there  is  growing  research  evidence  to  suggest  that  all  classes 
of  farm  animals  but  especially  orphans  which  are  "loved"  (handled  and 
given  human  contact)  have  superior  growth  rates  and  lower  mortality  rates 
than  animals  which  are  simply  "fed".  I  believe  firmly,  on  the  basis  of 
my  own  experience  and  on  the  basis  of  a  great  deal  of  field  observation, 
that  the  lowest  death  losses  and  best  growth  rates  in  orphan  lambs  occur 
in  situations  where  lambs  receive  a  great  deal  of  individual  handling  and 
where  strict  cleanliness  is  practiced.

LcDcated  in  the  heart  of  rural  Alberta,  Custom  Woolen 
Mills  combines  technology  ot  the  past  with  that  o-f  the  -future. 
The  mill  is  actually  an  amalgamation  o-f  two  smaller  mills  that 
were  on  the  verge  o-f  being  scrapped  because,  it  was  thought,  the 
machinery  was  old  and  tired  -  beyond  its'  productive  lifespan. 
But  such  was  not  the  case  at  all!  In  fact,  -this  same  machinery 
now  forms  the  basis  of  a  thriving  business  that  provides 
employment  for  about  a  dozen  people  and  a  much  needed  processing 
facility  for  hundreds  of   western  Canadian  wool  producers. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  to  us  that  some  museums  have  newer 
machinery  than  what  we  use  in  the  daily  operation  of  wool 
processing.  Not  only  are  there  no  computers  here  to  control  the 
machinery,  some  were  manufactured  before  even  electricity  was 
available!  The  carder  that  produces  the  wool  batts  that  are  used 
to  fill  our  comforters  was  manufactured  in  1856  and  the  two 
carders  used  for  yarn  and  spinning  products  date  from  1888!  In 
fact  the  newest  mainline  production  machine  we  have  is  almost  40 
years  old.  It's  hard  to  believe  that  these  incredible  machines, 
an  intricate  series  of  chains,  belts  and  wheels,  were  once  on  the 
leading  edge  of   technology  during  the  industrial  revolution. 

We  also  use  the  most  up-to-date  technology  available.  For 
proof  all  you  have  to  do  is  look  at  the  1000  square  feet  of  solar 
collectors  mounted  on  the  roof  of  the  mill.  We  use  the  space-age 
technology  of  solar  energy  collection  to  pre-heat  the  water  that 
is  used  in  our  washing  process,  the  first  step  in  wool 
processi  ng - 

The  raw  wool  enters  the  mill  in  the  wash  area.  It  must 
first  have  all  the  loose  dirt  shaken  out.  This  is  done  by  putting 
the  wool  through  a  hammer  mill  type  machine  called  a  "duster". 
Next  it  is  mechanically  raked  through  a  series  of  open  vats 
filled  with  hot  water  (140  to  165'  F. )  designed  to  wash  and  rinse 
it.  Once  the  water  is  extracted  by  spinning  and  the  wool  is 
tumbled  dried  it  can  go  through  a  picker  and  on  to  any  one  of 
three  carding  operations.  Depending  on  the  carding  process  the 
fibre  is  then  suitable  for  quilting,    knitting,   or  spinning. 

To  watch  the  spinning  operation  is  to  marvel  at  an 
intricacy  and  balance  more  fitting  for  a  finely  tuned  piano  than 
for  a  machine  built  to  produce  yarn.  This  relic,  called  a  "mule" 
has  388  bobbins,  all  spinning  at  the  same  time,  which  have  to  be 
set  individually  and  is  over  60  feet  long!  It  was  crafted  in  1910 
and   is  one  of   the  few  operational    ones   left   in  North  America. 

The  comforter  sewing  operation  is  another  unique  machine, 
a  combination  of  treadle  sewing  machines,  bicycle  sprocket,  and 
bed  of  nails,  with  which  we  hand-craft  no  more  than  10  comforters 
per  day.

Within  a  very  short  time  after  the  initial  Hays  Ewe  foundation  purchases, 
two  striking  events  occurred  which  we  could  onlv  wish  for  everv  beginner. 
First,   the  trouble-free  characteristics  imbedded  in  those  Hays  ewes  soon 
became  apparent,   for  within  90  days  after  purchase  the  twelve  Bred  Ewes  had 
all  lambed  out  with  a  total  of  23  healthv  lambs  and  we  HAD  NOT  SEEK  A  SINGLE 
ONE  BEING  BORN!!     Then  it  was  Harold  Trentham  who,  on  a  visit  to  WACO,  urged 
that  a  group  of  those  first-born  Suf folks  at  \MCO  should  be  exhibited  at  the 
strong  Red  Deer  Show  of  1979.     That  first  effort  resulted  in  having  the  1st 
place  Get-of-Sire,   1st  and  4th  Ewe  Lambs,  and  3rd  place  Ram  Lamb  as  placed  by 
Judge  Gary  DeStroete.     The  year-end  tally  showed  that  six  Ram  Lambs  had  been 
sold  to  various  breeders  for  an  average  of  $496.00  and  that   14  Ewe  Lambs  had 
been  retained  as  replacements.     Truly  an  auspicious  commencement,  with  all 
having  straight  Hays  bloodline  pedigrees  supported  by  multiple  births  for 
at  least  ten  generations.     Multiple  births  are  stated  to  be  137  hereditary. 

Incidentally,   those  mature  WACO  foundation  Fwes  averaged  ?84  lbs  body 
weight  on  August  7,   1980  within  90  days  of   weaning,  and  those  set  a  pattern  of 
strength  to  strive  for  in  follow-up  additions.     Within  a  year  or  two,  a 
further  15  Ewes  were  purchased  from  reputation  breeder  flocks  at  generally 
Sale-topping  prices,  averaging  $663.00  per  ewe.     To  date,   those  have  come  from 
the  following  breeders:     EDAN  VALE  (Dave  Cadsand  -  5),  TRENTHAM  CHarold 
Trentham  -  2),  CROOKED  POST  (Tom  Seaborn  -  2),  GLOAMIN  (Pat  &  Dave  Reid  -  3), 
PONOKA  (Bill  Matejka  -  2)  and  ROCKVILLE  (George  Rock  -  1).     As  a  group  those 
15  later  additions  consisted  of  twelve  who  were  from  Twin  or  Triplet  births, 
and  all  of  those  attained  average  weights  of  286  lbs  as  part  of  the  WACO  brood 
ewe  flock.     About  half  of  those  became  definitely  superior  producers  with 
descendants  in  the  current  flock,  and  as  evidenced  by  other  progeny  who  have 
appeared  at  Alberta  Test  Station  events  and  in  Shows  and  Sales. 

Probably  because  WACO  SUFFOT,KS  have-  attained  considerable  notoriety  at 
such  events,  more  than  a  few  breeders  hive  stated  their  belief  that  the 
management  and  facility  levels  at  WACO  must  be  extremely  high.     That  has  not 
been  so,   in  fact  our  own  reading  suggesrs  those  have  been  barely  average. 
Other  than  for  a  special  Ram  paddock,  no  other  special  fencing  or  pens  have 
been  needed;  utilizing  only  those  which  have  proved  adequate  for  the  cattle 
herd.     Neither  do  we  have  special  rations  for  special  purposes,  and  the  use  of 
needles  and  drugs  has  been  kept  to  a  bare  minimum.     Deworraing  has  been  done 
periodically  although  we  still  have  seen  no  evidence  of  worms  at  any  time. 
Several  years  ago  some  sheep  were  acquired  who  were  well  endowed  with  keds. 
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Those  were  taken  care  of  rather  quickly  with  Lindane  hath  dippings,  and  the 
flock  has  remained  completely  ked-free  ever  since. 

The  WACO  flock  of  course  has  heen  on  Record  of  Performance  since 
inception.     A  home-devised  Recording  system  which  we  term  the  "PROGENTY  AND 
PERFORMANCE  RECORD"  is  used.     This  Form,   8h  x  11"  in  size,  provides  the 
complete  history  of  every  ewe  in  detail  -  "from  the  cradle  to  the  grave". 
In  addition  to  basic  identity,   this  Form  includes  a  3-generation  ancestrv 
pedigree   (one  more  than  registry  certificates),   also  spaces  for  the  R.O.P. 
data  on  the  ewe  herself  and  up  to  fifteen  progeny.     Quite  frankly,   this  P  &  P 
RECORD  Form  tells  at  a  glance  everything  we  need  to  know  about  each  ewe  and 
her  production,  and  we  could  not  visualize  doing  anything  constructive  in  a 
breeding  for  improvement  sense  without  them. 


This  is  a  fun  contest.     A  Shearer  will  race  to  see  how  quickly 
he  or  she  can  shear  a  sheep,  «coop    up  the  fleece  and  rush  it 
to  waiting  spinners  and  weavers,  who  will  have  3  hours  to 
convert  the  fleece  into  a  woven  garment.

Sale,   those  that  are  sold  can  be  subject  to  3%  shrink.     Those  producers 
arriving  after  9:00  A.M.  with  sheep  at  these  sales  are  requested  to  market 
them  through  the  Edmonton  Public  Stockvards  rather  than  North-Central  Sheep 
Sales  as  they  may  have  to  be  marketed  the  following  week  through  the  regular 
Stockyards  System.     THE  COMMITTEE  REQUEST  THAT  CONTRIBUTORS  OF  THE  LARGER 
CONSIGNMENTS  (30  head  or  more)  BRING  THEIR  SHEEP  TO  THE  STOCKYARDS  THE 
AFTERNOON  BEFORE  THE  SALE  SO  THAT  A  MORF  EFFICIENT  JOB  OF  SORTING  CAN  BE  DONE. 
This  will  ensure  that  North-Central   Sheep  Sales  Committee  and  the  Edmonton 
Public  Stockyards  will  have  time  to  mark  and  weigh  all  the  sheep  prior  to  sale 
time . 

Purchasers  at  all   sales  must  have  established  a  line  of  credit  with  the 
Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,  be  an  Order  Buyer  or  carry  a  bank  letter  of  credit. 
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PLEASE  NOTE:     Producers  are  asked  to  carefully  read  item  //I,  FOOT  ROT, 
Under  the  heading  "SHEEP  SALE  DETAILS  A^D  REGULATIONS". 

Sheep  Sale  Details  &  Regulations 

1.  FOOT  ROT:     A  veterinarian  representing  the  Alberta  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Veterinary  Services  Branch  and  veterinary  personnel 
representing  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture,  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,  will  be  on  hand  to  inspect  all  sheep  arriving  at  all  Sales.  This 
is  not  a  guarantee  that  all  foot  rot  animals  will  be  detected.     For  the 
September  31st  and  October  3rd  Sheep  Sales  where  Foot  Rot  is  suspected, 
the  producer  involved  will  have  two  choices: 

(a)  Take  the  sheep  home  and  treat  them  under  quarantine 

(b)  Sell  them  for  slaughter. 

NOTE:     All  sheep  sold  through  the  Sales  will  have  to  be  loaded  out  of  one  of 
two  designated  chutes.     Sheep  will  be  required  to  go  through  a  special 
formaldehyde  solution  mixed  with  shavings  at  these  chutes  in  order  that  the 
buyer  may  receive  some  protection  against  the  possibility  of  this  sheep  being 
in  contact  with  foot  rot  carrier  sheep.     THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

2.  Consign  your  sheep  to  Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

3.  All  Feeder  lambs  should  be  docked  and  castrated  early.     Any  ewe  lambs  with 
tails  will  not  be  sold  for  breeding. 

4.  Ewes  and  lambs  will  be  sorted  into  groups  according  to  quality,  age  and 
breeds,  where  possible,  in  lot  size=;  to  suit  all  buyers. 

5.  Contributors  are  requested  to  assist  with  the  sorting  of  their  ewes, 
otherwise  a  charge  for  this  service  may  have  to  be  made.     The  sorting  time 
can  be  speeded  up  if  the  seller  is  on  hand  to  assist  with  the  grouping  and 
marking  of  his  sheep. 

6.  North-Central  Sheep  Sales  charges  vill  be  50c  per  head  on  all  ewes  and 
rams . 

7.  Producers,  especially  those  with  large  consignments,  are  urged  to  bring 
their  sheep  to  the  Stockyards  the  afternoon  or  evening  before  the  sale. 
This  will  mean  higher  prices  for  lambs  because  they  are  shrunk  out  and 
also  there  will  be  no  danger  of  shoep  having  to  be  sold  privately  because 
they  were  late  for  the  sale.     All  Information  on  distance  travelled  and 
time  of  arrival  of  lambs  at  the  Stockvards,  will  be  announced  in  the  ring.

There  were  31  m  attendance. 

WOOL  SHIPMENT  REPORT 

Bill  Jackson  stated  that  the  wool  shipments  were  made  through  the 
co-operation  of  Glynn  Brooks  of  Lethbridge.     There  were  38 
shipments,   however,   the  volume  was  down  20,000  pounds  from  last 
year.     In  reply  to  why  the  shipments  were  down,  Jackson  stated 
that  a  large  consignor  (50,000  lbs.)   from  1984  was  no  longer  in 
business.     He  also  stated  that  all  the  payments  had  now  been 
made . 

Bill  advised  the  Meeting  that  sheep  supplies  will  be  available 
through  U.F.A.   Co-op  in  the  future. 

ALBERTA  SHEEP  AND  WOOL  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Director  Don  Risky  reported  that  the  industry  is  very  concerned 
about  the  supply  of  fresh  chilled  New  Zealand  lamb  coming  into 
Canada.

President  Peggy  asked  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Hon.  John  Wise 
regarding  the  N.Z.   lamb  situation  with  a  copy  to  go  to  the 
ASWCommission,  CSBA  and  all  provincial  associations.

Alberta  slaughter  lairbs  traded  lower  during  January,  averaging  $75. 25-$78.25 
per  cwt  at  laitibco.  Average  volume,  at  1,355  head  per  v^eek  was  84  per  cent  of 
January  1984  levels. 

The  Toronto  market  strengthened  in  January,  averaging  about  $2.00  per  cwt  above 
Deceniber  prices,  but  belcw  corparable  1985  values.  Slaughter  volumes  average 
294  head  per  week. 

As  Easter  approaches  a  general  strengthening  of  prices  can  be  expected.  Possibly 
offsetting  this  seasonal  price  strength  could  be  developments  relating  to 
chilled  lamb  exports  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand.  The  extent  of  these 
exports  is  potentially  the  most  inportant  consideration  as  to  the  direction  of 
future  price  changes.

WOOL  UPOAT 

The  domestic  woo:  market  is  Inactive  with  very 
limited  offerings.    However,  shearing  is  underway  in  Arizona 
as  well  as  sosfe  early  shearing  in  the  Midwest  and  parts  of 
the  intermountain  area,  consequently  increased  offerings 
are  expected  in  the  near  future.    Approximately  25,000 
pounds  of  feedlot  wool  in  the  upper  Midwest,  mixed  grades 
sold  for  58.5  cents  grease  FOB.    Approximately  22,000 
pounds  of  12  month  farm  flock  ewe  wool  bulk  58/60 's  sold 
for  35-45  cents  with  8,000  pounds  of  feedlot  wool  at  the 
same  price. 

In  Mew  Zealand  prices  were  anywhere  from  2.5  to  10  percent 
lower.    The  market  Indicator  settled  at  457MZ  cents  per  kilo 
clean  (107.35  cents  per  pound). 

In  South  Africa  prices  were  generally  up  to  2.5  percent 
lower  compared  with  last  week's  sale.    Competition  was 
considered  very  good.    Offerings  consisted  of  71  percent  long 
wool,  16  percent  mediun,  6  percent  short  and  7  percent  locks. 
A  total  of  21,944  bales  were  offered,  of  which  95  percent 
were  sold.    The  three  sales  will  be  held  next  week,  at  which 
time  21.000  bales  will  be  offered.  


The  Australian  wool  market  was  generally 
unchanged  this  week  with  22-2d  micron  wool  In  strong 
demand.    The  weakest  categories  were  the  26-30 
micron  with  the  26  micron  category  falling  lOA  cents, 
the  30  micron  category  falling  8A  cents  and  the  27 
and  28  micron  categories  falling  5A  cents  each. 

The  market  indicator  fell  2A  cents  per  kilo 
to  settle  at  530A  cents  per  kilo  clean.  However, 
the  value  of  the  Australian  dollar  Increased  this 
week  in  relation  to  the  U.S.  dollar.    Because  of 
this  Increase  the  market  indicator  increased  ibout 
2  cents  in  U.S.  dollar  terms.    Major  purchasers 
included  Western  Europe  with  China  strong  on  fine- 
better  style  types. 

AWC  was  once  again  a  net  seller  with  40  percent 
of  the  sales  being  carding  locks  which  have  been  1n 
stock  for  a  considerable  period  of  time. 

Australian  interest  rates  dropped  to  19.75-20 
percent  from  a  high  of  20.75-21  percent.

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VITAMIN  SUPPLEMKNTATION  FOR  SHEEP

What  Vitamins  Do  I  Need  And  What  Do  They  Do? 

Vitamins  are  nutrients  required  by  sheep  in  relatively  small 
amounts.  Vitamin  A  is  required  to  maintain  healthy  epithelial  tissue 
which  lines  and  protects  the  respiratory,  digestive  and  reproductive 
tracts  as  well  as  the  eyes.  Carotene,  the  precursor  to  vitamin  A,  is 
found  in  green  plant  material.  When  sheep  are  grazing  good  quality 
pasture,  no  supplemental  vitamin  A  is  required.  Vitamin  D  is  necessary 
for  proper  bone  development.  It  is  manufactured  in  the  skin  of  sheep 
which  are  directly  exposed  to  the  ultraviolet  light  of  sunshine.  Vitamin 
E^  protects  animal  tissues  from  oxidation  damage  due  to  a  variety  of  waste 
products.  It  is  plentiful  in  most  plant  material.  Under  various  situa- 
tions, one  or  all  three  of  these  vitamins  may  require  supplementation  in 
your  feeding  program.  Occasionally  supplemental  vitamin  K  may  be  requir- 
ed to  treat  sweet  clover  disease.  Thiamin  (B^)  supplementation  is  some- 
times used  to  prevent  polioencephalomalacia  in  feedlot  lambs.  Other 
vitamins  you  may  have  heard  of  are  generally  plentiful  in  feedstuffs, 
manufactured  by  microbes  in  the  digestive  tract,  or  manufactured  in 
animal  tissues. 

Vitamins  A,  D  and  E  are  the  vitamins  of  concern  in  a  practical 
sheep  feeding  program  and  supplementation  is  often  necessary  for  profit- 
able production  and  good  health. 

When  should  vitamins  be  supplemented? 

Anytime  your  sheep  are  not  on  good  quality  pasture,  they  should  be 
supplemented  with  vitamin  A.  Since  most  commercial  feed  supplements  and 
injectable  products  also  contain  vitamins  D  and  E,  supplementation  for 
these  vitamins  is  coincidental  and  will  help  prevent  a  deficiency. 
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Hov  should  vitamins  be  supplemented? 

Adding    a    supplement    to    the    ration    is    easy    and    simple    for  most 
producers.     This  can  be  accomplished  in  several  ways. 

(1)  Mixing  a  supplement  with  the  daily  ration  of  grain.  Host 
protein  supplements  contain  adequate  levels  of  vitamins  A, 
D  and  E,  but  calculate  the  daily  supplemental  levels  by  multi- 
plying the  concentration  of  the  vitamin  times  the  amount  of 
supplement  consumed.  For  example,  if  your  feedlot  lambs  were 
consuming  0.1  kg  of  a  protein  supplement  that  contained  88,000 
lU  of  vitamin  A  per  kg,  they  would  be  getting  8,800  lU  of 
vitamin  A. 

(0.1  kg  X      88,000  lU  =        8,800  lU  of  Vitamin  A) 

(of  supplement  of  Vit  A/kg  of  per  lamb  per  day  ) 

supplement 

(2)  Mixing  a  concentrated  premix  with  a  daily,  weekly,  or  monthly 
grain  offering  (or  top  dressing  the  premix  on  grain)  .  For 
example,  ewes  should  receive  10,000  lU  of  vitamin  A  per  day 
during  late  pregnancy.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  feeding 
a  vitamin  A  premix    (10,000   lU  of  Vit  A/ gram)    at   the   rate  of 

-  1  gram  per  ewe  per  day, 

-  7  grams  per  ewe  per  week,  or 

-  30  grams  per  ewe  per  month. 

(3)  Mixing  a  concentrated  premix  with  the  weekly  supply  of  salt 
and  minerals.  No  more  than  a  one  week  supply  should  be  mixed 
at  one  time  and  the  points  mentioned  in  last  month's  article  on 
free-choice  mineral  feeding  apply.  If  your  ewes  are  consuming 
about  70  grams  of  mineral  mix  per  ewe  per  week  then  the  7  grams 
of  vitamin  A  premix  required  is  mixed  in  this  amount  of  mineral 


An  alternative  to  feeding  supplemental  vitamins  is  to  use  an  inject- 
able product.  A  one  ml  injection  of  a  product  that  contains  500,000 
lU  of  vitamin  A/ml  would  provide  enough  vitamin  A  for  50  days  for  the 
pregnant  ewe  (requirement  of  10,000  lU/day).     Injections  are  not  required 
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if  the  diet  is  properly  supplemented  with  vitamins.  The  injection  nethod 
requires  that  your  sheep  he  handled  periodically  an'',  ilsn  introduces 
the  risk  of  infection  at  the  injection  site. 

Summary 

Vitamin  A  supplementation  is  necessary  for  sheep  on  wintering  or 
mainly  grain  diets.  The  cheapest  way  to  supplement  vitamin  A  is  with 
the  feed.  Always  calculate  the  vitamin  A  intake  of  your  sheep  to  insure 
that  it  meets  the  requirements  they  have  for  this  important  vitamin. 
Vitamins  D  and  E  are  often  included  in  the  supplements  that  provide 
vitamin  A  and  usually  no  further  supplementation  of  these  two  vitamins  is 
required.

How  many  of  us  have  vaccinated  our  sheep  for  a  particular  disease,  only 
to  lose  one  to  that  disease  anyway?     Why  does  this  happen?     What  causes  a 
vaccine  to  not  "take"? 

Successful  Immunization  depends  upon  several  things:     the  amount 
injected ,   the  method  of  administration,   the  quality  and  type  of  the  vaccine, 
and  the  age  and  health  of  the  animal. 

In  order  to  discuss  the  method  of  action  of  vaccines.   It  is  first 
necessary  to  understand  how  the  immune  system  works. 

The  Immune  System 

When  an  animal  is  prepared  for  and  has  resistance  to  a  particular  disease 
we  say  that  it  is  immune  or  has  immunity  to  that  disease.     When  a  natural 
infection  occurs,  the  body  is  stimulated  to  produce  antibodies  which  circulate 
throughout  the  body  and  Inactivate  infectious  organisms  or  "bugs"  such  as 
bacteria  or  viruses.     If  the  animal  recovers  from  the  Infection,  the 
production  of  these  antibodies  continues  and  the  animal  is  protected  by  the 
circulating  antibodies  against  further  attacks  of  this  disease.     The  substance 
which  stimulated  the  antibody  production  is  called  an  antigen .  Bacteria, 
viruses  and  the  toxins  which  they  produce  are  all  antigens. 

It  is  important  to  realize  that  the  antibodies  produced  by  the  body  are 
specific  for  the  antigens  which  stimulated  their  production.  Antibodies 
inactivate  antigens  by  combining  with  them  like  the  pieces  of  a  jigsaw  puzzle, 
so  the  antibodies  produced  against  enterotoxemla  will  not  protect  the  animal 
against  another  disease  such  as  footrot. 

When  an  animal  is  vaccinated,  the  antigen  or  "bug"  which  causes  the 
disease  is  introduced  into  the  body  and  stimulates  the  production  of 
antibodies  in  the  same  way  as  a  natural  infection.     Why  doesn't  the  animal  get 
sick  with  the  disease  we're  vaccinating  for?    The  antigen  is  not  present  in 
the  vaccine  in  as  great  a  number  as  is  found  in  the  animal  during  a  natural 
infection.     Some  vaccines  called  bacterins  contain  bacteria  which  have  been 
killed  (eg.  Blackleg  of  cattle)  and  some,  called  MI. V s  or  modified  live  virus 
vaccines  have  been  weakened  or  changed  so  that  their  ability  to  produce 
disease  is  practically  nil  (eg.  rabies). 

The  immunity  which  an  animal  gets  from  natural  exposure  to  a  disease  or 
from  vaccination  is  called  active  immunity  because  the  antibodies  protecting 
the  animal  are  actively  produced  by  the  animal  itself  in  response  to  infection 
or  vaccination.     Active  immunity  usually  develops  slowlv  since  it  takes  time 
for  the  body  to  gear  up  and  go  into  production.     Once  developed  however, 
active  Immunity  generally  lasts  for  a  long  time. 
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Passlve  Immunity  results  when  antibodies  are  transferred  from  an  immune 
animal  to  a  non-immune  animal.     One  type  of  passive  immunity  Is  that  which  a 
newborn  lamb  receives  from  the  ewe  in  the  colostrum.     The  colostrum  of  the  ewe 
contains  antibodies  against  many  of  the  diseases  that  the  ewe  is  immune  to 
(either  naturally  or  by  vaccination) .     This  is  why  the  colostrum  of  a  mature 
ewe  is  generally  better  than  the  colostrum  of  a  ewe  lamb. 

As  the  colostrum  passes  through  the  newborn  lamb's  gut,  these  antibodies 
are  absorbed  into  the  bloodstream  and  circulate  throughout  the  body.  They 
protect  the  lamb  from  disease  during  the  first  few  critical  weeks  of  life 
while  it  is  unable  to  produce  its  own  antibodies,  either  in  response  to 
infection  or  vaccination. 

The  ability  of  the  lamb  to  absorb  antibodies  from  the  gut  decreases 
rapidly  during  the  first  hours  after  birth.     This  is  why  it  is  so  critical 
that  newborn  lambs  receive  colostrum  within  one  hour  of  birth. 

The  inability  of  the  lamb  to  manufacture  its  own  antibodies  in  the  first 
few  weeks  of  life  is  why  vaccines  are  not  recommended  for  lambs  younger  than 
six  weeks  of  age.     Also,  the  passive  immunity  received  in  the  colostrum  can 
inhibit  the  action  of  the  vaccine  before  6  weeks  of  age.     If  a  lamb  received 
no  colostrum  from  a  ewe  (eg.  a  lamb  raised  on  cow  colostrum  and  cow's  milk), 
vaccination  at  an  earlier  age  may  provide  it  with  additional  protection. 

Another  example  of  passive  immunity  is  the  use  of  antiserum  to  give 
animals  immediate  protection  from  a  particular  disease.     Blood  is  taken  from 
an  immune  animal  and  the  part  of  the  blood  (serum)  which  contains  the 
antibodies  is  then  injected  into  non-immune  animals.     The  antibodies  in  the 
antiserum  protect  the  non-immune  animals  from  the  disease  until  they  develop 
their  own  antibodies  in  response  to  vaccination. 

When  animals  receive  antibodies  from  colostrum  (or  antiserum),  they  are 
not  actively  producing  them  themselves,  they  merely  passively  receive  them. 
Passive  immunity  gives  immediate  protection,  but  does  not  last  long  -  two  weeks 
to  three  months  at  the  most.     It  is  therefore  necessary  to  stimulate  active 
immunity  for  longer  term  protection. 

Administration  of  Vaccines 

Vaccines  are  usually  injected  under  the  skin  (subcutaneously) ,  into  the 
muscle  (intramuscularly),  or  occasionally  into  the  nostrils  (intranasally) . 
Only  clean  and  sterile  syringes  and  needles  should  be  used  to  administer 
vaccines.     To  avoid  contamination  of  the  vaccine,  leave  a  sterile  needle  in  the 
vaccine  bottle  and  use  it  to  fill  the  syringe  rather  than  repeatedly  inserting 
the  needle  you're  using  on  the  sheep  into  the  bottle.     Don't  use  too  large  a 
needle  (18  gauge  is  best)  -  besides  causing  unnecessary  pain,  it  will  leave  a 
larger  hole  in  the  animal  and  cause  some  of  the  vaccine  to  leak  out.     If  the 
sheep  are  wet  or  have  long  wool,  you  may  need  to  part  the  wool  with  your  hand 
in  order  to  prevent  the  needle  from  picking  up  a  lot  of  dirt  and/or  wool  and 
then  pushing  it  into  the  sheep. 
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For  subcutaneous  vaccinations,   the  use  of  a  short  needle  minimizes  the 
chance  of  injection  into  the  underlying  muscle.     To  be  absolutely  sure  of 
depositing  the  vaccine  under  the  skin,   take  a  pinch  of  skin  and  iniect  at  the 
base  of  the  "tent".     This  mav  result  in  self-vacclnat ion  which  Is  all   the  more 
reason  to  make  sure  the  needle  you  use  on  your  sheep  is  as  clean  as  one  vou'd 
like  used  on  yourself!     After  removing  the  needle  (from  the  sheep),  rub  the 
spot  a  bit  to  prevent  the  vaccine  from  leaking  out. 

Vaccines  must  be  stored  in  a  cool  place,  but  not  allowed  i~>  .rceze.  Live 
virus  vaccines  are  particularly  sensitive  to  heat.     A  trip  home  from  town  on 
the  dash  of  a  vehicle  has  inactivated  many  a  vaccine!     Reconstituted  vaccines 
(those  where  the  contents  of  two  bott''es,  one  a  powder  and  the  other  a  liquid, 
are  mixed  before  use)   should  be  used  within  an  hour  of  being  mixed.  Purchase 
your  vaccines  from  a  reputable  source.     Vaccines  that  have  not  been  stored 
properly  (and  that  includes  transportation  from  warehouse  to  store)  a -e  not  a 
bargain  at  any  price  since  they  many  be  useless.     If  in  doubt,  consul  vour 
veterinarian  about  vaccine  use  and  purchases. 

Do  you  have  to  give  two  shots  of  a  vaccine?     Yes!     When  an  animal  is  first 
exposed  to  an  antigen,  it  exhibits  a  primarv  immune  response  -  ther     is  a 
delay  of  2-3  days  when  no  antibodies  are  produced,  followed  by  an      crease  in 
antibody  levels  which  peaks  after  2-4  days  and  then  declines.     Th  secondary 
immune  response  (anamnestic  response)  results  when  the  animal   is  ,xposed  again 
to  the  same  antigen  -  there  is  virtually  no  delay  and  less  antigen  is  required 
to  produce  a  much  greater  level  of  antibodies.     The  graph  below  shows  the 
primary  and  secondary  responses  to  a  vaccination. 

The  graph  shows  how  much  better  protected  an  animal  is  after  two 
exposures  to  an  antigen  (vaccination  and  booster  shot)  than  after  only  one. 
Since  the  booster  shot  for  most  vaccinations  is  a  much  smaller  dose  than  the 
first  shot,  it  is  well  worth  the  extra  cost  for  the  huge  increase  in 
protection . 
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Tf  you're  going  to  tnke  the  time  to  vaccinate  -  take  the  time  to  do  it 
properly  -  if  the  recommended  dosage  is  5cc.,  give  them  5cc.,  not  whatever  you 
have  on  hand  divided  by  the  number  of  animals  you  have  to  do.     Plan  a 
vaccination  program  with  your  veterinarian  and  follow  manufacturers 
recommendations  (this  unfortunately,  means  reading  the  package  insert).  Some 
vaccines  are  not  only  useless  if  administered  at  the  wrong  time,  they  can  be 
harmful.     Some  live  virus  vaccines,  used  in  pregnancy  can  cause  abortion. 
Vaccinating  for  a  disease  in  the  middle  of  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  is 
usually  a  waste  of  time  although  there  are  exceptions. 

In  conclusion,  the  condition  of  the  target  animal  -  age,  immune  status, 
state  of  health  and  nutrition  -  and  the  care  and  administration  of  the  vaccine 
itself  can  all  affect  the  outcome  of  a  vaccination  program.     Vaccination  will 
not  always  result  in  immunization  if  any  of  these  are  overlooked!

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HOW  TO  MAKE  MONEY  IN  THF  SHEEP  BUSINESS 
(A  series  of  timely  articles  intended  to  help  producers  improve  their  net

ARTICLE  V  -  DOES  HOME  FLOCK  PERFORMANCE  TESTING  PAY? 

There  is  a  difference  between  "selecting"  your  sheep  and  "culling"  them. 
Culling  involves  the  use  of  physical  marks  such  as  paint  brands,  cutting 
the  tip  off  an  ear,  etc.   to  identify  and  weed  out  the  "bad"  performers. 
It  may  identify  the  bottom  ten  percent  in  any  one  flock  but  is  unable  to 
assess  the  productivity  of  the  vast  m.ajority  of  animals  in  that  flock. 
Culling  can  prevent  a  mediocre  group  of  sheep  from  getting  any  worse,  but 
can't  really  produce  any  dramatic  long  term  improvement  in  their  ability 
to  generate  income  for  us. 

Selection  on  the  other  hand  involves  the  use  of  performance  testing  to 
identify  the  top  producers  in  a  flock.     Through  using  the  correct 
selection  procedures  we  can  propagate  these  animals'  superior  performance 
and  thereby  produce  a  dramatic  improvement  in  our  net  income. 


Selection  on  the  basis  of  performance  testing  in  the  Alberta  situation 
means  enrollment  on  the  provincial  R.O.P.  program.     R.O.P.  of  course  is 
the  great  leveller.     It's  unfair,  for  example  to  compare  a  40  Kg  twin  ewe 
lamb  reared  by  a  yearling  ewe  against  a  50  Kg  single  male  lamb  reared  by 
a  mature  ewe.     An  examination  of  tens  of  thousands  of  lamb  weights  in 
Canada  reveals  that  the  single  ram  lamb  would  grow  33%  faster  than  the 
twin  ewe  lamb.     As  a  result  the  R.O.P.  computer  would  multiply  40  Kg  x 
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1.33  =  53.2  Kg.     We  discover  the  smaller  twin  ewe  lamb  is  in  fact 
genetically  capable  of  a  faster  growth  rate  than  the  larger  single  male. 

After  all  the  lambs'  weights  have  been  adjusted  for  type  of  birth,  type 
of  rearing,  sex,  and  age  of  dam  they  are  indexed  in  relation  to  their 
contemporaries.     Turn  to  Appendix  H.     On  the  extreme  right  hand  side  of 
the  page  you  will  see  3  columns  of  indexes:     100  day  index,  multiple 
index,  and  ewe  index.     Each  has  a  specific  use.     The  100  day  index  is 
purely  a  reflection  of  the  lamb's  adjusted  growth  rate  in  relation  to 
his  contemporaries.     If,  for  example  you  were  looking  for  a  terminal 
sire  where  growth  rate  was  the  only  quality  that  mattered,  you  might 
consider  ram  #1R  because  he  grew  31%  *  faster  than  the  average  lamb  in 
the  flock  and  would  be  certain  to  transmit  this  highly  heritable  trait  to 
his  offspring.     On  the  other  hand,  no  matter  how  good  he  "looked"  ram 
//3R  would  be  a  terrible  choice  because  he  grew  14%  slower  than  the 
average  lamb  in  the  flock. 

The  multi  trait  index  is  based  not  only  on  a  lamb's  growth  rate,  but 
also  on  his  litter  size  and  type  of  rearing  (single,  twin,  triplet,  etc.) 
which  reflects  his  dam's  milking  ability  and  the  lamb's  ability  to 
survive.     Use  of  the  multi  trait  index  allows  you  to  select 
simultaneously  for  these  3  traits.     You  would  definitely  use  it  to  choose 
female  replacements  and  also  to  select  rams  for  producing  flock 
replacements.     In  Appendix  H  you  can  see  that  because  ram  //IR  was  born 
and  reared  as  a  twin,  his  multi  trait  index  is  3  points  highe'i!'  than  his 
100  day  index.     Number  IR  would  be  a  great  choice  for  a  sire  of 
replacement  females.     You  can  see  however  that  the  ewe  lamb  #9R  dropped  5 
points  on  her  multi  index  because  she  was  only  born  and  reared  as  a 
single.     There  is  definitely  no  place  in  our  flock  for  ewe  lamb  #8R 
with  a  multi  index  of  only  77.     She  should  be  culled! 

The  question  is  often  asked  "Should  I  cull  all  lambs  below  a  100  index." 
No!     You  should  cull  all  lambs  which  are  not  going  to  make  you  money. 
If  lambs  performing  at  a  level  below  a  114  index  are  not  profitable  to 
keep  get  rid  of  them.     Don't  get  caught  in  the  silly  numbers  game:  "I 
like  to  keep  my  ewe  flock  at  about  300  head  therefore  this  year  I  will 
keep  all  lambs  indexing  97  or  higher  to  make  the  necessary  numbers." 
That's  crazy!     If  the  bottom  80  ewes  in  your  flock  are  performing  below 
the  "profit  zone"  then  sell  them.     In  addition  to  the  profit  you  make  on 
the  220  productive  ewes  you'll  save  yourself  a  bundle  on  feed  bills. 

The  final  column  in  Appendix  H  is  the  ewe  index.     This  is  based  on  the 
total  adjusted  Kg  of  lamb  the  ewe  weaned  at  the  end  of  her  lactation  at 
50  days.     Looking  at  ewe  #10K  we  can  see  that  she  has  an  index  of  81  - 
indicating  her  performance  was  19%  poorer  than  the  average  for  the 
flock.     That  is  because  she  only  gave  birth  to  and  reared  a  single  lamb, 
and  a  slow  growing  one  at  that.     There's  no  money  in  the  sheep  business 
keeping  ewes  which  produce  slow  growing  single  lambs.     Number  lOK  should 
be  culled!     On  the  other  hand  ewe  y/102L  performed  at  an  outstanding 
level.     We  certainly  want  to  keep  her  in  the  flock! 

*  The  R.O.P.   computer  uses  the  standardized  index  calculation  where 
performance  levels  are  placed  on  a  bell  curve.     Ram  #1  R  would  therefore 
have  grown  approximately  31%  faster,  not  necessarily  exactly  at  that 
level. 
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Here  are  some  examples  of  how  performance  testing  can  make  you  monev. 

Example  /^l:     You  purchase  two  different  rams  from  two.  purebred  flocks 
intending  to  use  them  as  terminal  sires.     The  first  ram  you  purchase  for 
a  price  of  $500  from  a  breeder  who  recommends  him  to  you  because  the  ram 
has  a  near  perfect  head  and  a  lot  of  "presence".     The  breeder  does  not 
believe  in  "all  that  R.O.P.   stuff".     The  second  ram  you  purchase  from  a 
breeder  who  has  been  selecting  on  the  basis  of  R.O.P.   for  more  than  15 
years.     The  ram  you  purchase  has  a  100  day  index  of  115  and  is  priced  at 
$400.     You  are  on  R.O.P.  yourself  and  randomly  breed  these  two  rams  to  a 
group  of  100  ewes.     After  you  have  taken  your  own  100  day  weights  on  the 
offspring  of  these  two  rams,  you  ask  for  a  sire  report.     The  sire  report 
indicates  that  the  offspring  of  the  lower  priced  ram  have  grown  an 
average  of  .4  Kg  per  day.     The  offspring  of  the  ram  with  the  perfect  head 
and  a  lot  of  presence  average  .32  Kg  per  day.     Assuming  a  lamb  has  to  put 
on  a  total  of  45  Kg  of  gain  to  reach  market  weight,  it  therefore  took  an 
average  of  45  ■^  .4  =  113  days  for  the  R.O.P.  ram's  offspring  to  reach 
market  weight.     On  the  other  hand  it  took  an  average  45  +  .32  =  141  days 
for  the  non  R.O.P.  ram's  offspring  to  reach  market  weight.  The 
difference  is  28  days  to  market.     Assuming  a  cost  of  keep  of  about  30c 
per  day  it  therefore  cost  30c  x  28  =  $8.40  more  per  lamb  to  get  the  non 
R.O.P.  ram's  offspring  to  market.     The  100  lambs  he  produced  cost  $840 
more  dollars  to  get  to  market.     His  head  may  be  perfect  but  because  he 
wasn't  perforance  tested  you  gambled  on  an  "unknown".     As  it  turned  out 
you  got  badly  burned! 

Example  #2:     You  decide  you  want  to  expand  your  flock  and  have  decided  to 
keep  any  ewe  lamb  with  an  R.O.P.  multi  index  of  90  or  higher.     You  have 
also  determined  that  for  first  lambers  to  be  profitable  in  your  flock, 
they  must  produce  an  average  of  55  Kg  of  lamb  at  100  days.     The  ewe 
lambs  you  keep  are  randomly  bred  to  a  group  of  rams  and  when  it  comes 
time  to  review  their  performance  as  first  lambers,  you  divide  them  up 
into  three  groups  on  the  basis  of  their  original  multi  indexes  as  ewe 
lambs.     (See  table  below:) 

Return/Ewe  on 

Multi  Index  Average  Kg  of  Lamb  at  100  Days  Cash  Costs 

90  -  100  45  -  $  8.80 

101  -  110  57  +  $12.32 

111  +  64  +  $24.64 

It  is  clear  from  the  table  that  the  group  with  the  lowest  multi  index  has 
lost  you  money,  whereas  the  group  with  the  highest  multi  index  has  made 
you  the  most  money.     You  decide  in  future  to  only  keep  ewe  lambs  with  a 
multi  index  of  100  or  higher. 

Example  #3:     You  have  just  entered  the  sheep  business  and  have  assembled 
a  flock  of  100  mature  ewes  from  two  different  sources.     Fifty  ewes  were 
purchased  at  a  price  of  $100  each  from  a  flock  on  R.O.P.     You  selected 
only  ewes  which  had  an  average  ewe  index  of  100  or  higher  and  paid  a 
premium  price  of  $100  each  for  them.     The  second  flock  had  no  records  of 
any  kind  and  you  purchased  50  ewes  on  a  gaterun  for  $60  apiece.     Here  is 
how  the  two  groups  perform  for  you:

It's  clear  from  the  table  that  the  more  expensive  R.O.P.  ewes  have  more 
than  repaid  their  original  purchase  price  in  their  very  first  year. 


The  fact  that  performance  testing  can  dramatically  improve  our  income 
has  been  proved  by  many  other  sectors  of  agriculture.     For  example, 
almost  without  exception  every  financially  successful  dairy  farmer  is 
enrolled  on  a  vigorous  performance  testing  program. 


A  word  of  caution.     Performance  testing  can  be  a  dangerous  tool  if  it  is 
not  tempered  by  common  sense.     Once  we  have  selected  our  best  animals  on 
paper  we  have  got  to  go  out  into  the  corral  and  "eyebal 1"  them  for 
functional  traits.     Is  the  jaw  undershot  or  overshot  to  the  point  the 
animal  cannot  forage?    Are  the  limbs  deformed  so  that  the  animal  cannot 
travel?     Is  the  wool  coat  dense  and  'closed'  enough  to  provide  protection 
from  the  elements?     Is  this  female  very  narrow  in  the  rear  end  suggesting 
lambing  difficulty?    Does  this  male  have  two  large,  healthy,  evenly  sized 
testicles,  etc.?     Inevitably  we'll  have  to  go  through  the  agony  of 
culling  some  very  high  indexing  animals  who  fail  the  eyeball  test.     If  we 
don't  cull  them  we  will  produce  unfit  offspring  which  would  be  unfair  to 
pass  on  to  future  breeders.     When  performance  testing  l£  used  with  common 
sense  however,  it  is  the  most  powerful  tool  at  our  disposal  for  making 
rapid  genetic  progress  and  enhancing  our  net  income.

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JUSTAMERE  MULE  RIF  15K  (Tw.)  was  a  Montana-bred  Buck  of  mainly  Jack  D.  Larsen  bloodlines. 
He  showed  117  -  120  Index  and  scaled  368-lbs  at  26-inonths  of  age.  His  progeny  included  the 
2nd  prize  "Get"  and  Breeder's  Flock  at  the  1980  Red  Deer  Exhibition;  also  was  sire  of  the 
Ram  Lainb  Reserve  Grand  Chanpion  at  five  strong  Alberta  Shows.  Another  son  was  the  $1,500. 
high  selling  Ram  Lamb  in  Canada  that  year,  purchased  by  Ross  Mouser  of  Claresholm.  "15K" 
was  also  sire  of  the  1st  &  2nd  high  selling  Ewe  Lambs  at  Edmonton  FarmFair  in  1980.  He  was 
eventually  sold  to  Henry  Foard,  Edgewood,  B.C.  where  he  served  for  several  seasons. 

SILVERDOWN  26L  (Triplet)  was  chosen  from  the  super  flock  bred  by  Bill  Gould,  Nanaimo ,  B.C. 
He  showed  120  -  125  Index;  scaled  306-lbs  at  15-months  age,  also  425-lbs  one  year  later. 
"26L"  became  undefeated  Grand  Champion  Ram  at  Red  Deer-Vegreville-Vermilion-Camrose  and 
Olds  Exhibitions  in  1980,  while  his  full  sister  was  Grand  Champion  Ewe  at  the  P.N.E.  in  1981. 
His  progeny  include  the  Grand  Chanpion  Ram  at  Vegreville  &  Camrose;  the  Reserve  Champion  at 
Stettler  &  Olds,  and  the  1st  prize  Breeders  Flock  at  Vermilion,  Stettler  &  Olds  in  1982. 
Still  another  son  was  WACO  SILVERAM  27N  who  proved  to  be  a  premium  breeding  Stud  for  the 
Olds  College,  siring  there ~the  $1,500.  top  at  the  1984  Test  Station  Sale;  also  the  five 
highest  Indexing  rams  from  the  College  flock  at  the  Test  Station.  After  three  service  years 
there,  "27N"  now  serves  in  the  well-known  R.O.P.  flock  owned  by  Gordon  Kure  at  Inn is  fail. 

HOPEWELL  56m  was  the  $3,700.  Sale  top  and  Interbreed  Supreme  Champion  Ram  from  the  1981 
All-Canada  Sheep  Classic.  His  sire  had  topped  the  Ontario  Test  Station  Sale  at  $1,800.,  and 
his  pedigree  carried  the  identical  double  "Green  Valley"  bloodlines  found  in  lineage  of 
SILVERD0V7N  26L.  Progeny  by  "56M"  showed  exceptionally  clean  fleeces,  with  daughters  showing 
extreme  femininity.  "56M"  saw  only  limited  service  because  of  complications  resulting  from 
a  severe  bout  with  pneumonia  when  a  lamb.     His  daughters  at  WACO  have  been  very  modern  in 
appearance  and  made  excellent  producers.  One  of  those,  purchased  by  Mike  Ingratta,  Okotoks 
from  the  1983  Wild  Rose  Sale,  in  turn  produced  his  $750.   3rd  high  selling  Ram  at  the  1984 
Test  Station  Sale. 

KILANNAN  82N  (Tw. )  was  the  Interbreed  Reserve  Grand  Champion,  and  2nd  high  selling  Ram  at 
the  1982  All-Canada  Sheep  Classic.  He  was  a  magnificient  individual  who  also  became  Grand 
Champion  Ram  at  Vermilion,  Stettler  &  Olds  Exhibitions  in  1982.  He  was  not  shown  at  Camrose 
and  Vegreville  where  WACO  SILVERAM  27N  was  the  Grand  Champion  Ram.     The  twin  sister  to  "82N" 
was  Sale  top  at  the  Ontario  Progress  Sale,  purchased  by  Mrs.  P,C.  French,  Cobble  Hill,  B.C. 
His  daughters  at  WACO  are  highly  valued  producers  -  one  of  those  being  dam  of  WACO  NINETY 
NINE   (Gretzky)  who  set  a  new  Station  record  of  .698  Kgs  at  the  1985  Alberta  Test  Station, 
and  who  is  presently  serving  for  Bill  Duf field,  Codan  Farms,  Wyoming,  Ontario. 

HAPPY  VALLEY  74 OP   (Quad.)  was  something  of  a  "mystery"  Ram  in  the  method  of  his  being  acq- 
uired, and  he  has  become  a  "one  in  a  million"  Stud.   Inasmuch  as  other  commitments  demanded 
that  WACO  cease  showring  exposure  during  1983-4-5,  none  of  the  "740P"  progeny  have  been 
exhibited.  As  a  group  however,  his  daughters  are  probably  the  best  overall  that  have  been 
produced  at  WACO.  As  most  breeders  will  be  aware  ,  his  sons  have  dominated  at  the  Alberta 
Station  Tests  of  1984-85,  with  individuals  now  being  the  1st,   2nd  &  3rd  All-time  Performance 
leaders.  At  the  1984  event,  the  average  on  five  sons  was  .635  Kgs.,  with  that  increased  to 
.675  Kgs  average  on  five  sons  on  the  1985  Station  Test.  One  of  those  became  co-holder  of 
the  World  Record  Gain,  with  that  being   .736  Kgs  or  1.62  lbs  A.D.G.  HAPPY  VALLEY  740P  was 
purchased  by  the  Olds  College  where  his  input  to  the  breed  should  be  strongly  extended. 
His  two  best  sons  are  his  replacements  for  services  in  the  WACO  flock.

Slaughter  lainbs  in  Alberta  traded  higher  in  February,  up  $4.50  per  cwt  over 
January  prices.  Slaughter  at  1,588  head  was  above  January  volumes  and  84  per 
cent  of  year  ago  February  levels.  In  the  Toronto  market  prices  strengthened, 
averaging  $112.31  per  cent  on  an  average  weekly  volume  of  174  head. 

On  February  18,  Statistics  Canada  released  its  January  1  Inventory  Report. 
As  indicated  below,  flock  liquidation  is  continuing.  Total  Alberta  sheep  and 
lamb  numbers,  at  124,000  head,  have  declined  by  about  6,000  head  from  January  1, 
1985  levels.

WOOL  UPDATE  ** 


The  domestic  wool  market  is  very  slow  with  rain  delays 
1n  California  limiting  normally  available  offerings. 
With  clearing  weather  by  late  in  the  week,  some  shearing 
had  resumed.    Shearing  is  underway  in  parts  of  West  Texas 
and  New  Mexico  with  no  sales  reported.    Activity  in  the 
Mountain  States  and  Midwest  have  been  very  slow  due  to 
rain  and  snow  interruptions. 

New  Zealnd  wool  auctions  were  mostly  higher  with 
prices  up  to  5  percent  higher  on  some  styles.    New  Zealand 
Wool  Board  Durchases  were  at  10.9  percent.    The  market 
Indicator  settled  at  458NZ  cents  per  kilo  clean  {110.9 
cents  per  pound). 

South  African  wool  auction  prices  were  marketly  lower. 
20  and  24  micron  wools  were  2.5  percent  lower  with 
21,22  and  Z3  micron  and  locks  up  to  4  percent  lower.  25 
micron  was  5.5  percent  lower.    A  total  of  13,380  bales 
offered.    The  selection  consisted  of  61  percent  long 
wool,  16  percent  medium,  7  percent  short  and  16  percent 
locks.    69  percent  of  the  offering  was  sold  with  65  percent 
of  the  merino  offering  sold.  


Australian  wool  auctions  followed  the  trend  of 
the  South  African  auctions  with  lower  prices.  A 
total  of  129,877  bales  were  offered  of  which  7.5 
percent  were  purchased  by  AWC.    The  largest 
decrease  cane  in  the  24  micron  category  v^ich  fell 
14A  cents  per  kilo.    21  micron  was  down  6A  cents  and 
the  23  micron  category  was  down  9A  cents.  Other 
categories  were  down  1-4A  cents  per  kilo. 

The  market  indicator  fell  6A  cents  to  settle 
at  528A  cents  per  kilo  (168.48  cents  per  pound 
clean,  a  drop  of  2.64  cents  over  last  week). 
The  market  Indicator  now  stands  28  cents  above 
the  floor  price  of  500A  cents  per  k1lo. 

With  this  week's  price  decline,  several 
categories  are  close  to  the  floor  price  set  by 
the  AWC.    For  example,  the  25  and  26  micron  were 
categories  are  4  cents  above  the  floor  *^11e  the 
19  and  27  micron  categories  are  6A  and  8A  cents 
above  the  floor  respectively.    AWC  stock  stands 
at  1.170.700  bales.

1  A  ewe  lactates  about   10  weeks,   70%  of  her  milk  will  be 

produced  in  the  first  four  weeks.  She  may  eat  80-1007,  more  feed  in 
that  early  lactation  in  order  to  meet  her  requirements  for  milk 
production . 

Studies  from  the  Rowett  Research  Institute  in  the  V.K. 
indicate  that  a  heavilv  milking  ewe  requires  a  15.57  protein  and 
75%  T.D.N,  diet.  Over  15.5%  protein  produces  more  milk  but 
depletes  body  energy,  particularlv  in  cold  weather.  To  reduce  milk 
flow  an  11.5%  protein  level  may  be  fed  -  the  ewe  will  cut  her  milk 
production  and  conserve  her  energy  (keep  her  ^rom  wasting  to  skin 
and  bones).

ARTICLE  VI 


Manufacturing  Your  Own  Lamb  Rations 

Many  producers  purchase  complete  pelleted  feed  company  rations  for  the  entire  feeding 
period  of  their  concentrate  fed  lambs.     In  a  large  flock  they  could  be  losing  $5,000  - 
$8,000  net  income  per  year  through  following  this  practice!     A  price  survey  I  conducted 
with  5  feed  companies  in  southern  Alberta  produced  the  following  results:

*30/70  use  assumes  the  use  of  approximately  30%  dairy  supplement  and  70%  beef  supplement 
in  the  finishing  period  for  lambs  as  they  are  slowly  phased  off  the  non  urea  dairy 
supplement  onto  the  urea  based  beef  supplement. 

Taking  the  costs  in  the  table  above,   let's  feed  a  lamb  out  to  50  Kg  weight  using  the 
complete  pelleted  feed  company  ration.     Our  costs  would  look  like  this  -

Birth  -  18  Kgs  7  Kg  $  1.56 

19  -  32  Kgs  41  Kg  8.08 

33  -  50  Kgs  91  Kg  16.29 

Total  139  Kg  $25.93 


An  alternative  to  using  the  feed  company  ration  is  to  use  our  own  or  purchased  barley 
plus  a  protein  supplement   (probably  a  32%  supplement).     When  we  consider  this  option 
there  are  two  important  points  to  remember:   firstly,  all  of  the  research  currently 
indicates  that  lambs  grow  faster  on  whole  grain  than  on  either  pelleted  or  rolled 
grain;  secondly,  when  we  compare  manufacturing  our  own  ration  to  purchasing  a  complete 
pelleted  ration  we  have  to  take  into  account  the  ownership  and  operating  costs  of  a 
grinder  mixer.     Generally  if  you  look  at  the  cost  which  a  feed  company  charges  to 
deliver  the  pelleted  ration  ($5  -  $30/tonne  depending  on  distance)   the  relatively 
smaller  costs  of  owning  and  operating  a  grinder  mixer  look  verv  attractive. 

Now  let's  feed  a  lamb  out  to  50  Kg  weight  using  our  own  barley  wherever  possible.  We 
begin  by  using  the   feed  company's  pelleted  starter  creep  feed  because  it's 
palatability  will  enhance  the  speed  with  which  lambs  begin  to  consume  solid  feed. 
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Durlng  the  grower  phase  however,  we  are  going  to  feed  our  own  barlev   (11%  protein")  and 
a  32%  dairy  supplement.     Using  the  Pearson  square  technique  we  balance  our  ration  as 
f ol lows :

Now  if  we  price  our  barley  at  $110  Tonne  ($2.35/Bu)  we  come  up  with  the  following  cost 
for  the  for  the  grower  portion  of  the  ration.

Now  let's  feed  a  13.4%  finishing  ration.  Using  the  same  Pearson  square  technique  we 
come  up  with  the  following  costs.

As  vou  can  see,  by  manufacturing  our  own  ration  we  save  at  least  $7.59  per  lamb.     In  a 
flock  feeding  1,000  lambs  that  works  out  to  a  staggering  $7,590  reduced  expenditure! 

The  foregoing  does  not  suggest  that  we  can  forsake  the  services  of  a  feed  company 
altogether.     On  the  contrary,  their  nutritional  expertise,  and  the  precision  equipment 
they  have  on  hand  allows  them  to  be  valuable  allies  to  the  sheep  producer  in 
manufacturing  custom  protein  supplements  that  properly  balance  the  ration.  Combining 
the  expertise  of  the  feed  company  with  the  cost  advantages  of  whole  grain  is  one  of  the 
most  effective  ways  of  maximizing  profit  in  the  sheep  business!

Since  1984,  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission  and  Alberta 
Agriculture  have  co-operated  in  lamb  marketing  surveys  to  determine  the 
monthly  supply  of  fat  lambs  in  Alberta. 

The   results  of   these   surveys  are  potentially  of   immense  benefit  to 

t 

producers.  Information  on  the  flow  of  lambs  during  the  year  can  serve 
as  a  basis  for  planning  breeding  and/or  feeding  programs  so  as  to  avoid 
high  supply  periods  and  take  best  advantage  of  the  market. 

Questionnaires  for  this  year's  survey  were  mailed  out  in  January 
and  already  a  significant  number  of  producers  have  responded.  We  have 
however  delayed  processing  of  questionnaires  until  March  21,  1986  in 
order  to  include  as  many  respondents  as  possible  in  our  analysis. 

The  previous  surveys  received  the  widespread  support  of  producers 
and  we  hope  for  similar  support  this  year.  It  will  require  the 
participation  of  a  significant  number  of  producers  to  yield  the  most 
meaningful  results.  We  therefore  request  those  producers  who  are  still 
in  possession  of  their  questionnaires  to  kindly  fill  them  out  as  soon  as 
possible  and  return  them  in  the  post-free  envelopes  provided. 

Producers  who  do  not  have  post-free  envelopes  can  mail  their 
completed  questionnaires  to  the  address  below  and  have  their  postage 
reimbursed .

This  time  of  year,  after  working  vrlth 
cattlemen,  planning  corrals,  breeding 
programs  and  feeding  situations,  I  am 
enjoying  the  "shift"  that  allows  me  to 
compose  this  letter  to  the  sheepmen  of 
the  Peace.  One  of  the  "bottom  lines" 
that  I  have  emphasized  is  a  means  of 
measuring  herd  performance  from  year  to 
year.  For  sheepmen,  this  "bottom  line" 
Is  shown  by  the  following  formula.

There  Is  a  good  argument  for  Including 
the  value  of  replacement  ewe  lambs,  cull 
ewes  and  wool  sales  also  In  "Total  Lamb 
Sales  $".  However,  I  find  it  easier  to 
calculate  just  the  value  of  the  larabs 
sold,  since  that  is  often  90%  of  the 
flock     returns.  Some     sheepmen  have 

argued  that  the  "Total  number  of  ewes 
wintered"  Is  wrong,  and  should  be  only 
the  "Total  number  of  ewes  lambed".  The 
trouble  with  this  Is  that  It  doesn't 
Indicate  the  total  picture.  The  biggest 
cost  of  an  operation  Is  in  the  wintering 
costs  of  the  ewe  flock.

If  the  "efficiency"  measure  was  made 
by  calculating  the  gross  returns/ewe 
lambing.  Flock  A  would  return  $118/ewe, 
but  Flock  B  would  show  a  return  of 
$120/ewe  lambing.  I  think  the  record  of 
the  performance  of  these  two  flocks  is 
best  measured  by  showing  the  lamb  sales 
divided  by  ewes  wintered  after  breeding. 
Any  comments?  Everyone  who  has  an 
efficiency  value  over  $100/ewe  raise 
your  right  hand!

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HOW'S  YOUR  LAMBING  PERCENT?

Since  lambing  rate  is  probably  the  single  most  important  trait 
affecting  profit,   it  is  worth  spending  the  necessary  time  to  do  everything 
we  can  to  improve  it  in  our  flocks. 

The  genetic  ability  of  sheep  to  produce  and  raise  more  lambs  -  "  !• 
improved  through  selection  and/or  crossbreeding. 

Commercial  producers  can  take  advantage  of  crossbreeding  to  improve 
both  fertility  (number  of  ewes  lambing)  and  prolificacy  (number  of  lambs 
born/ewe  lambing).     Nitter  (1978),  in  a  summary  of  a  large  number  of 
crossbreeding  studies  conducted  throughout  the  world,  showed  that  the 
expected  superiority  of  crossbred  ewes  over  the  average  of  the  pure  breeds 
making  up  the  cross  was  8.7%  for  fertility,  3.2%  for  prolificacy,  2.7%  for 
lamb  survival  and  6.3%  for  lamb  weaning  weight  -  a  total  of  18%  more  lbs  of 
lamb  weaned  per  ewe  exposed  to  the  ram! 

Additional  gains  in  fertility  and  prolificacy  can  be  made  by  using 
Finnish  Landrace  sheep  in  the  crossbreeding  program.     The  table  below  shows 
the  projected  performance  of  Finnish  Landrace  cross  ewes  relative  to  the 
performance  of  the  standard  breeds  they  were  crossed  with.

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Note  the  increased  fertility  and  prolificacy  as  expressed  by  %  Ewes 
Lambing  and  Lambs  Born/Ewe  Lambing  of  the  h  Finn  and  h  Finn  ewe  lambs  and 
the  increased  prolificacy  of  the  mature  h.  Finn  and  ^:  Finn  ewes.     While  the 
Finn-cross  ewes  weaned  lighter  lambs  (Lamb  22  Week  Wt.)>  the  total  Lbs  Lamb 
at  22  Weeks  Per  Ewe  Exposed  is  much  higher  for  the  Finn-cross  ewes  because 
they  weaned  so  many  more  ]ambs.     Note  also  that  the  %  Lamb  Survival  is  no 
less  for  Finn-cross  ewes  than  for  the  standard  breed  ewes.     However,  a  high 
percentage  of  Finn  blood  (50%  or  more)  may  not  be  desirable  for  all 
operations.     If  feeding,  management  and  nutrition  are  not  optimum,  high 
death  losses  of  triplet  or  quadruplet  born  lambs  may  lead  to  a  lower 
productivity  than  would  have  resulted  with  no  Finn  blood  in  the  ewe  flock 
at  all.     Most  commercial  producers  however  would  probably  benefit  from  the 
addition  of  h  Finn  blood  in  their  ewe  flock. 

In  purebred  flocks,  the  amount  of  genetic  improvement  that  can  be  made 
is  limited  to  that  which  can  be  made  through  selection.     Since  reproductive 
efficiency  (number  of  lambs  born/ewe  exposed  to  the  ram)   is  affected  by 
many  factors  other  than  genetics  (primarily  nutrition)  progress  through 
selection  will  be  slow.     It  is  not  possible  to  make  the  maximum  progress 
possible  without  adequate  records! 

Consider  the  worst  case  -  no  records  at  all!     In  the  fall  you  run  your 
lambs  into  the  corral  and  pick  your  replacement  ewe  lambs  by  choosing  the 
biggest  ones  -  you've  probably  just  chosen  all  the  singles!     Is  that  what 
you  want  to  do? 

Maybe  there's  an  easy  way?    You  decide  to  punch  a  hole  in  the  right 
ear  of  all  twin-born  lambs  at  lambing  time  and  then  to  keep  only  ewe  lambs 
with  holes  in  their  right  ears  that  fall.     Well,  it's  better  than  nothing 
.  . .   sort  of . 

Tables  2  and  3  below  show  that  twin-born  ewes  do  produce  more  lambs 
than  single-born  ewes  and  the  daughters  of  twin-born  rams  produce  more 
lambs  than  do  the  daughters  of  single-born  rams.     Table  4  shows  that  twin 
born  rams  sire  more  lambs  per  ewe  lambing  than  do  single-born  rams.

Means  in  the  same  column  with  different  superscripts  differ 
statistically  (P<0.05). 

Well,  that's  easy,   isn't  it?     All  you  have  to  do  is  keep  only  twin  (or 
triplet)  ewe  lambs  and  not  buy  any  single  rams.     BUT!     There's  an  even 
better  way!     You  can  make  even  faster  progress  if  you  base  your  selection 
on  the  lifetime  production  of  the  dam  of  replacement  ewe  lambs  or  rams. 

D.  L.  Thomas   (1984)  has  illustrated  the  increased  effectiveness  of 
selection  based  on  dam's  record  with  the  following  example: 

"Two  ewe  lambs   (A  and  B)  born  in  1983  are  available  for  selection. 
Lamb  A  is  single  born  and  lamb  B  is  twin  born.     Their  dams  have 
the  following  lifetime  lambing  records.     Which  ewe  lamb  should  be 
selected?

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In  the  above  example,   it  is  obvious  that  A's  dam  is  genetically 
superior  for  number  of  lambs  born.     In  1983  she  probably  produced 
the  single  lamb  as  a  result  of  old  age.     B's  dam,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  genetically  inferior  and  probably  produced  twin  lambs  in  1983 
because  ewes  normally  produce  more  lambs  from  3-6  years  of  age. 
Since  ^  of  the  genetic  makeup  of  each  lamb  comes  from  its  dam,  ewe 
lamb  A  should  be  selected  over  ewe  lamb  B,   even  though  A  is  a  single 
and  B  is  a  twin.     Selection  on  individual's  birth  type  is  preferable 
over  no  selection  at  all,  but  not  over  selection  on  dam's  lifetime 
record . " 

Of  course  sitting  down  with  the  lifetime  records  of  all  your  ewes, 
some  of  whom  have  lambed  twice  and  some  of  whom  have  lambed  six  times,  and 
trying  to  compare  them  is  time  consuming  and  headache-inducing.     R.  Kott 
(1985)  has  produced  a  useful  chart   (Table  5)  which  assigns  a  lamb  productio 
index  to  a  ram  or  ewe  lamb  based  on  the  lifetime  production  of  the  dam.  If 
we  use  the  chart  to  determine  the  lamb  production  index  of  the  two  ewe  lamb 
(A  and  B)   that  we  considered  earlier: 

Ewe  Lamb  A  -  her  dam  produced  14  lambs  in  7  lambings  -  Ewe  Lamb 
A's  Index  is  117. 

Ewe  Lamb  B  -  her  dam  produced  only  5  lambs  in  5  lambings  (you 
have  to  count  the  year  she  didn't  lamb  at  all!)  -  Ewe  Lamb  B's 
index  is  only  88. 

If  you  were  selecting  ewe  lambs  based  on  whether  or  not  they  had  a 
ho]e  in  their  right  ear  (or  whatever  indication  you  use!)  you  would  have 
culled  Ewe  Lamb  A  and  kept  Ewe  Lamb  B  -  that's  not  selecting  for  twinning, 
that's  selecting  ewe  lambs  from  younger  ewes! 

So,  the  next  time  you  go  to  buy  sheep,  don't  just  ask  if  that  sheep  is 
a  single  or  a  twin  -  ask  to  see  the  lifetime  production  record  of  its  dam 
-  for  real  genetic  progress!

1)  ORDER  OF  RUNNING:  The  order  of  running  shall  be  determined  by  "Drawing 
for  Position"  by  the  Secretary  prior  to  the  Trials.  She  will  draw  for  only  one  dog 
in  turn.  If  a  contestant  has  more  than  one  dog.  a  second  draw  will  be  made  and 
so  on, 

2)  COMMAND:  Dogs  may  be  directed  by  voice  or  whistle.  Handlers  may  carry  only 
a  stockman's  cane  or  show  stick. 

3)  OVER-DRIVING:  Exhausting  sheep  through  much  running  and  faulty  worV  may, 
in  extreme  cases,  disqualify,  or  the  dogs  may  continue  with  a  loss  of  points,  ac- 
cording to  the  Judge's  decision.  The  object  is  to  handle  sheep,  quietly,  easily, 
confidently,  having  control  and  directing  movement  without  injury  of  any  sort. 

4)  GRIPPING  OR  BITING:  If  a  dog  bits  a  sheep  in  a  severe  manner,  the  dog  may 
be  disqualified  and  removed,  or  the  dog  may  continue,  according  to  the  judge's 
decision;  but  any  biting  or  severe  gripping  shall  involve  a  loss  of  points  at  the 
judge's  discretion. 

5)  INCOMPETENT  DOG:  The  judge  may  terminate  the  run  cf  any  dog  judged  "in- 
competent" of  the  work  assigned. 

6)  NON-CONTESTING  DOGS:  Non-contesting  dogs  of  all  descriptions  and  under 
any  circumstances  are  barred  from  the  trial  grounds. 

7)  ANY  PERSON  who  shall  attempt  to  interfere  with  or  influence  the  judges,  or  direc- 
tors, while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  who,  while  on  the  premises,  uses 
contemptuous  or  abusive  language  to  a  judge,  or  director,  in  consequence  of 
awards  made  against  him,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  all  premiums  which  he  might 
otherwise  be  entitled  to  and  shall  be  excluded  from  exhibiting  for  the  next  year.

10)  TIED  SCORE:  Ties  settled  on  time  or  off  hand  work.  Course  director  is  in  com- 
plete charge  of  all  runs. 

1 1 )  PATRON  CO-OPERATION:  The  proper  conduct  of  Sheep  Dog  Tnals  requires  that 
conditions  be  as  nearly  equal  for  all  contestants  as  possible.

1.  FOOT  ROT:     A  veterinarian  representing  the  Alberta  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Veterinary  Services  Branch  and  veterinary  personnel 
representing  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture,  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,  will  be  on  hand  to  inspect  all  sheep  arriving  at  all  Sales.  This 
is  not  a  guarantee  that  all  foot  rot  animals  will  be  detected.     For  the 
September  31st  and  October  3rd  Sheep  Sales  where  Foot  Rot  is  suspected, 
the  producer  involved  will  have  two  choices: 

(a)  Take  the  sheep  home  and  treat  them  under  quarantine 

(b)  Sell  them  for  slaughter. 

NOTE:     All  sheep  sold  through  the  Sales  will  have  to  be  loaded  out  of  one  of 
two  designated  chutes.     Sheep  will  be  required  to  go  through  a  special 
formaldehyde  solution  mixed  with  shavings  at  these  chutes  in  order  that  the 
buyer  may  receive  some  protection  against  the  possibility  of  this  sheep  being 
in  contact  with  foot  rot  carrier  sheep.     THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

2.  Consign  your  sheep  to  Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

3.  All  Feeder  lambs  should  be  docked  and  castrated  early.     Any  ewe  lambs  with 
tails  will  not  be  sold  for  breeding. 

4.  Ewes  and  lambs  will  be  sorted  into  groups  according  to  quality,  age  and 
breeds,  where  possible,   in  lot  sizes  to  suit  all  buyers. 

5.  Contributors  are  requested  to  assist  with  the  sorting  of  their  ewes, 
otherwise  a  charge  for  this  service  may  have  to  be  made.     The  sorting  time 
can  be  speeded  up  if  the  seller  Is  on  hand  to  assist  with  the  grouping  and 
marking  of  his  sheep. 

6.  North-Central  Sheep  Sales  charges  will  be  50c  per  head  on  all  ewes  and 
rams . 

7.  Producers,  especially  those  with  large  consignments,  are  urged  to  bring 
their  sheep  to  the  Stockyards  the  afternoon  or  evening  before  the  sale.

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In  Alberta,  slaughter  lamb  prices  strengthened  in  March,  averaging  5^82.00 
to  $85.00  per  cwt  at  Lambco.  This  price  range  is  over  $2.00  per  cwt  above 
February  prices  but  remains  below  comparable  March  1985  levels.  Slaughter 
volumes,  averaging  2,047  head  per  week,  were  93  per  cent  of  year  ago  numbers. 
The  Easter  period  tends  to  be  the  seasonally  high  price  period  of  the  year.  Some 
price  weakening  can  therefore  be  expected  over  the  next  quarter. 

In  Toronto,  prices  remained  steady  in  March,  averaging  $113.24  per  cwt. 
This,  however,  represents  a  $4.00  per  cwt  increase  over  March  1985  prices. 
Volumes  sold  through  the  Toronto  yards  averaged  only  137  head  per  week  or  seven 
per  cent  of  Lambco  volumes. 

New  Zealand  lamb  exports  to  Canada  are  down  relative  to  1985  levels  due 
primarily    to    labour    disputes   which    began    several   weeks    ago    in    that  country.

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TRIPARTITE  STABILIZATION  FOR  LAMBS 


This  spring  lamb  producers  in  Alberta,   Saskatchewan,  Ontario  and 
perhaps  other  provinces  will  be  asked  if  they  wish  to  sign  up  for  a 
tripartite  stabilization  program  for  lambs.     This  article  will  hopefully 
help  you  make  an  informed  decision  on  whether  to  ioin  the  program. 

Sheep  farmers  are  all  too  aware  that  the  price  of  lambs  Is  quite 
variable  from  year  to  year  or  even  month  to  month.     Governments  are  also 
aware  of  this  and  in  the  past  have  used  various  measures  to  try  to  help. 
The  Government  of  Canada  had  in  place   'ASA  90'  a  stabilization  plan  wherein 
if  the  price  of  lamb  dropped  below  90%  of  the  average  price  of  the  previous 
10  years  then  the  government  would  pay  farmers  the  difference  between  the 
actual  price  and  the  'ASA  90'  price. 

This  was  a  good  idea  but  the  plan  had  two  serious  faults.     Inflation  at 
even  A%  per  year  for  10  years  would  make  the  90%  an  effective  73%  coverage. 
If  a  year  occurred  that  had  prices  close  to  the  10  year  average  for  half  the 
year,  and  prices  at  80%  of  the  10  year  average  for  the  other  half,  a 
producer  could  sell  lambs  for  80%  of  the  10  year  average  (an  effective  65% 
when  inflation  was  considered)  and  not  be  covered. 

Provincial  governments  and  producers  saw  that  ASA  90  did  not  pay  enough 
at  some  times,  and  some  provinces  wanted  to  encourage  expansion  in  their 
livestock  industry,  so  various  support  plans  were  enacted.     This  led  to  a 
situation  where  various  provincial  treasuries  were  competing  with  each  other 
and,  in  the  case  of  beef  and  pork  plans,  causing  fears  of  trade  retaliation 
from  the  U.S. 

Three  years  ago,  after  agitation  from  the  red  meat  (beef,  pork,  lamb) 
commodity  groups,  the  federal  and  provincial  Ministers  of  Agriculture 
decided  to  hold  a  series  of  meetings  to  which  the  Canadian  Cattlemen's 
Association,  the  Canada  Pork  Council  and  the  Canada  Sheep  Council  were 
invited.     The  purpose  of  these  meetings  was  to  develop  a  National  Red  Meat 
Stabilization  Program  that  was  satisfactory  to  all  parties,  under  which 
stabilization  plans  for  individual  commodities  could  be  developed. 

The  different  groups  came  to  these  meetings  with  very  different  ideas 
and  approaches  and  unanimous  support  for  one  specific  program  never  did 
materialize . 

What  did  come  about  was  a  plan  and  guidelines  for  each  commodity  that 
was  acceptable  to  the  Federal  Government,  acceptable  to  the  Provinces 
producing  the  majority  of  the  commodity  and  acceptable  to  the  commoditv 
groups  concerned. 


This  article  was  prepared  by  Ken  Othen,  a  producer  in  the  Blueberry 
Mountain  area.  Ken  has  been  actively  involved  in  the  development  of  the 
sheep  stabilization  plan  for  the  past  several  years. 
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All  the  stabilization  plans  have  the   following  in  common 

Premiums  are  shared  1/3,   1/3,   1/3  by  Canada,   the  province 
and  producers. 
They  are  voluntary. 

They  provide  similar  support  at  stop  loss  levels. 
The  plans  are  market  neutral  in  that  the  producer  is 
free  to  sell  to  get  maximum  price. 

The  plans  are  designed  to  be  financially  sound  over 
time  and  shall  not  provide  an  Incentive  to  over  produce. 

While  some  of  the  details  of  the  lamb  plan  are  still  being  set  out,  the 
plan  will  basically  be  as  follows. 

Individual  producers  in  provinces  that  have  signed  the  agreement  must 
enroll  by  June  15th  to  avoid  late  entry  penalties.     If  a  producer  does  not 
join  by  the  deadline  he  can  join  the  program  later  but  will  get  reduced 
coverage  during  a  phase-in  period. 

After  you  join  the  plan  you  have  to  give  three  years  notice  if  you  want 
to  quit.     You  may  cease  production  at  any  time,  but  you  must  give  the  three 
years  notice  to  be  able  to  withhold  premiums  on  the  lambs  sold.  After 
leaving  the  plan,  it  will  take  two  years  to  get  back  on  the  plan. 

A  new  producer  must  decide  if  he  wants  to  join  before  he  sells  his 
first  lambs  if  he  doesn't  want  to  be  subjected  to  the  phase-in  period.  A 
producer  will  be  considered  a  new  producer  if  he  has  sold  10  or  less  lambs 
in  the  12  months  before  enrolling  in  the  program. 

Lambs  covered  are  lambs  raised  from  birth.     Purchased  feedlot  lambs  are 
not  covered. 

All  the  lambs  that  you  plan  to  sell  must  be  registered  in  the  plan. 

Two  or  more  persons  in  a  family  may  join  the  plan  separately  if  they 
own  the  different  flocks  separately. 

The  producer  premium  in  1986  will  be  $1.40  per  lamb. 

The  support  price  for  lambs  for  a  quarter  is  based  on  the  Moving 
Average  Price  for  lambs  for  that  quarter  in  the  preceding  ten  years  indexed 
(adjusted)  for  inflation. 

The  national  average  market  price  is  calculated  from  the  quarterly 
market  price  of  A,  B  and  C  lambs  (as  described  in  the  grading  standards) 
and  weighing  80  lb  and  over  in  representative  markets  selected  by  the 
Stabilization  Committee  and  weighted  by  the  number  of  lambs  produced  in  the 
various  regions  of  Canada. 

The  index  used  to  adjust  for  inflation  is  a  combination  index  made  up 
of  an  index  of  feed  grain  prices  and  the  general  rate  of  inflation  in  the 
economy  as  measured  quarterly  by  Statistics  Canada.     The  support  price  for 
each  quarter  will  be  95%  of  the  Indexed  Moving  Average  Price  (IMAP) . 
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As  an  example  of  how  the  IMAP  approach  works,   the   1985  jird  quarter 
support  price  using  actual  figures  from  1975  -  1985  would  have  been 
calculated  as  follows: 

The   10  year  average  market  price  for  lambs  In  the  3rd  quarter 
of  1985,  adjusted  for  inflation  and  expressed  in  1<^85  ('■^n.nrs, 
was  $93.88/cwt. 

10  year  average  market  price  x  percentage  of  IMAP  guaranteed 
=  support  price. 

$93.88/cwt  X  95%  =  S89.19/cwt. 

During  that  quarter  the  national  average  market  price  was  $86.32  per 
cwt .  As  a  result  the  support  payment  per  cwt  would  have  been  $2.87.  The 
program  assumes  a  100  lb  average  weight  for  lambs  sold  so  the  payment  per 
lambs  for  that  quarter  would  have  been  $2.87. 

No  cheques  of  small  value   (probably  under  $20.00)  will  be  mailed.  The 
money  will  be  accumulated  until  it  is  large  enough  to  send  or  applied  to  the 
next  years  premium. 

The  year  is  broken  into  four  quarters 

December,  January,  February 
March,  April,  May 
June,  July,  August 
September,  October,  November 

that  are  offset  to  the  calendar  year  so  Easter  is  in  the  same  quarter  every 
year. 

The  lambing  percentage  for  lambs  registered  may  only  be  adjusted  up  or 
down  by  .1  any  year.     Changes  greater  than  this  may  require  auditing  or 
special  permission  to  get  the  additional  coverage. 

Example 

Mr.  Farmer  usually  sells  150%  lamb  crop  off  his  100  ewes. 
In  any  year  that  lamb  crop  will  probably  be  between  140 
lambs  and  160  lambs.     Fluctuations  larger  than  this  may 
trigger  a  request  for  reasons  for  the  change. 

Mr.  Farmer  starts  using  some  prolific  crossbreds.  As  thev 
increase  in  his  flock,  his  lambing  percentage  goes  up.  At 
the  yearly  sign  up  he  notes  his  change  in  management. 


Normal  lamb  crop  150  lambs  150% 

Normal  Increase  in  Coverage  Year  1  160% 

Year  2  170% 

Year  3  180% 

Crossbred  lamb  crop  180  lambs  180% 


At  the  discretion  of  the  stabilization  committee  this  extra  production 
may  be  eligible  for  coverage  in  the  year  that  he  makes  the  management 
change . 
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Once  the  producer  has  decided  on  his  probable  production  he  pays  the 
premium  on  the  Iambs  he  will  sell.     It  is  important  for  him  to  set  his 
projected  production  high  enough  to  cover  his  total  sales.     If  the  number  of 
lambs  sold  is  higher  than  the  number  for  which  premiums  were  paid,   the  extra 
lambs  will  not  be  covered  if  a  stabilization  payment  is  triggered. 

If  a  producer  has  elected  generous  coverage  and  finds  that  he  has  not 
sold  as  many  lambs  as  he  has  paid  premiums  for,  up  to  10%  of  the  total 
premium  if  unused  will  be  rolled  over  to  the  next  year  automatically.  A 
greater  roll  over  may  be  allowed  in  special  circumstances. 

Example 

Mr.   Shepherd  owns  200  ewes  and  weans  a  170%  lamb  crop.  He 
retains  50  ewe  lambs  each  year.     On  January  31  he  will  fill 
out  a  form  showing  the  following: 


Sheep  On  Hand  -  No.  of  Ewes  150 
No.  of  Ewe  Lambs  Lambing  This  Year  50 

Flock  Size  200 

Expected  Lamb  Crop  340 
Expected  To  Be  Retained  As  Breeding  Stock  (if  any)  50 

290 

Premium  He  Is  Committed  To      290  X  $1.40  =  $406.00 


Last  year  Mr.  Shepherd  paid  premiums  for  290  lambs. 
He  only  sold  270  lambs.     He  would  receive  a  creidt 
of  20  X  $1.40  =  $28  towards  his  premium  this  year. 

This  year  he  would  make  a  payment  of  $378.00  for 
premiums  on  290  lambs  if  the  premium  level  remained 
unchanged . 

Expansion  is  taken  at  the  producers  risk.     His  maximum  coverage  is  the 
three  year  rolling  average  of  production.

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COCCIDIOSIS  IN  LAMBS

Coccldiosis  is  a  common  parasitic  disease  of  the  intestine  which 
mainly  affects  confined  lambs  but  occasionally  also  pastured  lambs. 
The  single-celled  parasite  lives  in  the  lining  of  the  intestine  and, 
when  it  is  present  in  large  numbers,   it  causes  significant  damage  so 
that  scouring  occurs.   Sometimes,  when  the  damage  is  especially  severe, 
the  intestine  bleeds  and  blood  is  then  noted  in  the  fluid  feces 
(dysentery).     The  disease  affects  a  number  of  lambs  rather  than  a 
single  animal.     It  is  also  thought  that  on  occasions  lambs  become 
heavily  affected  but  do  not  scour.     Nevertheless  their  weight  gains 
are  reduced. 

The  life  cycle  of  the  parasite  is  simple:  eggs  are  passed  in  the 
feces  and  they  contaminate  bedding  and  possibly  feed  and  water.  The 
eggs  require  a  few  days  of  warmth  and  moisture  and  then  they  become 
infective  so  that  if  swallowed  by  a  lamb  they  are  able  to  invade  the 
intestinal  lining.  The  parasite  undergoes  massive  multiplication  in 
the  intestinal  lining  cells,  these  cells  die  in  large  numbers  and  it 
is  this  damage  which  leads  to  the  scouring. 

The  producer  should  realize  that  coccidia  are  found  wherever 
sheep  are  raised  and  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  coccidia-f ree 
flock.     Older  animals  develop  resistance  to  actual  disease  but  they 
still  carry  small  numbers  of  parasites  and  this  ensures  a  contaminated 
environment  and  early  infection  of  the  young  lambs.     Coccidiosis  is 
not  simply  a  case  of  lambs  becoming  infected  and  then  automatically 
developing  the  disease.     Rather,  the  disease  is  likely  to  surface  when 
circumstances  favoring  a  buildup  of  coccidia  in  the  environment  is 
coupled  with  stressful  influences  such  as  crowding,  inclement 
weather  or  feeding  problems.     Overcrowding  and  unsanitary  conditions 
are  of  prime  importance.     While  crowding  is  stressful  by  itself,  it  is 
also  conducive  to  a  high  level  of  environmental  contamination. 
Crowding  does  not  need  to  be  simply  a  matter  of  insufficient  space  for 
a  group  of  lambs.     In  a  sizeable  pen  or  pasture  lambs  will  congregate 
around  feeding,  watering  or  resting  areas  if  there  is  an  inadequate 
number  of  these,  and  such  localization  may  lead  to  a  dangerous  uptake 
of  eggs.     Feces  should  not  be  allowed  to  build  up  excessively  in  pens 
and  it  is  especially  important  that  pens  be  prepared  for  a  new  group 
of  lambs.     These  pens  should  be  scraped  to  removed  as  much  fecal  material 
as  is  practical  and  then  allowed  to  drv  for  1  to  2  weeks.  None  of  the 
usual  disinfectants  effectively  kill  coccidia  but  sunlight,  heat  and 
dryness  reduce  numbers  considerably.  If  the  facilities  are  such  that 
feces  are  promptly  and  effectively  removed  from  the  environment,  as  with 
slatted  or  mesh  floors,  coccidiosis  may  never  be  a  problem  even  if  there 
is  high  stocking  density. 
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It  has  also  been  shewn  however,   that  despite  high  levels  of 
Infection,   lambs  do  not  break  with  coccidiosis  unless  they  are 
stressed.     In  addition  to  crowding,  weather  and  feeding  problems, 
co-existing  disease  and  even  disease  treatment ,  might  all  serve  to 
precipitate  coccidiosis.     Thus,  a  variety  of  factors  can  be  involved 
in  an  outbreak  and  while  it  is  realised  that  even  in  the  best 
commercial  enterprise  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  all  adverse  influences, 
an  effort  should  be  made  to  control  as  many  as  is  practical.  If  the 
producer  has  a  basic  knowledge  of  the  causes  of  coccidiosis,  the 
disease  can  be  limited  to  a  liveable  level. 

Although  the  control  of  coccidiosis  depends  primarily  upon 
attention  to  the  foregoing  management  factors,  the  addition  of 
ionophore  antibiotics  to  the  feed  has  been  shown  to  be  beneficial  in 
preventing  the  disease.     Two  ionophores  are  currently  available  in 
Canada,  and  although  they  are  not  registered  for  use  in  sheep,  they 
may  be  used  if  prescribed  by  a  veterinarian.     These  antibiotics  are 
lasalocid  -  Bovatec,  Hoffman-La  Roche  Ltd.  and  monensin  -  Rumensin, 
Elanco  Products  Division,  Eli  Lilly  &  Company  (Canada)     The  recommended 
feed  levels  are  as  follows:     Bovatec  -  36  grams  per  tonne  of  the  complete 
ration  (100%  dry  basis)  and  Rumensin  -  22  grams  per  tonne  of  complete 
ration  (100%  dry  basis) .     Care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  these 
levels  are  not  exceeded.     Additional  information  is  available  from  a 
veterinarian,  feed  mill  or  from  the  manufacturer. 

Rumensin  and  Bovatec  should  not  be  expected  to  control 
coccidiosis  if  the  husbandry  is  poor  and  neither  should  they  be  used 
to  treat  outbreaks.     If  a  scouring  disease  is  present  it  is  best  to 
obtain  a  diagnosis  through  a  veterinarian  so  that  appropriate 
treatment  and  preventive  measures  are  quickly  brought  to  bear:  other 
diseases  and  conditions  can  cause  scouring  besides  coccidiosis. 

Sulfonamides  and  amprolium  are  the  drugs  usually  used  to  treat 
coccidiosis.     Sulfonamides  can  be  given  through  the  water,  however, 
there  may  be  difficulties  Inducing  lambs  to  drink  the  medicated  water. 
Amprolium  is  also  very  usefully  given  as  a  drench  to  treat  scouring  lambs 
but  care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  the  drench  "going  down  the  wrong  way". 
Since  it  is  important  that  preventive  and  treatment  medication  is 
effectively  applied,  producers  are  advised  to  discuss  the  various  forms 
of  medication  with  their  veterinarian  to  determine  which  form  is  most 
suitable  for  a  particular  situation. 

Some  Alberta  producers  have  successfully  used  Deccox,  a  product 
which  can  be  mixed  with  loose  salt,  to  control  coccidia  problems  in 
pastured  lambs.

The  place  to  introduce  your  lambs  to  a  creep  is  the  hardening  pen 
(after  1-3  days  in  a  claiming  pen  -  a  small  group  (A  to  8)  ewes  and  lambs 
are  put  together  for  2-6  days  so  that  the  lambs  figure  out  who  "Mom"  is 
before  being  confronted  with  40  other  ewes) . 

Advantages  to  having  a  creep  in  the  hardening  area  are: 

1.  First  contact  with  other  ewes  is  likely  to  be  mentally 
and  physically  stressful.     The  lambs  rapidly  use  the 
creeps  to  get  away  from  the  ewes. 

2.  The  hardening  area  is  small  so  the  creep  is  close 
enough  to  the  ewes  for  both  ewes  and  lambs  to  feel 
secure . 

3.  The  creep  itself  is  small  enough  so  the  ewe  can  easily 
see  where  her  lambs  are. 

4.  The  lambs  quickly  learn  the  layout  -  upright  slats  are 
to  go  through;  a  heat  bulb  is  most  attractive  at  night; 
the  lamb-size  feeders  have  treats  to  nibble  on;  there 
is  warm  dry  straw  with  no  pushy  ewes  to  disturb  a  nap. 

5.  When  the  lambs  and  ewes  are  moved  out  into  the  larger 
group  -  the  creep  layout  is  familiar  in  a  lot  of  other 
strangeness.     The  lambs  readily  go  to  it  provided  it 
follows  the  guidelines  of  a  good  creep. 

What  to  feed  .   .  . 

In  a  baby  lamb  creep  soybean  meal  and  the  leafiest  greenest  alfalfa  hay 
you  can  get  are  probably  the  best  feeds  to  offer.     From  birth  to  about  two 
weeks  of  age,  the  lambs  actually  consume  very  little  feed  if  their  mothers 
are  milking  at  all.     At  this  stage  the  idea  is  to  get  them  coming  back  for 
more.     The  feed  must  appeal  to  them  -  soybean  meal  really  does. 

As  the  lambs  get  older  and  start  to  consume  more  and  more  soybean 
meal  you  add  small  quantities  of  either  a  commercial  lamb  creep  ration 
(16-18%  CP.)  or  a  balanced  home-grown  creep  ration.     If  your  grower  ration 
is  16%  protein  you  could  introduce  it  to  the  lambs  at  this  time,  mixed  with 
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soybean  meal  to  get  them  started  on  it.     However  some  grower  rations  are 
less  palatable  than  good  creep  rations  and  should  be  saved  till  the  lambs 
are  a  bit  older.     You  will  recognize  the  time  to  switch  from  straight 
soybean  meal  -  it's  gone  before  it  hits  the  trough! 

As  they  start  to  clean  up  a  bit  more  of  the  creep  ration  reduce  the 
soybean  meal  until  all  they  are  getting  is  creep  ration. 

At  this  point  you  may  have  to  add  larger  feeders  -  le.  self-feeders, 
hopper  feeders  etc.   to  reduce  the  number  of  pails  you  pack  every  day  and  to 
assure  that  lambs  at  this  age  are  never  out  of  feed.     Allowing  the  feeders 
to  empty  is  asking  for  rumen  upsets,  acidosis,   founder,  and  assorted  other 
not  so  good  things. 

You  can  hand  feed,  rather  than  self-feed,  older  lambs  more  easily 
than  young  lambs.     In  order  to  hand  feed  lambs  well  -  they  must  all   come  to 
every  feeding  and  there  must  be  plenty  of  feeder  space  ^or  every  lamb. 

The  feeders  we  use  in  the  baby  lamb  creep  are  small.     They  take  up 
very  little  precious  sleeping  area  from  the  lambs;   they  keep  lambs  and 
lambs'  feet  out  of  the  feed;   they  are  easy  to  hang  up  and  to  take  down; 
they  don't  hold  much  feed.     The  lambs  will  nibble  on  everything  so  make 
sure  the  feed  in  the  creep  is  clean  and  fresh.     If  it  gets  old  and 
contaminated  give  it  to  the  ewes  -  the  whole  point  of  this  creep  Is  to 
attract  lambs  to  a  creep  and  to  encourage  them  to  eat. 

Keep  the  area  well-bedded.     Keep  the  heat  bulb  raised  above  the  lambs' 
reach.     It  is  there  to  draw  them  into  the  creep,  not  to  keep  th3m  warm.  It 
really  does  seem  to  attract  lambs  to  the  area  and  they  do  usually  bed  under 
it.     If  it  gets  bitterly  cold,  however,  the  lambs  tend  to  pile  under  it  and 
we  have  had  a  few  smothered.     We  have  used  chains  and  metal  clips  on  our 
heat  bulbs  for  safety's  sake,  as  well  as  ease  of  movement.     I  know  of  two 
shepherds  who  have  lost  their  flocks  and  barns  due  to  faulty  or  careless 
heat  lamp  use.     Hog  producers  calculated  the  cost  of  one  heat  lamp  at 
$1.00/day,  so  unplug  it  during  the  day  and  discontinue  its  use  as  soon  as 
you  can. 

I  have  roughly  sketched  one  of  hardening  creep  gates  that  we  use  as 
well  as  a  couple  of  feeders.     There  are  dozens  of  other  good  ideas  in  books 
and  in  other  producers'  barns.     Lambing  is  a  busy  time  of  year  for  everyone 
but  it  is  also  the  very  best  time  to  see  what  other  producers  are  doing  -  to 
get  new  ideas  and  to  see  other  management  techniques.

R.O.P.  enrolment  for  1986  is  already  up  50%  over  last  year.     Many  large 
commercial  flocks  have  joined  the  program  for  the  first  time  because  of 
the  prospect  of  instant  turnaround.     The  instant  turnaround  service  has 
already  been  used  by  several  subscribers,  and  thanks  to  the  diligence  of 
Karren  Green  we  were  able  to  deliver  in  about  20  minutes. 

Because  of  the  volume  of  records  now  reaching  us,   it  is  Important  that 
your  prelist  reach  us  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  date  at  which  you 
would  like  to  phone  in  your  weights  for  instant  turnaround  on  indexes. 
Please  be  sure  your  input  forms  contain  all  the  data  needed  for  computer 
input . 

POLICY  ON  CONFIDENTIALITY  OF  RECORDS:     The  Alberta  R.O.P.   Sheep  Advisory 
Board  has  had  a  long  standing  policy  of  complete  confidentiality  on  all 
R.O.P.  home  test  records.     There  are  two  sets  of  records  on  all  flocks 
tested  in  Alberta:     one  in  the  hands  of  the  flock  owner  and  the  other  in 
the  Alrdrie  office.     These  records  are  strictly  confidential   and  apart 
from  the  Airdrie  office  staff,  are  not  accessible  to  anyone  without  specific 
permission  from  the  owner  of  the  records.     I  receive  many  calls  from 
prospective  buyers  who  want  to  see  an  individual's  R.O.P.  results.     In  every 
case  I  ask  them  to  telephone  the  owner  of  the  records  and  have  the  owner 
verify  with  me  by  telephone  that  it  is  okay  for  the  client  to  view  them  or 
have  a  copy  sent.     This  system  has  worked  extremely  well  over  the  years  and  to 
my  knowledge  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  any  kind  about  the  policy.

1.  FOOT  ROT:     A  veterinarian  representing  the  Alberta  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Veterinary  Services  Branch  and  veterinary  personnel 
representing  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture,  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,  will  be  on  hand   to  inspect  all  sheep  arriving  at  all  Sales.  This 
is   not   a   guarantee   that   all   foot   rot   animals  will  be   detected.      For  the 
September    31st    and   October    3rd    Sheep    Sales   where   Foot   Rot   is  suspected, 
the  producer  involved  will  have  two  choices: 

(a)  Take  the  sheep  home  and  treat  them  under  quarantine 

(b)  Sell  them  for  slaughter. 

NOTE:  All  sheep  sold  through  the  Sales  will  have  to  be  loaded  out  of  one  of 
two  designated  chutes.  Sheep  will  be  required  to  go  through  a  special 
formaldehyde  solution  mixed  with  shavings  at  these  chutes  in  order  that  the 
buyer  may  receive  some  protection  against  the  possibility  of  this  sheep  being 
in  contact  with  foot  rot  carrier  sheep.     THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

2.  Consign  your  sheep  to  Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

3.  All  Feeder  lambs  should  be  docked  and  castrated  early.  Any  ewe  lambs  with 
tails  will  not  be  sold  for  breeding. 

A.  Ewes  and  lambs  will  be  sorted  into  groups  according  to  quality,  age  and 
breeds,  where  possible,  in  lot  sizes  to  suit  all  buyers. 

5.  Contributors  are  requested  to  assist  with  the  sorting  of  their  ewes, 
otherwise  a  charge  for  this  service  may  have  to  be  made.     The  sorting  time 
can  be  speeded  up  if  the  seller  is  on  hand  to  assist  with  the  grouping  and 
marking  of  his  sheep. 

6.  North-Central  Sheep  Sales  charges  will  be  50c  per  head  on  all  ewes  and 
rams . 

7.  Producers,  especially  those  with  large  consignments,  are  urged  to  bring 
their  sheep  to  the  Stockyards  the  afternoon  or  evening  before  the  sale. 
This  will  mean  higher  prices  for  lambs  because  they  are  shrunk  out  and 
also  there  will  be  no  danger  of  sheep  having  to  be  sold  privately  because 
they  were  late  for  the  sale.  All  information  on  distance  travelled  and 
time  of  arrival   of  lambs  at  the  Stockyards,  will  be  announced  in  the  ring.

Alberta  slaughter  lambs  traded  steady  during  April,  averaging  between  $82 
and  $85  per  cvyrt.  Prices  remain  less  than  a  year  ago  but  aie  still  fairly 
attractive  from  a  historical  perspective.  Slaughter  volumes,  at  1,732  per  head, 
were  down  24  per  cent  from  corrparable  April  1985  levels. 

In  Toronto,  prices  strengthened  as  the  month  progressed  on  very  light 
volumes.  The  monthly  average  price  of  $123.08  per  cwt  was  well  above  both  March 
1986  and  year  ago  April  price  levels. 

The  outlook  for  May  is  for  steady  prices.  Sone  decline  can  be  expected  as 
we  approach  the  third  quarter.

Well,   that's  easy.     Llnebreedlng  is  inbreeding.     While  not  all 
inbreeding  is  llnebreedlng,  all  llnebreedlng  is  Inbreeding.  Some 
definitions  are  in  order. 


Inbreeding  in  sheep  is  the  mating  of  a  ram  and  ewe  which  are  related 
to  each  other  (ie.   they  have  one  or  more  common  ancestors).     Lambs  born 
from  such  matings  are  inbred .     Llnebreedlng  is  a  type  of  inbreeding  in 
which  animals  are  mated  in  such  a  way  that  their  offspring  are  kept  as 
closely  related  as  possible  to  a  particular  individual  or  family. 
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Inbreeding  Example:     Mating  of  double  first  cousins  (I  and  J).     This  Is 
inbreeding  because  I  and  J  have  ancestors  in  common  (they  have  the  same  4 
grandparents  (A,B,C  and  D) . 


Linebreeding  Example:     Mating  of  half-brother  and  half  sister  (S  and  T) .  In 
this  case  the  breeder  is  "linebreeding  to  P",  ie.  he  wants  the  offspring  (Y) 
to  be  as  closely  related  as  possible  to  P,  who  is  a  superior  animal.  This 
linebreeding  is  still  inbreeding  however,  because  the  mated  animals  (S  and 
T)  do  have  a  common  ancestor  (their  father  P) . 


To  understand  the  effects  of  inbreeding,  a  short  discussion  of  genes, 
homozygosity,  heterozygosity,  and  dominance  is  necessary.     Genes  are 
present  in  pairs  (one  from  each  parent)  and  are  located  on  the  chromosomes 
in  the  nucleus  of  each  cell  in  the  sheep.     If  an  animal  inherits  the  same 
gene  from  each  parent  for  a  particular  pair,   it  is  said  to  be  homozygous 
for  that  gene  pair.     If  it  inherits  one  gene  from  its  sire  and  a  different 
one  from  its  dam,   it  is  said  to  be  heterozygous  for  that  pair.  Sometimes 
the  heterozygous  animal  only  shows  one  of  the  two  different  genes.  The 
other  one  is  hidden.     In  this  case,  the  gene  which  is  shown  by  the  animal 
is  said  to  be  dominant ,  the  one  which  is  hidden  being  recessive . 


Example :     Coat  color  in  some  breeds  of  cattle.     The  gene  which  makes  Angus 
cattle  black  (B  gene)   is  dominant  to  the  gene  which  makes  Hereford  cattle 
red  (b  gene).     Therefore,  all  Hereford-Angus  crosses  are  black. 

Angus  BB                         black  homozygous  dominant 

Hereford  bb                         red  homozygous  recessive 

Hereford-Angus  cross  Bb                        black  heterozygous 

Remember  that  one  gene  in  each  pair  comes  from  each  parent.

The  effect  of  inbreeding  is  to  increase  the  number  of  gene  pairs  that 
are  homozygous   (BB  or  bb)  or  alike,  and  to  decrease  the  number  which  are 
heterozygous   (Bb)  or  different.     If  you  look  back  at  the  mating  plans  on 
page  5    ,  you  can  see  that  because  animals  1  and  J  have  the  same  A  grand- 
parents  (A,B,C  and  D) ,   they  have  a  better  chance  of  passing  the  same  gene 
on  to  animal  X  than  if  they  were  not  related  at  all.     It  appears  that 
animal  Y  is  going  to  be  affected  less  than  animal  X  because  it  has  on  1 v  (me 
common  ancestor  (P) .     Not  so!     While  A,B,C  and  D  are  animal  X's  great- 
grandparents,  animal  P  is  animal  Y's  grandparent.     The  degree  to  which  the 
offspring  are  inbred  depends  not  only  on  how  many  ancestors  they  have  in 
common,  but  on  how  far  back  in  the  pedigree  the  common  ancestor  is.  The 
farther  back,  the  less  inbred  is  the  offspring. 


This  increase  in  homozygosity,  which  we  call   the  inbreeding 
coefficient,  can  be  estimated  for  different  types  of  matings.*  Some 
examples  are  given  below. 

Ram  and  Ewe  Inbreeding  Coefficient 

Relationship  of  Lamb 

father  -  daughter  25% 
mother  -  son 
brother  -  sister 

half-brother  and  sister  12.5% 
uncle  -  niece 
nephew  -  aunt 
double  first  cousins 


Higher  coefficients  of  Inbreeding  are  possible  when  repeated  matings 
of  related  individuals  are  made.  Repeated  backcrosses  to  one  parent  will 
result  in  inbreeding  coefficients  of  50%  after  several  generations. 


Well,   so  what?     What  difference  does  it  make  if  animals  have  more 
pairs  of  genes  with  2  identical  genes  present?     Because  there  are  more 
homozygous  gene  pairs  (AA  or  aa  rather  than  Aa)   there  are  more  gene  pairs 
which  are  in  a  homozygous  recessive   (aa)   condition.     Some  recessive  genes, 
when  in  the  homozygous  condition,   can  cause  genetic  "freaks",   such  as  dwarf 
Herefords,   to  be  born.     But  many  other  recessive  genes  in  the  homozygous 
state  do  not  cause  problems  which  are  so  easily  seen  and  removed.  Rather, 
they  eat  away  at  production,  causing  reduced  performance  in  virtually  every 
trait  of  economic  importance  in  the  sheep  industry.     Inbreeding  has  its 
greatest  negative  effect  on  reproductive  traits.     The  net  effect  on  the 
number  of  homozygous  pairs  of  genes  in  the  offspring  is  exactly  the  same. 
Table  1  shows  the  average  differences  in  production  of  a  non-inbred  flock 
and  a  flock  resulting  from  matings  of  half-brothers  and  sisters.

In  this  example,  the  negative  effect  of  inbreeding  was  a  reduction  of 
.46  pounds  of  wool  (-5.8%)  and  29  pounds  of  lamb  (-45.3%)  per  ewe  in  the 
flock.     If  all  the  lambs  weaned  survived  to  be  marketed  at  110  lb,  the  non- 
inbred  flock  would  wean  5,830  pounds  more  lamb,  which  at  $.85  is  $4,955.50 
less  gross  income. 

Purebred  breeders  may  feel  that  it  is  their  duty  to  inbreed  and  cull 
the  poor  performers  in  their  flocks.     This  would  result  in  the  selected 
inbred  sheep  being  homozygous  for  the  good  genes.     These  animals  would  be 
prepotent  or  "breed  true"  and  pass  their  good  characteristics  on  to  their 
offspring  in  a  predictable  manner.     These  highly  inbred  lines,  when 
outcrossed  to  unrelated  animals,  should  produce  exceptional  offspring  due 
to  the  higher  than  average  level  of  heterosis  or  hybrid  vigor  which  results 
when  two  highly  inbred  lines  are  crossed.     This  strategy  has  worked  very 
successfully  for  breeders  of  both  corn  and  poultry. 

What  must  be  remembered,  however,  is  that  the  two  or  three  lambs  that 
a  sheep  can  produce  in  a  year  hardly  compare  to  the  reproductive  rate  of 
either  corn  or  poultry.     Since  inbreeding  has  its  largest  effect  on 
reproductive  performance,  after  a  few  generations  of  inbreeding,  there  are 
often  just  not  enough  lambs  from  which  to  select  replacements.     The  breeder 
may  have  to  keep  all  of  his  ewe  lambs  just  to  maintain  his  flock  size.  No 
selection  results  in  no  genetic  improvement. 
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In  a  very  few  cases,  the  Initial  flock  has  few  enough  recessive 
genes  that  inbreeding  does  not  result  in  lowered  reproductive  performance. 
Such  flocks  can  pass  through  the  inbreeding  "knothole"  and  result  In  a 
highly  inbred,  high  performance  flock.     This  is  a  rare  happening.     The  U.S. 
Sheep  Experiment  Station  in  Dubois,   Idaho  has  been  studying  the  effects  of 
inbreeding  combined  with  selection  since   1937.     These  studies  have  resulted 
in  56  inbred  lines  of  Rambouillet,  Columbia  and  Targhee  sheep.  These 
selected  inbred  lines  have  been  compared  to  lines  of  sheep  which  were 
selected  for  production  and  not  inbred  and  lines  that  were  neither  Inbred 
nor  selected.     In  each  breed,   the  selected  non-inbred  lines  were  generally 
of  greatest  overall  merit,   the  unselected  non-inbred  lines  intermediate  and 
the  selected  inbred  lines  of  least  merit!     In  other  words,  sheep  which  were 
not  selected  at  all  -  replacements  were  chosen  at  random  -  outperformed 
sheep  which  were  inbred  and  selected!     After  almost  60  years  of  effort, 
selection  has  not  been  able  to  overcome  the  negative  effects  of 
inbreeding.     Part  of  the  reason  for  low  selection  response  in  the  inbred 
lines  was  due  to  low  selection  intensity  (ie.  the  inbred  lines  had  fewer 
lambs  born  due  to  reduced  reproductive  performance  and  therefore  had  fewer 
lambs  to  choose  replacements  from. 

This  does  not  mean  that  purebred  breeders  should  not  consider  using 
their  own  rams.  But  care  should  be  taken  not  to  mate  him  to  his  closest 
relatives . 


In  conclusion,  linebreeding  is  a  type  of  inbreeding  and  inbreeding 
generally  results  in  reduced  flock  productivity,  primarily  through 
decreased  reproductive  performance.

Basic  Marketing  Strategies  tor  the  Sheep  and  Wool  Producer 


Whenever     the  topic  o-f   producers  selling   their   own  products  to 

the  public  is  discussed,  we  hear  the  same  lament  time  a-fter 
t  i  me. . . 

"Gee,      I'd   like  to  get  more  money  -for  my  sheep  and 

wool    products  but    I'm  a  Farmer   not   a  Salesman,  what 
do  I   know  about  Sales?" 

The  fact  is  that  usually  the  person  who  produces  the  product 
is  the  most  knowledgable  and  enthusiastic  and,  hence,  is  the  best 
promoter  o-f  the  product!  In  a  way,  selling  is  very  much  like 
farming.  You  plant  seeds  (advertising),  nuture  them  (make 
contacts),  harvest  (make  the  sale)  and  prepare  the  land  -for  the 
next  crop  (provide  a-fter  sales  service).  Each  one  of  your 
products  can  be  looked  at  as  a  different  crop,  for  each  will  have 
its  own  season  or  peak  sales  period. 

We  have  seen  in  recent  years  the  decline  of  the  sheep  and  wool 
industry  in  Canada.  This  is  attributable  to  many  reasons  - 
increased  use  of  synthetic  fibres  and,  therefore,  a  reduction  in 
demand  for  wool,  increased  volume  of  cheaper,  often  subsidized, 
imported  wool  and  meat,  Ottawa's  lack  of  interest  in  the  sheep 
industry,  and  a  general  neglect  by  the  sheep  industry  itself  to 
promote  and  market  sheep  and  wool   products  successfully. 

The  price  of  raw  wool  has  dropped  from  an  all-time  high  of 
76  cents/lb-  in  1919  to  its  present  level  of  around  40  cents/lb. 
-  quite  a  drop  when  inflation  is  taken  into  account!  Deducted 
from  this  40  cents  is,  of  course,  the  cost  of  shearing  and 
transportation  to  the  wool  buyer.  Although  wool  once  supplied 
anywhere  from  1/3  to  1/2  of  the  sheep  producer's  income  it  has 
slipped  to  the  point  where  many  producers  wonder  if  it's  worth 
the  effort  to  sell   the  wool   at  all. 

You,  as  a  producer,  have  a  tremendous  advantage  over  the 
average  retailer  -  your  intimate  knowledge  of  the  sheep  industry, 
your  awareness  of  the  many  advantages  of  wool,  your  lower 
overhead  costs,  your  desire  to  make  your  farm  a  more  viable  oper- 
ation and  above  all    -  You  Believe   In  Your  Products! 

When  the  cost  of  consumer  goods  manufactured  frotfi  wool 
is  broken  down,  we  find  that  less  than  10'/.  of  the  cost  of 
that  item  goes  to  the  producer.  The  rest  is  eaten  up  by 
handling  costs,  manufacturing,  wholesale  and  retail  mar- 
gins.

Sheep  Sale  Details  &  Regulations 

1.  FOOT  ROT:     A  veterinarian  representing  the  Alherta  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Veterinary  Services  Branch  and  veterinary  personnel 
representing  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture,  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,   will  be  on  hand  to   inspect  all  sheep  arriving  at  all  Sales.  This 
is  not   a   guarantee   that   all   foot   rot   animals  will  be   detected.      For  the 
September    31st    and   October   3rd   Sheep   Sales   where   Foot  Rot   is  suspected, 
the  producer  involved  will  have  two  choices: 

(a)  Take  the  sheep  home  and  treat  them  under  quarantine 

(b)  Sell   them  for  slaughter. 

NOTE:  All  sheep  sold  through  the  Sales  will  have  to  be  loaded  out  of  one  of 
two  designated  chutes.  Sheep  will  be  required  to  go  through  a  special 
formaldehyde  solution  mixed  with  shavings  at  these  chutes  in  order  that  the 
buyer  may  receive  some  protection  against  the  possibility  of  this  sheep  being 
in  contact  with   foot   rot   carrier   sheep.     THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

2.  Consign  your  sheep  to  Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

3-.  All  Feeder  lambs  should  be  docked  and  castrated  early.  Any  ewe  lambs  with 
tails  will  not  be  sold  for  breeding. 

4.  Ewes  and  lambs  will  be  sorted  into  groups  according  to  quality,  age  and 
breeds,  where  possible,  in  lot  sizes  to  suit  all  buyers. 

5.  Contributors  are  requested  to  assist  with  the  sorting  of  their  ewes, 
otherwise  a  charge  for  this  service  may  have  to  be  made.     The  sorting  time 
can  be  speeded  up  if  the  seller  is  on  hand  to  assist  with  the  grouping  and 
marking  of  his  sheep. 

6.  North-Central  Sheep  Sales  charges  will  be  50c  per  head  on  all  ewes  and 
rams . 

7.  Producers,  especially  those  with  large  consignments,  are  urged  to  bring 
their  sheep  to  the  Stockyards  the  afternoon  or  evening  before  the  sale. 
This  will  mean  higher  prices  for  lambs  because  they  are  shrunk  out  and 
also  there  will  be  no  danger  of  sheep  having  to  be  sold  privately  because 
they  were  late  for  the  sale.  All  Information  on  distance  travelled  and 
time  of  arrival  of  lambs  at  the  Stockyards,  will  be  announced  in  the  ring.

Turnaround  time  from  the  date  a  breeder  weighs  his  lambs  until   the  date 
he  receives  his  indexes  back  from  Ottawa  has  remained  at  approximately 
4-6  weeks  on  the  home  test  program.     Most  lambs  in  Alberta  are  shipped  to 
Larabco  where  heavy  price  penalties  are  imposed  on  carcasses  over  58  pounds. 
Unfortunately  if  a  breeder  takes  his  100  day  weight  between  70  and  120 
days  of  age,  by  the  time  he  receives  his  100  and  multi-trait  indexes  back 
a  great  many  of  his  lambs  will  be  well  in  excess  of  the  58  pound  carcass 
limit.     As  a  result  most  producers  are  making  culling  decisions  on  faith 
hoping  that  those  lambs  they  have  retained  for  breeding  will  have  high 
Indexes  on  the  home  test  report  which  they  eventually  receive. 


To  make  the  home  test  program  functional,  especially  to  laree  commercial 
producers  who  have  staved  off  the  program  because  of  its  slow  turnaround 
time,   Alberta  Agriculture  recentlv  purchased  for  a  3  vear  period  the 
right  to  use  the  Sabre  Flock  R.O.P.   Program  being  marketed  bv  John 
Lockhart   (Mayio  Software  Inc.).     This  program  uses  the  same  inputs  as 
the  Federal  R.O.P.   Program  and  will  provide  all   of  the  adiusted  weights 
and  indexes  which  the  Federal  program  currently  provides.     It  was 
installed  in  our  office  in  Mav  1985  and  is  currently  functioning  on  an 
IBM  personal  computer.     The  program  works  like  this: 

n     Shortly  after  lambing  a  breeder  sends  us  a  prelist  with  the  sire, 
dam  lamb  I.D.,   and  the  number  born.     This  is  entered  into  our  micro 
computer   (each  producer  has  his  own  disk^  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
one  ewe  plus  her  lambs  per  minute. 

2)  For  50  day  and/or  100  day  weighings  the  producer  typically  weighs 
his  lambs  in  the  morning,  phones  those  weights  at  no  charge  over  the 
government  phone  line  to  my  steno  who  hangs  up  the  phone  and  enters  the 
weights  immediately  into  the  computer  at  the  rate  of  12  lambs  per  minute. 

3)  Within  half  an  hour  mv  steno  phones  the  producer  back  giving  him  his 
adjusted  weights  and  indexes. 

A)     He  may  then  go  back  out  to  his  corral  and  make  his  culls  armed  with 
all  the  R.O.P.   information  he  needs. 

Many  flocks  have  requested  Instant  turnaround  time  on  their  100  dav  weights 
and  multl  and  ewe  indexes  and  the  girls  handling  the  data  processing  in  the 
Airdrie  office  have  generally  been  able  to  provide  that  in  20  minutes  to  half 
an  hour.     In  other  words,   the  service  is  Indeed  operating  successfully. 

Alberta  Agriculture  continues  to  participate  in  the  Federal -Provincial 
program  by  sending  all  field  sheets  to  Ottawa  for  duplicate  processing. 
This  allows  the  accumulation  of  data  on  a  national  basis  and  serves  as 
a  constant  check  on  the  Sabre  program. 

3.     Alberta  Ram  Test  Station 

More  than  250  buyers  and  spectators  were  on  hand  June  29  at  Olds  College 
for  the  Ilth  Annual  Alberta  Ram  Test  Station  Barbecue  and  Sale.  The 
event,  which  drew  buyers  from  across  Canada  saw  some  of  the  best 
performance  tested  ram  lambs  and  yearlings  in  the  nation  offered  for 
sale . 

With  the  reserve  bid  set  at  $225,  61  of  the  6A  rams  on  offer  found 
buyers  as  gross  receipts  of  $26,610  were  obtained.     A  record  average 
price  for  ram  lambs  of  $A21  was  set  -  breaking  the  previous  record 
average  set  in  1982  by  $34.     The  4  Ramboulllet  yearlings  from  the  Wool 
Breeds  test  averaged  $621  and  the  1  Polypay  yearling  fetched  $550. 


The  top  indexing  ram  in  the  s.ile  was  from  the  Suffolk  flock  of  Mr.  Llovd 
Pickard  of  Olds,  Alberta.     It  had  an   11  vear  station  record  average 
daily  gain  of   .698  kg  per  day  and  sold  for  $<^50.     The  high  priced  ram  in 
the  sale,  also  from  Mr.   Pickard's  flock  had  an  average  dailv  eain  of 
.644  kg  per  dav  and  sold  for  $1350  to  Ur.  Hans  Flatla  of  Olds.  Alberta. 
Purchases  were  made  by  buvers  from  British  Columbia,  Alberta. 
Saskatchewan,  Manitoba,  and  Ontario,  with  several  outstanding  stud 
prospects  going  to  out-of-province  buvers. 

A  total  of  196  rams  from  38  contributors  were  entered  on  test  this 
year.     As  the  table  below  indicates,   individual   rams  in  the  Suffolk  and 
Columbia  breeds  established  new  record  growth  rates  at  the  Alberta  Ram 
Test  Station  in  1985.

4 .  Wool  Breeds  Test 

The  1984  pilot  Wool   Breeds  Test  was  relatively  successful.     As  a  result, 
the  program  was  continued  on  a  full  time  basis  in  1985.     However,  one 
major  change  was  approved  bv  contributors  for  the  1985-86  test:  the  70% 
of  the  total  index  value  which  is  based  on  the  animal's  growth  rate  is 
now  being  calculated  on  the  basis  of  his  growth  rate  at  the  ram  lamb 
stage  as  an  entrant  to  the  test  station.     It  was  felt  this  chance  was 
important  to  the  end  user  of  a  pure  breed  testing  program  -  the 
commercial  producer  -  the  genetic  ability  to  grow  fast  as  a  lamb  is  manv 
times  more  important  than  the  ability  to  grow  fast  as  a  yearling. 

In  1985,  six  "superstar"  ram  lambs  of  relatively  high  index  from  the  ram 
lamb  growth  rate  test  were  entered  onto  a  full  365  day  wool  test. 
Attached  is  a  micron  chart,  a  figure  indicating  the  location  of  the  side 
and  britch  sample  sites  which  we  have  used,  and  some  sample  histograms 
indicating  the  type  of  report  we  expect  back  from  the  Yokum  McCall 
Testing  Laboratory  in  Denver.     We  expect  results  on  our  wool  samples  by 
early  June.     It  is  important  to  note  that  with  the  new  scientific  data 
we  are  now  able  to  gather  on  fleece,  minor  changes  to  the  indexing 
procedure  may  take  place. 

5.  Pasture  Test 

At  the  urging  of  contributors  to  the  Hays  Community  Pasture.  Alberta 
Agriculture  is  initiating  a  pilot  ram  pasture  test  in  1986.     A  four  acre 
irrigated  site  has  been  fenced  off  and  approximately  40  ram  lambs  will 
be  entered  on  a  three  month  growth  rate  test  commencing  June  5.  In 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  National  Advisory  Board  we  are 
being  careful  not  to  call  this  a  ram  test  station  (yet!'). 


It  should  be  noted  that   the  H;?vs  Communitv  Paf.ture  currentlv  has  10.500 
sheep  on  it  and  is  expanding  over  the  next   five  venrs  to  30,000  sheep. 
The  patrons  on  the  pasture  are  most  concerned  that   their  lambs  be  sired 
bv  rams  who  have  proven  their  abilitv  to  erow  in  an  environment  similar 
to  that  which  their  offsprinc  will   he  expected   to  perform  in.      If  this 
pilot  pasture  test  is  successful,   and  if  the  New  Liskeard  test  continues 
to  be  successful,   the  R.O.P.   Advisory  Board  may  have  to  carefully  re-exanine 
the  issue  of  ram  erowth  rate  testing  on  pasture.

WOOL    THE  RIGHT  STUFF. 

Wool  -  as  old  as  the  hills,  as  modern  as  spaceflight.     It  is  a  fibre 
that  protects  oil  drillers  in  the  Arctic,  scientists  at  the  south  pole, 
fire  fighters  in  the  western  forests,  sailors  at  sea,  mountain  climbers 
and  astronauts.     It  is  a  fibre  used  by  young  and  old,  heroes  and 
ordinary  people. 

Man  can  never  match  it.     No  other  material,  natural  or  man  made  has  all 
of  its  qualities.     Wool  is  such  a  versatile  fibre  it  can  keep  us  warm  in 
the  winter  and  cool  in  the  summer.     Wool  can  absorb  moisture  without 
feeling  wet  and  is,  in  fact,  several  degrees  warmer  when  it  is  wet  than 
when  it  is  dry. 

Having  been  born  and  bred  in  the  Pennine  area  of  Lancashire,  the  great 
textile  names  of  the  area  were  drummed  into  us  at  school:     John  Kay  of 
Bury  who,  in  1733,  invented  the  FLYING  SHUTTLE  and  revolutionized  the 
weaving  industry;  Samuel  Crompton  of  Bolton  who  invented  the  SPINNING 
MULE;     James  Hargreaves,  the  Blackburn  weaver,  who  patented  his  SPINNING 
JENNY  in  1770;  Sir  Richard  Arkright ,  who  heard  spinners  bemoaning  the 
need  for  a  machine  to  speed  up  spinning  so  that  they  could  keep  up  with 
Kays  flying  shuttle,  and  later  invented  the  spinning  machine  known  as 
ARKRIGHTS  WATER  FRAME.     These  people,  and  others  like  them, 
revolutionized  the  textile  industry. 

Previous  to  these  inventions,  wool  had  been  made  Into  cloth  by  more 
primitive  methods.     Tribes  in  northern  Europe  were  spinning  and  weaving 
wool  into  cloth  as  early  as  10,000  B.C.     To  spin  it,  they  took  the  wool 
in  one  hand  and  drew  it  out  and  twisted  it  with  the  other  hand.  Later, 
a  crude  spindle  was  developed  by  fitting  a  stone  ring  to  the  end  of  a 
short  wooden  stick.     The  ring  acted  as  a  fly  wheel  and  enabled  the  drawn 
out  yarn  to  be  wound  onto  the  spindle.     The  first  loom  was  made  from  a 
beam  from  which  weighted  warp  yarns  were  hung,  with  the  weft  yarn  being 
threaded  to  and  fro  across  the  warp  yarns  in  an  under  and  over  action 
just  like  darning  a  sock.     These  methods  of  spinning  and  weaving  were 
used  for  thousands  of  years,  and  are  still  used  in  some  remote  parts  of 
the  world.     Despite  the  development  of  complex  and  elaborate  machinery, 
the  basic  principles  of  spinning  and  weaving  are  the  same  as  when 
primitive  man  first  twisted  wool  into  yarn  and  then,  on  his  crude  loom, 
wove  the  yarn  into  cloth. 

Because  of  the  different  purposes  for  which  it  is  suited,  raw  wool  must 
first  be  graded  and  sorted.     Long  wools  are  used  for  the  worsted  system 
and  short  wools  are  used  mainly  for  the  woollen  system.     Whatever  its 
final  use,  wool  must  next  be  washed  in  a  soap  or  detergent  solution  to 


remove  Its  natural  grease  and  dirt.     In  the  old  days,   it  was  usual  for 
the  wool  cloth  to  be  iminersed  in  stale  urine   (LANT)  or  covered  with  hogs 
dung  and  beaten  In  the  stocks  at  the  fulling  mill.     After  washing,  any 
excess  vegetable  matter  has  to  be  removed.     This  is  done  by  immersing 
the  wool  in  a  sulphuric  acid  bath  and  is  called  carbonising. 

In  the  woollen  system,   the  clean  wool  next  moves  on  to  the  most 
complicated  and  largest  of  the  textile  machines,  the  carder.  Sir 
Richard  Arkwright  also  built  the  first  continuous  carding  machine.  A 
modern  carder  would  have  a  length  of  75  ft,  use  80  rollers  and  have  a 
delivery  speed  of  40  yards  of  carded  wool  a  minute.     The  wool  is  put 
into  one  end  of  the  carder  and  goes  through  the  various  rollers  which 
are  covered  with  closely  set  wire  teeth.     It  is  teased  out  into  a  sheet 
of  intermingled  fibres  and,  on  leaving  the  carding  machine,  this  sheet 
is  condensed  or  divided  into  loose  threads  of  wool  called  slivers.  These 
slivers  then  go  on  to  a  ring  frame  to  be  spun  into  yarn. 

Wool  is  part  of  man's  history  and  heritage.     Most  things  are  done  using 
modern  techniques  but  the  old  ways  can  still  be  seen.     In  some  parts  of 
Britain  shepherds  still  use  the  old  way  to  count  their  sheep... YAN,  TAN, 
TATHERA,  PETHERA,  PIMP,   SETHER  LETHERA,  HOVERA,  COVERA,  DIK.     We  can 
still  recognize  families  who  may  have  been  connected  with  the  wool  trade 

years  ago,  by  their  surnames  WEAVER,  WEBBER,  WEBSTER  FULLER,  TUCKER, 

WALKER,  LISTER.     Many  of  us  still  use  certain  "wool"  phrases  such  as 
"being  on  tenterhooks"  which  refers  to  the  yards  of  cloth  which  were 
hung  outside  to  stretch  and  dry  on  the  rows  of  tenterhooks  at  the 
fulling  mills. 

At  WOOLACOMBE  WOOL,  we  are  carrying  on  a  few  of  our  Lancashire 
traditions  by  offering  a  washing  and  carding  service  to  the  wool 
producers  and  craftspeople  of  Alberta.     We  are  on  a  small  scale  but  we 
can  offer  a  service  which  can  process  your  wool  or  mohair  from  1  pound 
to  100  pounds  or  more.     Each  fleece  is  dealt  with  individually  and  after 
washing,  is  dried  naturally  to  preserve  the  softness  and  spring  of  the 
wool . 

Our  new  battmaker  which  we  hope  to  have  in  place  by  the  end  of  May  will 
produce  batts  which  are  36"  x  16".     That  is  somewhat  smaller  than  the 
large  industrial  carder  previously  mentioned  but  a  large  step  up  for  us 
from  the  hand  turned  drum  carder  on  which  we  have  turned  out  almost 
L,000  pounds  of  finished  batts  in  our  first  year. 

If  you  would  like  any  help  or  information  regarding  our  carding  service 
please  write  or  phone  us  at  (403)  662-2007  in  Tofield.     We  are  located 
23  miles  east  of  Sherwood  Park  on  Highway  14  East  and  1  mile  south  on 
Range  Road  205.     We  have  sheep  too,  and  there  is  no  phone  in  the  barn, 
so  do  try  again  if  you  can't  get  us  the  first  time.     Evenings  and 
weekends  are  O.K.     We  always  have  time  to  talk  wool.

June  1985  prices.  Slaughter  volumes,  averaging  1,404  head  per  \^^ek,  were  17  per 
cent  belcw  ccnparable  year  ago  levels. 

In  Toronto,  slaughter  lamb  prices  weakened  in  June  averaging  $116.57  per 
cwt.  Prices,  however,  remain  almost  $20  per  cwt  above  comparable  June  1985  price 
levels.     Slaughter  volumes  at  the  Toronto  stockyard  averaged  157  head  per  week. 

In  US  wholesale  markets,  lamb  prices  declined  with  product  movement 
considered  slew  but  steady.    Some  price  resistance  was  noted.

WOOL  UPDATE 


Trading  on  domestic  wool  is  at  a  virtual  standstill 
with  most  of  the  spring  clip  new  sold  and  remaining 
supplies  in  strong  hands.    Mills  also  showing  little 
interest  in  making  additional  purchases  at  this  time  with 
a  preference  to  wait  for  fall  orders  before  making  a 
great  deal  of  new  :ommitments. 

Limited  clean-up  trade  in  Texas  with  50,000  lbs.  sell' 
ing  at  steady  prices  with  the  past  few  weeks.    64' s  and 
70's  sold  at  $.85-1.05  FOB  warehouse  but  these  are  late 
shorn  wools  thus  are  lower  yielding  than  earlier  shorn 
wools,  A  load  of  territory  64's  sold  at  SI. 95  clean 
delivered.    A  load  of  fleece  area  average  style  54's 
sold  at  $1.25  clean  delivered.    Prices  to  farmers  in 
the  Midwest  for  mixed  48's  to  SB's  mostly  40-46  cents 
grease  FOB  producer. 


In  Australia,  the  market  indicator  turned  lower 
this  week  as  compared  to  the  last  sale  at  the  end  of 
May.    The  market  indicator  fell  13A  cents  to  settle 
at  543A  cents  per  kilo  (170.C  cents  per  pound  clean, 
11.4  cents  lower  than  the  sale  at  the  end  of  May^. 
The  smallest  decrease  was  in  the  26  micron  category, 
4A  cents  lower,  with  the  21,  25,  30  micron  categories 
3A  cents  lower.     The  larger  decreases  were  in  the  22, 
23,  24,  and  27  micron  categories  which  were  15A  to  ISA 
cents  lower.    Japan  was  the  principle  buyer  at  30-401 
of  the  offerings.    A  total  of  99,687  bales  were  offered 
with  AWC  participation  at  21.    AWC  stocks  now  stand  at 
937,000  bales.    Next  week  will  be  the  final  sale  of  the 
1985/86  season  with  146,700  bales  being  offered. 

New  Zealand  auction  were  higher  in  New  Zealand 
dollar  terms,  but  up  to  3  percent  lower  in  U.S.  temis.

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What's  Wronp  with  That  Sheep?

Do  some  sheep  in  your  flock  get  thinner  and  thinner  while  the  rest 
of  the  flock  looks  O.K.?     Do  you  lose  a  handful  of  sheep  everv  vear 
without  really  knowing  why  (Oh,   it  must  have  been  pneumonia...)?     If  you 
do,  your  flock  may  have  one  or  more  of  three  chronic  wasting  diseases  of 
sheep  found  in  Alberta  -  Caseous  Lymphadenitis  CCL) ,  Ovine  Progressive 
Pneumonia   (Maedi  Visna)  or  Johne's.     This  month  -  a  look  at  Caseous 
Lymphadenitis . 

Caseous  lymphadenitis   (CL)   is  a  chronic  infectious  disease  of  sheep 
and  goats  causing  abscesses  in  lymph  glands  and  other  organs.  The 
disease  is  caused  by  the  bacteria  Corynebac ter ium  pseudotuberculosis . 
The  bacteria  enter  the  body  through  cuts  and  wounds  as  well  as  through 
the  nose  and  mouth.     It  is  also  possible  that  it  could  be  spread  by 
bloodsucking  lice  and  keds.     All  of  these  methods  of  infection,  however, 
require  an  environment  which  is  contaminated  with  the  bacteria.  The 
major  source  of  contamination  are  the  abscesses  of  animals  who  already 
have  CL .     When  these  abscesses  rupture,   they  contaminate  the  barns, 
corrals  and  soil.     The  bacteria  has  been  known  to  survive  in  manure  and 
soil  for  up  to  a  year. 

Abscesses  occur  most  commonly  in  the  superficial   lymph  nodes  of  the 
neck,  shoulder  and  flank  areas.     They  can  also  occur  in  other  lymph 
nodes  and  in  the  lungs,   liver,  kidneys  and  spleen.     Even  if  there  are  no 
external  abscesses,  CL  may  occur  internally  and  result  in  gradual 
emaciation,  weakness,  difficulty  in  breathing  and  death.     The  condition 
is  most  often  seen  in  animals  over  two  years  of  age,  and  the  incidence 
of  the  disease  does  not  decrease  with  age,   Indicating  that  animals  do 
not  develop  a  natural  immunity  after  contracting  the  disease.  Manv 
apparently  healthy  adult  sheep  are  sometimes  found  to  be  infected  at 
si aughter . 

As  soon  as  you  see  an  animal  with  an  abscess,   isolate  it  from  the 
rest  of  the  flock!     How  can  you  be  sure  an  abscess  is  caused  by  CL? 
Sterilize  a  small  jar  and  lid  by  boiling  for  20  minutes.     Using  a  sterile 
needle  and  syringe,   remove  a  small  amount  of  pus  from  the  abscess,  place 
it  in  the  jar  and  refrigerate  it  until  delivery  to  your  veterinarian  or 
the  nearest  Alberta  Agriculture  Animal  Health  Division  Laboratory.  This 
is  the  only  method  of  positive  diagnosis  of  CL  presently  available  in 
Alberta.     In  the  future,  the  development  of  a  reliable  blood  test  for  CL 
will  be  of  great  value  to  sheep  producers  with  CL  -  free  flocks  who  wish 
to  be  certain  that  any  sheep  they  buy  are  free  of  this  disease. 

Antibiotics  have  been  of  little  value  in  the  treatment  of  CL .  The 
infective  bacteria  are  walled  off  Inside  the  abscesses  and  cannot  be 
reached  by  the  antibiotics  in  the  blood.     An  abscess  can  be  surgically 
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removed  or  lanced,   drained  and  cleaned,  but  they  almost  always 
re-occur.     Producers  wishing  to  rid  themselves  of  CL  should  cull  all 
animals  with  abscesses   (before  they  rupture) ,   rather  than  keeping  them 
around  as  a  continual  source  of  infection  for  the  rest  of  the  flock. 
Young  animals  should  be  kept  separate  from  the  older  animals,     and  the 
whole  flock  should  be  exposed  to  other  flocks  as  little  as  possible. 
Newly  purchased  sheep  should  be  isolated  and  watched  carefully  for  three 
months . 

Further  control  measures  should  be  directed  at  reducing  the  rate  of 
wound  infection  in  the  sheep  -  wounds  caused  by  shearing,  by  nails 
sticking  out  of  feeders  and  by  over-anxious  sheepdogs.     Strict  control  of 
external  parasites  is  also  important.  At  shearing  time,  separate  the 
ewes  into  age  groups  and  shear  the  ewe  lambs  first,  then  each  older 
group  in  succession.     This  will  reduce  transmission  through  shearing 
wounds  from  the  older  and  more  often  infected  animals  to  the  younger 
animals.     If  an  abscess  does  get  cut  accidentally  while  shearing, 
disinfect  the  shearing  blades  before  proceeding  to  the  next  sheep.  When 
several  flocks  are  sheared  together,  the  shearing  blades  should  be 
disinfected  between  flocks.     Newly-shorn  sheep  should  be  removed  to  a 
pasture  or  other  clean  area  and  kept  away  from  potentially  contaminated 
barns  and  corrals  until  their  shearing  cuts  are  totally  healed.  Choose 
a  shearer  who  can  be  relied  upon  to  protect  your  flock  from  disease  by 
cleaning  his  equipment  and  his  boots  between  farms. 

The  Good  News 

Vetrepharm,  Inc.  has  arranged  to  import  a  vaccine  for  caseous 
lymphadenitis  from  Commonwealth  Serum  Laboratories  in  Australia.  The 
vaccine,  Glanvac  5,  also  protects  sheep  from  five  clostridial  diseases  - 
enterotoxemia ,  tetanus,  black  disease,  blackleg  and  malignant  edema. 
The  vaccine  should  be  available  through  your  veterinarian  this  month. 
At  this  time,  we  do  not  have  any  further  information  on  this  vaccine, 
i.e.  how  effective  it  is  or  what  it  will  cost,  but  we  will  keep  you 
posted.     Another  vaccine,  Glanvac  3,  is  also  being  acquired  for  use  on 
goats,  and  will  be  available  later  in  the  summer. 
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BREEDING  EWE  LAMBS

"I  decided  to  go  into  sheep  this  year  (or  expand  my  flock)  but  there 
were  no  good  mature  ewes  left  for  sale  anywhere   ...   so  I  bought   100  ewe 
lambs". 

"Fantasy"  -  you  say  -  "no  way".     This  has  been  a  f r ighteningly 
frequent  comment  this  spring.     l.amblng  1987  could  be  -  if  this  continues  - 
one  of  the  more  interesting  ones  of  the  decade.     Interesting  for  newer 
shepherds,  vets  and  specialists/technicians. 

With  this  in  mind  I've  put  together  some  background  information  on 
breeding  ewe  lambs.     Some  of  it  is  producer  experience.     Some  of  it  comes 
from  research  articles  on  'Reproduction  in  Ewe  Lambs*   in  a  book  called 
"Sheep  Production"  by  William  Haresign,  which  was  written  after  the  35th 
Easter  School  on  Agricultural  Production  at  the  University  of  Nottingham, 
U.K.     Finally,  some  of  my  information  comes  from  a  presentation  on 
'Breeding  Ewe  Lambs'  by  Dr.  Olafur  Dyrmundsson,  Reykjavik,  Iceland, 
presented  at  the  Nova  Scotia  Sheep  Breeders'  Seminar. 


Puberty  In  Sheep 

Puberty  is  the  time  when  reproduction  first  becomes  possible. 

Ewe  Lamb s  Ram  Lambs

Of  practical   importance  to  you  and  I  as  producers 


Fertility  is  low  at  puberty  but  it  improves  with  age  and  weight  gain. 
Sexual  maturity  is  reached  when  a  ewe  lamb  is  able  to  conceive  and  carry  a 
pregnancy  to  full  term.     Ewes  reach  their  highest  sexual  productivity  at  4-S 
years  of  age.     A  ram's  maximum  semen  production  is  at  about  2  years  of  age. 

Main  Factors  Affecting  Puberty  and  Reproductive  Performance 

Genetic  Factors  Environmental  Factors 

Breed  differences  Nutrition 
Individual  differences  Early  growth  rate 

Daylight  hours

There  is  a  critical  and  complicated  interaction  of  all  of  these  which 
we  as  producers  must  manage  carefully. 
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1 .  Genetic  Factors 

We  manage  these  when  we  select  the  breeds  we  have  in  our  flock 
Early  maturity  is  common  in  "Northern  short-tail"  sheep  such  as  Finns  and 
Romanovs;  medium  age  maturity  is  common  in  "Down"  breeds  such  as  the  Suffolk 
and  Dorset;   later  maturity  is  common  in  "Merino"  breeds  such  as  the 
Ramboui 11 e t . 

There  is  often  more  variation  within  breeds   (ie.   one  flock  highly 
selected  for  early  lambing)   than  there  is  between  the  different  breeds  in 
an  area.     So  you  as  a  producer  must  identify  those  ewes,  rams  and  families 
which  maximize  reproductive  efficiency;   and  you  must  also  cull  those  who 
would  prefer  to  avoid  "losing  their  figures"  by  getting  pregnant. 

2.  Environmental  Factors 

The  genetic  factors  mentioned  already  are  greatly  affected  by  the 
environmental  factors  -  or  in  other  words  -  by  how  you  manage  your  flock. 

Nutrition  &  Growth  Rate 

In  general,  the  faster  a  lamb  grows  the  earlier  it  will  attain  puberty 
but  it  will  be  at  a  higher  body  weight.     A  slower  growing  lamb  will  reach 
puberty  later  but  it  will  also  weigh  less.     There  is  a  critical  balance 
however.     A  very  slow  growing  ewe  lamb  (poorly  fed,  unthrifty,  wormy,  etc.) 
may  not  reach  puberty  in  her  first  year.     Puberty  is  usually  reached  at 
50-60%  of  mature  body  weight. 

The  same  relationship  exists  for  ram  lambs.     The  faster  he  grows, 
the  sooner  he  reaches  puberty.     Most  ram  lambs  reach  puberty  at  6-7  months 
of  age  and  at  40-50%  of  their  mature  adult  weight. 

Daylight  Hours  &  Season  of  Birth 

Puberty  is  attained  at  a  younger  age  by  later  born  lambs,  unless  they 
are  too  small.     Therefore  later  born  lambs  can  be  somewhat  lighter  and 
still  attain  puberty.     January  born  lambs  will  be  heavier  at  puberty  than 
April  born  lambs.

As  you  can  see^ your  management  of  ewe  lambs  is  critical   if  you  want  a 
successful    lambing.     The  above  problems  are  intensified  if  the 
ewe  lambs  are  poorly  grown  out.     Mating  management   is  critical.     Ewe  lambs 
muFt  be  separated  from  the  mature  ewes  who  will   attract  the  rams,  and  even 
aggressively  hunt  them  out.     Rams  do  not  like  to  stay  with  ewe  lambs  after 
being  with  mature  ewes  -  keep  the  ewes  out  of  his  sight  and  have  good, 
high  fences  between  the  groups.     Ram  lambs  +  ewe  lambs  =  amateurs'  night! 
Let  your  ram  lambs  get  some  mating  experience  with  mature  ewes  or, 
preferably,  use  a  mature  (not  large  or  coarse)  ram  on  your  ewe  lambs. 
Shear  your  ewe  lambs  prior  to  mating  to  increase  ram  efficiency  (and 
conception  rate).     Experienced  ram  lambs  make  good,  active  clean-up  rams. 

Reproductive  Efficiency  of  Ewe  Lambs  Compared  To  Mature  Ewes 

Conception  rate  -  lower 
Lambing  rate  -  lower 

Reproductive  loss   (reabsorption/abortion)   -  greater

There  tends  to  be  greater  variability  in  conception  rates  among  ewe 
lambs  -  from  year  to  year  even  in  one  flock.     Excessive  fat   (over  3.5)  may 
be  very  detrimental  to  conception  rate  and  milk  yield.     Eggs  from  ewe  lambs 
are  less  able  to  be  fertilized. 

As  you  can  see,  breeding  ewe  lambs  to  lamb  successfully  in  their  first 
year  is  more  than  just  putting  a  ram  in.     It  requires  planning  and  management 
from  birth  onwards   (There  is  even  some  research  which  indicates  uterine 
deprivation  -  ie.   ewes  poorly  fed  during  pregnancy  or  carrying  four  or  more 
lambs  -  can  result  in  poorly  developed  lambs  who  are  not  as  efficient  in 
growth  or  reproduction.). 

Is  it  worth  breeding  ewe  lambs? 

Effects  of  Early  Breeding  on  Lifetime  Performance 

Body  weight         -         lower  until  2-2^  years  of  age 
Wool  -        lower  until  1-2  years  of  age 
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A  study  in  Iceland  (Palsson  -  1953)   indicated  that  differences  in 
body  weight  between  barren  and  pregnant / lactating  ewe  lambs  was  negligible 
after  2  years  of  age.     Lactation,  not  pregnancy,  is  the  factor  which 
inhibits  growth  (and  subsequent  productivity).     It  is  absolutely  critical 
that  ewe  lambs  nursing  lambs  are  fed  extremely  well.     They  must  also  be 
well  fed  after  weaning  in  order  to  regain  body  weight  prior  to  flushing  and 
breeding.     Just  flushing  thin  (weaned)  ewe  lambs  is  not  enough  to  obtain  a 
good  lamb  crop  in  year  2. 

There  is  a  high  correlation  between  fertility  of  first  lambers  and 
their  reproductive  rate  in  later  years.  The  most  prolific  ewes  (in  two 
British  studies  over  four  lambings  of  2500  head)  were  those  who  had 
produced  twins  as  ewe  lambs.  Therefore  if  you  select  your  ewe  flock  on 
their  performance  as  ewe  lambs  you  would  raise  the  mean  lambing  rate  in 
your  flock  regardless  of  your  breed  type. 

Summary 

Early  attainment  of  puberty  in  ewe  lambs  is  critical  to  efficient 
reproduction.     Early  puberty,  breeding  of  ewe  lambs  affects: 

1.  Replacement  ewe  cost  -  it  is  lowered  when  ewe  lambs  are  bred. 

2.  Mean  lambing  rate  in  flock  -  increased. 

3.  Mothering  ability  -  improved  in  2  year  olds  who  lamb  as  ewe 
lambs.     This,  in  turn,  reduces  newborn  lamb  deaths  in 
subsequent  years. 

4.  Lifetime  production  of  lamb  (meat)  -  increased  per  ewe. 

5.  Selection  based  on  ewe  lamb  characteristics  -  may  increase 
genetic  improvement  in  ewe  fertility  on  more  rapid  basis. 
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19R6  ALBERTA  RAM  TEST  STATION  HAS  OUTSTANDING  YEAR

More  than  250  buyers  and  spectators 
were  on  hand  June  28  at  Olds  College 
for  the  12th  Annual  Alberta  Ram  Test 
Station  Barbecue  and  Sale.  The 
event,  which  drew  buyers  from  Canada 
and  the  U.S.   saw  some  of  the  best 
performance  tested  ram  lambs  and 
yearlings  in  the  nation  offered 
for  sale. 

With  the  reserve  bids  set  at  $250, 
51   of  the  53  rams  on  offer  found 
buyers  as  gross  receipts  of  $21,270 
were  obtained.     A  near  record 
average  price  for  ram  lambs  of 
$416  was  achieved.     The  3  Rambouillet 
yearlings  and  1  Polypay  yearling 
averaged  $431 . 

The  top  indexing  ram  in  the  sale,  which 
was  from  the  flock  of  Mr.  Gordon  Kure  of 


Innisfail,  Alberta  had  an  average 
daily  gain  of   .646  Kg.  per  day 
(1.42  lbs)  and  sold  for  $550.' 
The  high  selling  ram  in  the  sale, 
from  the  flock  of  Reg  Marler  of 
Sherwood  Park,  Alberta,  was 
purchased  for  $950  by  Mr.  Walt 
Strand  of  Lethbridge,  Alberta. 
Purchases  were  made  by  buyers  from 
Alberta,  British  Columbia  and  Oregon 
with  several   outstanding  rams  going 
to  out-of -province  flocks. 

A  total   of   195  rams  from  28  contri- 
butors were  entered  on  test  this  year 
Because  of  the  unusually  hot  weather 
this  year,  no  new  individual  records 
for  growth  rate  were  established. 
However,  as  a  group,  rams  grew  faster 
this  year  than  they  have  in  9  of  the 
previous  11  years.

Only  rams  above  the  station  average 
for  A.D.G.   for  their  breed  are 
considered  for  sale  each  year.  A 
Culling  Committee  further  rejects 
rams  with  incorrect  teeth,  legs, 
testicles,  etc.   from  this  group  so 
that  this  year  less  than  one  third 
of  the  animals  entered  on  test  made 
its  way  through  the  screening 
process  to  the  sale. 

Of  special  note  this  year  is  the 
appearance  in  the  sale  of  yearling 
rams  which  indexed  above  100  on  the 
Wool  Test.     This  test  measures  the 
weight  of  wool  sheared,   the  fibre 
diameter,   the  clean  wool  yield,  and 


the  fibre  variation  over  a  365  day 
period  from  some  of  the  highest 
indexing  ram  lambs  to  complete  the 
growth  rate  test.     An  overall  index 
based  on  70%  of  these  rams'  growth 
rate  index  plus  30%  of  the  index  on 
the  pool  of  wool  traits  was  used  to 
determine  entry  to  the  1986  Ram  Test 
Station  Sale.     The  Canadian  Cooperative 
Wool  Growers  trophy  for  the  yearling 
with  the  highest  overall  index  went 
to  Rambouillet  breeders,  Robert  and 
Amy  Jackson  of  Didsbury.     Seven  rams 
including  5  Rambouillet,    1  Columbia, 
and   1   Dorset  have  been  entered  on 
the  Wool  Test  for  next  year.

BACKGROUND 

-  Iceland   is  self-sufficient   in  sheep  meat  production.  Domestic 
consumption  is  approximately  kl  kg/capita,  or  about   10,000  tonnes. 
Exports  make  up  about  2,500  tonnes  only. 

-  Producers  incomes  are  90%  from  meat,   10%  from  wool. 

-  1985  -  710,000  winter  fed  ewes,  which  is  down  from  900,000  a  few 
years  ago  due  to  a  decline  in  export  markets.     A  further  decline  is 
expected  as  exports  fall  off  almost  completely. 

-  About   1.6  million  sheep  in  total 

-  Lambing:  May-June 

-  Most  sheep  pastured  much  of  the  year.     On  annual  seeded  pasture 
early-late  season,  and  mountain  (native)  community  pasture  in  June,  July 
and  August.     Only  recently  have  large  numbers  of  ewes  been  fed  through 
the  winter,  mostly  on  hay  and  some  fish  meal  supplement. 

-  Roundup  of  sheep  and  lambs  takes  place  in  mid  to  late  September, 
and  may  take  up  to  a  week  to  gather  and  sort. 

-  Lamb  slaughter  season  is  mid  September  to  late  October  with 
carcass  weights  running  from  11.1   to  17.2  kg.     An  average  is  considered 
13  kg. 

-  Late  October,   the  ewe  lambs  and  ram  lambs  are  housed  in  the 
wintering  barns.     They  utilize  late  seeded  pastures  and  fish  meal.  The 
ewes  are  roughed  out  until  early  December — if  flushing  is  required,  fish 
meal  is  fed. 

-  Breeding  is  early  December  to  early  January. 

-  Average  gestation  is   1A2  days. 

-  Shearing  is  in  late  February /ear ly  March  as  they  get  cleaner  and 
better  wool,  and  heavier  birth  weights,  even  though  the  ewes  need  extra 
hay . 

-  Iceland  is  divided  into  about  20  zones  which  are  completely 
closed  to  any  movement  of  sheep.     Each  one  is  bordered  by  fence  and/or 
natural  barriers.     These  were  established  in  order  to  get  rid  of  several 
serious  disease  problems.     Any  animal  found  and  identified  as  being  in 
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the  wrong  zone  is  destroyed.     Only  rams  which  pass  rigorous  disease 
testing  are  allowed  to  move  between  the  three  A.I.   stud  units.  Therefore, 
outstanding  rams  can  have  progeny  throughout  the  island. 

-  A.I.   rams,  and  the  top  ewes  who  produce  them,  are  taken  from  the 
performance  recording  scheme  run  by  the  breeding  societies. 


BREEDING  SOCIETIES 

-  Founded  in  19A0  to  improve  production  of  existing  sheep  so  as  to 
reduce  diseases  being  introduced  by  imported  sheep. 

-  1935  average  lambing  percentage  -  97% 
1984  average  lambing  percentage  -  145% 

-  Under  similar  management  utilizing  extensive   (pasture)   system  in 
summer  and  intensive   (confined)   system  in  winter. 

-  Average  lamb  production  has  been  raised  from  11.1  kg  to  17.2.  kg 
per  winter-fed  sheep  (includes  open  ewes,  ewe  lamibs,  and  rams). 

-  Most  ewe  lambs  are  now  bred  to  lamb  around  12-14  months  of  age. 

-  1200  flocks  are  enrolled  on  performance  recording,  averaging  160 
ewes  (range  of  1-400  head)  =  190,000  head,  or  30%  of  Icelandic  sheep. 

Those  flocks  on  performance  recording  average  24  kg/ewe  compared  to 
the  national  average  of  20  kg/ewe.     They  also  have  a  lambing  average  of 
1.64  per  ewe  mated  as  compared  to  the  national  average  of  1.45. 


RECORDING  SCHEME

-  Each  farmer  must  uniquely  identify  (tag)  each  animal,  must  do  the 
weighing  required,  and  must  keep  records  of  the  flock.

-  Collection  of  data  is  done  by  each  local  society  with  assistance 
from  a  government  representative. 

-  Editing  and  data  processing  is  done  by  the  Sheep  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  Reykjavik.

-  Ram  lamb  index — attempt  to  calculate  E.B.V.    (estimated  breeding 
value)  based  on  weaning  weight  of  lamb  and  on  all  available  information 
on  pedigree   (the  performance  of  his  relatives).     Some  A.T.   rams  are  used 
on  up  to  2000  ewes  so  there  can  be  a  lot  of  information  on  which  to 
base  K.R.V.'s  of  sons.

CONCLUSION 

While  we  do  have  a  few  breeder  groups  in  the  province,  we  do  lack 
the  numerous  breeder  societies  that  Iceland  has.     Each  area  has  a  local 
society  or  two — there  are  140  in  Iceland  with  from  5-15  members.  Ninety 
percent  of  the  membership  now  performance  record  their  sheep;   they  buy 
supplies  together;  get  in  extension  assistance  to  help  work  out 
problems;  have  in  guest  speakers;  jointly  share  in  the  operation  and 
cost  of  A.I.  centres. 

Dr.  Dyrmundsson  commented  that  the  Icelandic  producers,  while 
highly  individualistic,  have  been  very  pleased  with  the  co-operative 
results  of  the  breeding  Societies.     It  would  indeed  be  illuminating  to 
sit  down  with  1  to  15  other  sheep  producers — open  our  record  books  and 
flocks  to  scrutiny,  and  pick  out  each  of  our  strengths  and  weaknesses  to 
work  on.     I  was  particularly  interested  in  the  calculations  for  weaned 
weights  of  lamb  which  adjust  for  the  weight  of  the  ewe — 300  lb  of  lamb 
in  120  days,  sounds  great,  unless  perhaps,  the  ewe  you  were  feeding  also 
weighed  300  lb!

Sheep  Sale  Details  &  Regulations 

1.  FOOT  ROT:     A  veterinarian  representing  the  Alberta  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Veterinary  Services  Branch  and  veterinary  personnel 
representing  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture,  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,  will  be   on  hand   to   inspect  all   sheep  arriving  at  all  Sales.  This 
is   not    a   guarantee    that   all    foot   rot    animals  will   be   detected.      For  the 
September    31st    and    October    3rd    Sheep    Sales   where   Foot   Rot    is  stispected, 
the  producer  involved  will  have  two  choices: 

(a)  Take  the  sheep  home  and  treat  them  under  quarantine 

(b)  Sell  them  for  slaughter. 

NOTE:  All  sheep  sold  through  the  Sales  will  have  to  be  loaded  out  of  one  of 
two  designated  chutes.  Sheep  will  be  required  to  go  through  a  special 
formaldehyde  solution  mixed  with  shavings  at  these  chutes  in  order  that  the 
buyer  may  receive  some  protection  against  the  possibility  of  this  sheep  being 
in  contact  with   foot   rot   carrier   sheep.      THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

2.  Consign  your  sheep  to  Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,  Edmonton,  Alberta. 

3.  All  Feeder  lambs  should  be  docked  and  castrated  early.     Any  ewe  lambs  with 
tails  will   not  be  sold  for  breeding. 
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4.  Ewes   and   lambs  will  be   sorted   into   groups   according   to  quality,   age  and 
breeds,  where  possible,  in  lot  sizes  to  suit  all  buyers. 

5.  Contributors  are  requested  to  assist  with  the  sorting  of  their  ewes, 
otherwise  a  charge  for  this  service  may  have  to  be  made.     The  sorting  time 
can  be  speeded  up  if  the  seller  is  on  hand  to  assist  with  the  grouping  and 
marking  of  his  sheep.

Alberta  slaughter  lamb  prices  during  July  declined  by  nore  than  $5  per  cwt 
fron  the  price  levels  posted  in  June.  Ccaipared  to  July  1985  figures,  hcz'wever, 
prices  remain  firm.  Average  prices  for  the  month  ranged  fr<2in  $85.00-87.75  per 
cwt.  Volumes  for  the  month,  averaging  1,383  head  per  week,  remain  relatively 
low.  Some  reduction  in  ewe  slaughter  has  been  noted,  perhaps  indicating  that  the 
flock  liquidation  that  has  been  occurring  may  be  caning  to  an  end. 

At  the  Toronto  stockyards  lamb  prices  in  July  averaged  $102.38  per  cwt,  down 
over  $14  per  cwt  from  last  month.  Compared  with  the  same  time  last  year, 
however,  prices  are  up  significantly.  Volumes,  averaging,  200  head  per  week, 
were  light. 

Prices  are  expected  to  remain  buoyant  in  August  but  no  significant  price 
increases  are  anticipated  during  the  remainder  of  this  seasonally  slow  sunner 
period.

Did  you  know  that 


. . .  The  "male  pheromone  effect"  brought  about  by  a  waxy  secretion  from  the 
wool  of  rams  -  giving  off  that  distinctive  "ram  fragrance"  -  helps  to  trigger 
the  onset  of  breeding.  To  reduce  breeding  period  use  of  "Teaser" 
(vasectomized)  ram  to  get  your  ewes  cycling  -  then  put  in  your  stud  ram. 
Lambing  will  be  more  tightly  bunched  and  you  should  get  a  slight  increase  in 
lambing  percent. 

This  "ram  effect"  is  most  pronounced  just  before  the  onset  of  normal 
breeding  season  -  July  and  August  in  Alberta. 

One  study  using  "teasers"  on  groups  of  500  ewes  showed  that  72%  of  the 
ewes  in  the  "teased"  group  conceived  in  the  first  cycle  after  "teasing".  In 
the  group  with  no  "teaser"  rams  37%  of  the  ewes  conceived  in  the  first  cycle. 
All  other  factors  were  as  similar  as  possible.

Do  you  have  a  sheep  in  your  flock  that  can  be  heard  breathing  from  the 
other  side  of  the  barn?     Is  she  extremely  thin,  even  though  her  appetite  is 
good  and  you've  wormed  her  twice?     Did  some  of  your  ewes  have  "hard  udder" 
at  lambing?     Instead  of  just  shooting  her  and  calling  the  dead  stock  truck, 
why  not  sacrifice  her  and  have  a  post  mortem  examination  performed?     She  m.ay 
have  Ovine  Progressive  Pneumonia  (OPP)  and,  knowing  this,  you  could  then 
start  an  effective  control  program. 

OPP  is  a  chronic  disease  of  sheep  caused  by  a  virus.     There  have  been 
two  major  epidemics  of  this  disease  in  Iceland  and  the  name  maedi  comes  from 
the  Icelandic  word  for  disturbed  breathing.     A  number  of  studies  have  been 
conducted  to  determine  how  widespread  the  disease  is  in  North  America  (see 
Table  1).     The  disease  has  also  been  diagnosed  in  Alberta.

A  Survey  of  our  Current 


OPP  is  characterized  by  progressive  thinness  and  difficulty  in  breathing 
(especially  after  exercise)  which  eventually  lead  to  death.     Some  animals 
become  lame  and  have  swollen  joints.     A  postmortem  examination  will  usually 
be  able  to  determine  if  OPP  was  the  cause  of  death,  as  the  changes  in  the 
lungs  of  the  sheep  are  quite  characteristic  of  the  disease.     There  is  no  cure 
for  OPP. 

The  virus  which  causes  hard  udder  syndrome  in  sheep  has  been  found  to  be 
related,  if  not  identical,  to  the  virus  causing  OPP,  although  generally  an 
affected  animal  shows  only  one  disease  or  the  other.     Ewes  affected  with  hard 
udder  syndrome,  however,  will  test  positive  for  OPP.     Hard  udder  is  a 
condition  of  ewes  where  the  udder  is  uniformly  large  and  firm  on  both  sides, 
appears  to  be  full  of  milk,  but  there  is  less  than  normal  milk  flow  or  no  milk 
flow  to  the  teats.     The  ewe  is  not  sick.     The  udder  quickly  dries  up  to  near 
normal  size  for  a  dry  ewe  and,  once  dry,  it  is  difficult  to  recognize  a  ewe  who 
had  hard  udder  syndrome.     Ewes  with  hard  udder  syndrome  can  be  treated  at 
lambing  with  an  udder  infusion  containing  phosphorus  and  Vitamin  D  .  However, 
a  ewe  who  has  hard  udder  syndrome  one  year  at  lambing  will  have  it  the  next 
year  and  should  therefore  be  culled. 
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OPP  can  cost  you  money  in  several  ways  -  through  increased  death  loss  in 
the  ewe  flock,  increased  culling  of  affected  ewes,  lowered  reproductive  rate 
and  an  increase  in  orphan  lambs  due  to  hard  udder  syndrome. 

The  virus  causing  OPP  is  a  "slow"  virus  and  the  disease  can  take  from 
2-10  years  to  show  up  in  an  animal  after  exposure.  Infected  sheep  do  form 
antibodies  to  the  virus  but,  for  reasons  which  are  unknown,  the  virus  is  able 
to  evade  these  antibodies.  While  the  antibodies  do  not  protect  the  animal 
from  the  disease,  they  do  show  up  in  blood  tests,  thereby  identifying  those 
animals  infected  with  the  virus.  This  is  an  important  part  of  any  control 
program. 

The  virus  is  spread  in  three  ways  -  from  infected  ewes  to  their  lambs  in 
the  colostrum  (most  common),   from  one  sheep  to  another  when  they  are  closely 
housed  (less  common)  and  from  ewe  to  lamb  while  the  ewe  is  still  pregnant 
(very  rare).     Control  of  the  disease  therefore  must  be  based  on  separating 
affected  and  non-affected  animals  and/or  not  allowing  replacement  ewe  lambs  to 
nurse  their  infected  dams.     There  are  a  number  of  methods  of  control: 

1.  Test  and  Remove  -  Bleed  all  sheep  and  goats  in  the  flock  and  test  for  OPP. 
Cull  all  animals  which  test  positive  and  their  progeny  which  are  less 
than  one  year  of  age.     Repeat  the  testing  and  culling  every  year  until 
there  are  no  positive  animals  for  two  years  in  a  row.     This  is  an  option 
that  very  few  producers  could  afford  if  they  had  any  rate  of  infection  in 
the  flock  at  all. 

2.  Isolate  and  Artificially  Rear  All  Ewe  Lambs  At  Birth  -  Raise  all  ewe 
lambs  as  orphans.     Slaughter  lambs  can  be  reared  by  their  dams  as  the 
disease  does  not  affect  them  until  they  are  much  older  than  usual 
slaughter  ages.     Obtain  colostrum  from  animals  which  have  tested  negative 
for  OPP  or  use  cow  colostrum.     Keep  ewe  lambs  separate  from  adults. 
Continue  until  all  of  the  original  flock  has  been  replaced  with 
artificially  reared  sheep.     This  may  seem  crazy  or  impossible,  but  it  is 
an  option  which  does  not  involve  culling  entire  bloodlines  in  flocks 
which  have  been  carefully  selected.     Many  pork  producers,  in  an  effort  to 
maintain  disease-free  herds,  have  repopulated  their  barns  entirely  with 
females  born  by  caesarian  section!     Table  2  shows    how  effective 
immediate  separation  of  ewes  and  lambs  is  as  a  control  measure,  while 
leaving  ewes  on  lambs  for  even  a  few  hours  will  destroy  the  effectiveness 
of  the  program.

3.       Test  and  Separate  -  Bleed  all  sheep  and  goats  in  the  flock.  Separate 

positive  from  negative  animals  and  maintain  these  two  groups  on  separate 
premises.     Keep  replacements  only  from  the  negative  flock.     Breed  all  the 
positive  ewes  to  a  terminal  sire  and  send  all  their  lambs  to  slaughter. 
The  positive  flock  will  shrink  in  size  every  year  until  it  disappears. 
Routinely  blood  test  the  negative  flock  to  be  sure  there  is  no 
contamination  from  the  positive  flock.     This  method  involves  only  the 
cost  of  bleeding  and  testing  and  of  maintaining  the  two  flocks  of  sheep 
separately.     If  the  positive  ewes  represent  valuable  bloodlines,  then 
some  combination  of  #2  and  #3  could  be  carried  out. 

The  only  blood  test  currently  available  in  Canada  for  OPP  is  located  at 
the  Agriculture  Canada  Animal  Pathology  Lab  in  Sackville,  New  Brunswick.  The 
test  is  performed  free  of  charge.     Interested  producers  should  contact:

While  it  may  cost  a  great  deal  for  a  producer  to  discover  and  control  the 
OPP  status  of  the  flock,  in  the  long  run  the  increased  productivity  and 
decreased  culling  of  thin  ewes  may  more  than  compensate.     Also,  as  sheep 
breeders  become  more  health-conscious,  a  disease-free  flock  could  pay  off 
in  Increased  sales  to  other  health-conscious  sheep  producers.     The  first  step 
is  having  those  thin,  noisy  breathers  post-mortemed  at  your  nearest  Alberta 
Agriculture  Veterinary  Pathology  Lab.

Prices  of  slaughter  lantos  in  Alberta  declined  during  August,  averaging  in  a 
range  of  $83.50-$86.50  per  cwt.  While  these  prices  are  slightly  below  those  of 
month  earlier,  i^hey  remain  buoyant  by  historical  standards.  Volumes  remain 
do^,  with  the  v^eekly  average  for  the  month,  at  1,276  head,  being  only  about 
80  per  cent  of  a  year  earlier. 

In  Ttoronto  the  market  rebounded  fron  July's  decline.  Prices  for  fat  lambs 
in  August  averaged  $108.75  per  cwt.,  more  than  $6.00  per  cwt  above  the  July 
average  and  well  above  the  average  of  a  year  ago. 

On  August  29,  Statistics  Canada  released  its  July  1  sheep  inventory  report 
giving  the  following  estimates:

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THE  ROMANOV 
by 

Tom  Mackowecki

The  Romanov,  a  short-tail  Nordic  "breed  of  sheep, 
originated  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  is  named  after  a  small 
town  in  the  Volga  Valley. 

In  1964,  France  became  the  first  country  in  the  Western 
World  to  import  the  Romanov.  Since  then,  the  Romanov  cross- 
bred has  become  the  backbone  of  many  of  their  meat  producing 
flocks. 

In  I98O,  Agriculture  Canada  imported  1^  females  and  6 
males  from  France.     Two  ewes  and  two  rams  had  to  be  destroyed 
because  they  reacted  to  a  Brucellosis  test.     A  loss  of 
$l4,000.00  and  some  valuable  genetic  material.     At  this  time, 
all  Romanov  in  North  America  are  descendants  of  the  sixteen 
remaining  animals. 

The  Romanov  has  the  following  characteristics: 

1.  Lambs  are  born  with  thick  black  hair,  with  age 
white  wool  fibers  grow  out,  giving  the  lamb 

a  gray  appearance.    The  wool  is  mixed  with  hair 
and  is  valued  only  as  a  pelt. 

2.  The  head  is  small  sind  polled,  the  ears  are  erect. 

3.  The  body  small  to  medium,  with  rounded  ribs  and 
stands  high  on  its  legs.  Average  ewe  weight  is 
50  kg  (110  lbs),  average  ram  70  kg  (15^  lbs). 

Sexual  maturity  is  very  early,  males  are  capable  of 
mating  at  three  months  and  ewes  have  lambed  at  eight  months 
of  age.     Well  fed  ewe  lambs  reach  ^0  kg  (88  lbs)  in  six 
months  and  can  be  bred  at  that  time.     The  breeding  season  is 
extremely  long,  many  ewes  can  be  bred  at  any  time  of  the  year 
and  most  come  into  heat  30  to  ^0  days  after  lambing. 

In  the  Soviet  Union,  lambing  percentages  range  from 
18^  to  320^,  with  an  average  of  215^.     In  France,  where 
management  is  better,  the  average  of  weaned  lamb  was  2.69 
for  adult    ewes  and  2.0?  for  yearlings.    Ewes  average  7.5 
productive  years  within  a  flock. 

The  Romanov  is  an  excellent  maternal  breed  which  produces 
large  amounts  of  high  butterfat  milk.    Lamb  vitality  is  very 
good,  with  low  preweaning  mortality.    This  is  partly  due  to 
the  strong  maternal  instincts  of  the  ewe.     If  properly  fed, 
they  can  adequately  nurse  triplets  or  quadruplets.  With 
creep  feed,  lambs  can  grow  at  a  rate  of  300  gm  (.66  lbs)  per 
day. 
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In  France,  growth  of  the  crossbred  in  much  higher  than 
that  of  the  pure  Romanov?  and  the  better  milking  and  maternal 
ability  is  inherited  by  these  half-blooded  progeny. 

Canadian  research  shows  the  crossbred  ewe  lamb  will 
conceive  20  days  earlier  than  Finn  and  Dorset  sired  lambs. 
Lambing  rates  for  the  crossbred  yearlings  were  2.0  to  2,k. 
Romanov- crosses  have  white  fleece  with  an  average  spinning 
count  of  ^■7  (ranging  about  l/Af-  staple).     Carcasses  received 
the  same  grades  as  Dorset  crosses. 

What  does  the  Romanov  and  its  crosses  have  to  offer 
the  North  American  sheep  producer?    Improved  lambing  rates, 
better  lamb  survival,  higher  weights  of  total  weaned  lamb, 
early  maturing  (highly  productive  yearlings)  and  their 
ability  to  breed  out  of  season.

CAUSE  -  This  infectious  disease  of  older  sheep 
results  in  slowly  progressive  thickening  of  the 
wall  of  the  intestine.  The  specific  cause  is  the 
bacterial  agent  Mycobacterium 
pseudotuberculosis.  Lambs  may  become  infected 
at  an  early  age  through  the  eating  and  drinking 
I  of  contaminated  feed  and  water.  The  bacteria 
are  able  to  survive  in  acid  soil  pastures  for  up 
to  a  year. 

SIGNS  -  Signs  of  Johne's  disease  usually  do 
not  develop  until  the  sheep  are  about  2  years 
'  of  age.  Not  all  sheep  exposed  to  the  infection 
I  become  sick.  Some  are  resistant,  others  do  get 
infected  but  recover  spontaneously.  Animals  in 
i  poor  nutritional  condition  or  in  poor  health  are 
I  more  susceptible  to  this  infection.  Many  affected 
1  sheep  will  begin  to  show  the  signs  of  Johne's 
I  disease  during  periods  of  stress.  Such  periods 
'  are  breeding,  the  lambing  season,  and  lactation 
I   The    Johne's    disease    bacteria    invade    the  walls 

i  of  the  intestine.  Intestinal  tissue  is  damaged, 
!  the  nutrients  can  no  longer  be  absorbed  properly 
and  the  sheep  loses  body  condition.  Sheep 
suffering  from  advanced  Johne's  disease  often 
have  non-pelleted  stools,  which  tend  to  soil  the 
rear  end. 


DIAGNOSIS        Other    diseases    which    look    a  lot 
like     Johne's     disease     of     sheep     are  intestinal 
parasitism.       old       age,       malnutrition,  caseous 
lymphadenitis,   or   cobalt  deficiency 

Although  several  tests  are  being  used  m 
attempts  to  identify  Johne's  disease  early,  none 
has  been  foolproof  so  far  The  diagnosis  is 
relatively  easy  when  severely  affected  sheep  are 
examined   at  post-mortem. 

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  Since  it  is  very 
difficult  to  detect  infected  animals  which  have 
as  yet  shown  no  signs  of  disease,  total 
elimination  of  Johne's  disease  from  the  flock  is 
difficult.  A  sheep  producer  has  two  options, 
depopulation  and  disinfection  of  the  premises  and 
starting  again  with  a  new  flock  of  disease  free 
sheep.  The  latter  is  ideal,  but  not  always 
practical.  For  instance,  where  would  one  be 
able  to  buy  certified  Johne's  disease  free 
sheep?  A  reasonable  alternative  would  be  to 
constantly  eliminate  suspect  animals  and  to 
obtain  replacement  stock  from  visibly  healthy 
flocks  only.

WOOL  UPDATE  •* 


The  domestic  wool  market  was  a  bit  more  active  this 
week  with  a  few  loads  of  wool  reportedly  selling  out  of 
dealer  hands.    A  couple  of  loads  of  territory  60/62's 
sold  at  SI. 50-1.60  clean  c^livered  and  a  load  of  graded 
fleece  54's  at  SI. 32.    Sealed  bid  sales  scheduled  for  next 
week  in  Texas  on  fall  wools. 

South  Afircan  wool  auctions  were  mixed  this  week  with 
21  micron  and  finer  up  2  percent  with  25  micron  and  lox 
unchanged  while  22  to  24  micron  fleeces  and  bellies  were  up 
to  2.5  percent  lower  and  lambs  wool  was  up  to  4.5  percent 
higher.    The  South  African  Rand  has  strengthened  more  than 
10  percent  in  the  past  couple  of  weeks  as  the  result  of 
an  increase  in  the  price  of  gold.  


Last  week  in  Australia,  wool  prices  were  generally 
unchanged  for  all  merino  fleece  and  skirting  types, 
except  heavy  fault  types  which  were  up  to  1  percent 
lower.    21  and  30  micron  categories  were  also  lower. 
Western  Europe  and  Japan  were  principle  buyers. 

Prices  in  Australia  this  week  were  fairly 
strong  given  the  absence  of  USS^.    Prices  were  higher 
mainly  for  23-30  micron  categories.    The  only  category 
showing  weakness  was  20  micron.    The  market  indicator 
increased  lA  cent  over  last  week  to  settle  at  557A 
cents  per  kilo  clean  (158.61  cents  per  pound). 
The  Australian  dollar  has  stablizeo  over  the  past 
couple  of  weeks  to  settle  around  6?  cents.

Most  producers  realize  that  proper  growth  and  development  of  re- 
placement ewe  lambs  is  essential   to  maintaining  a  healthy,  productive 
flock.     But  how  many  give  their  ewe  lambs  special  attention  between  the 
time  they  were  selected  as  replacements  and  their  first  lambing?     This  is 
a  critical   time  in  the  life  of  a  ewe  and  the  proper  investment  in  nutri- 
tion and  management  will  be  rewarded. 

Your  replacements  should  be  selected  around  the  time  they  are  90-100 
pounds  in  weight.     Up  to  this  point  they  have  benefited  from  high  energy 
grain  feeding  without  any  fear  of  leg  problems,   liver  abscesses  or 
overfatness.     However,  there  is  no  reason  to  leave  them  on  high  grain, 
finishing  type  rations  beyond  this  point.     Continuing  on  a  finishing 
ration  will  likely  cause  excessive  fatness,  which  could  impair  future 
milk  producing  ability,  as  well  as  increasing  the  risk  of  liver  abscesses 
and  leg  problems.     Rations  utilizing  good  quality  forage  and  some  grain 
will  allow  the  ewe  lamb  to  continue  growing  at  acceptable  rates. 

What  are  acceptable  rates  of  growth  for  replacement  ewe  lambs?  The 
answer  depends  on  breed  type  and  when  you  want  her  to  lamb  for  the  first 
time.     Some  producers  prefer  to  "grow  out"  ewe  lambs  and  not  breed  them 
until  they  are  18-19  months  of  age.     Many  purebred  breeders  fall  into 
this  category  and  a  growth  rate  of  about   .2  lbs  per  day  is  probably 
acceptable.     The  commercial  producer  should  aim  for  the  first  lamb 
crop  to  hit  the  ground  when  the  ewe  lamb  is  12-13  months  of  age.  This 
is  a  wise  move  financially  and  there  is  no  biological  reason  why  this 
should  not  occur  under  conditions  of  reasonable  management.     The  follow- 
ing table  gives  acceptable  target  weights  for  commercial  ewe  lambs  at 
various  ages  if  first  lambing  is  to  occur  at  12-13  months  of  age.

When  weighing  your  ewe  lambs  at  the  times  mentioned  in  the  table, 
you  should  also  condition  score  them  to  ensure  that  you  are  not  allowing 
them  to  become  overfat.  An  adjustment  of  energy  and  protein  levels  in 
the  ration  may  be  required  to  make  sure  you  are  getting  muscle  and  bone 
growth  rather  then  excessive  fat  in  those  pounds  you  are  weighing.  Your 
lambs  should  maintain  a  condition  score  around  3-3.5  to  be  ideal  (1  point 
less  for  '2  Finns)  .  Also  keep  in  mind  that  condition  score  is  mostly  an 
indication  of  energy  in  the  diet,  and  that  marginal  protein  deficiencies 
are  possible  even  when  the  ewe  looks  good  and  scores  well.  Adequate 
protein  in  the  diet,  especially  during  the  last  6  weeks  of  gestation,  is 
critical  to  proper  lamb  development  and  survival. 

What  should  you  feed  your  ewe  lambs  after  selection  and  removal  from 
the  finishing  ration?  From  selection,  through  breeding  and  up  to  (but 
not  including)  the  last  6  weeks  of  gestation  your  ewe  lambs  should  be 
able  to  grow  out  well  enough  on  a  free-choice  offering  of  good  quality 
roughage  plus  1-1.5  pounds  of  whole  barley.  If  you  are  using  grass  hay 
or  greenfeed  you  will  likely  need  about  h  pound  of  32%  supplement  in  the 
daily  ration  as  well.  During  the  last  6  weeks  of  gestation  up  to  2.5 
pounds  of  barley  and  4/10  of  a  pound  of  32%  supplement  could  be  necessary 
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depending  on  the  type  and  quality  of  roughage  and  the  percent  lamb  crop 
expected.  For  detailed  feeding  recomnienda  t  ion  suitable  for  vour  own 
situation  contact  your  Sheep  Technician,  Sheep  Specie. list  or  Nutritionist 
To  provide  for  the  special  nutrient  needs  of  your  ewe  lambs,  they 
should  be  fed  separately  from  the  mature  ewes.  This  means  creating  an 
extra  pen  so  that  ewe  lambs  don't  have  to  compete  with  larger  and  more 
experienced  ewes  for  feed.  This  separate  penning  may  also  allow  you  to 
breed  the  ewe  lambs  to  a  smaller  ram  than  you  would  normally  use  on  the 
mature  flock. 

Once  the  ewe  lamb  has  lambed  out  she  needs  adequate  nutrition  to 
allow  her  to  milk  well.  To  avoid  excessive  loss  of  condition  in  ewe 
lambs,  a  lactation  period  no  longer  than  8  weeks  is  recommended.  A 
condition  score  of  2-2.5  is  as  low  as  vou  should  allow  your  ewe  lambs 
to  go  during  this  period. 

In  summary,  it  is  economically  desirable  and  biologically  possible 
for  ewes  to  drop  their  first  lamb  at  12-13  months  of  age.  To  achieve 
this  goal  requires  attention  to  nutrition,  and  facilities  that  allow  the 
ewe  lambs  to  be  wintered  separatlv  from  the  mature  flock.

PREVENT  EAE/OV  TN  YOUR  BRED  EWES

The  Infectious  diseases  of  Enzootic  Abortion  (EAE)  and  Ovine  Vibriosis 
(more  properly  referred  to  as  Ovine  Campy lobacteriosis) ,  are  frequently 
diagnosed  in  Alberta  sheep  flocks.  Flock  owners  should  commit  themselves  to  a 
vaccination    program    aimed    at    minimizing    the    effect    of    these    two  diseases. 

Both  EAE  and  OV  have  many  similarities  in  how  they  infect  and  act  on 
sheep.  They  are  transmitted  by  ingesting  contaminated  feces,  vaginal 
discharges,  fetal  membranes,  etc.  Carrier  sheep  harbor  the  organisms  over 
between  lambing  seasons,  thus  one  can  never  be  sure  their  flock  is  free  of 
these  diseases.  Infection  can  occur  at  any  time  before  or  during  the  gestation 
period,  therefore  pregnant  females  require  protection  throughout  gestation. 
Symptoms  common  to  both  are  abortions,  stillbirths,  weak  lambs  and  retained 
placentas.  Laboratory  tests  on  contaminated  tissues  and  on  blood,  are  required 
to  differentiate  the  two. 

A  combined  vaccine  is  available  to  provide  protection  against  the  two 
diseases.  One  drug  manufacturer  (Colorado  Serum  Co.)  recommends  administration 
to  all  ewes  selected  for  breeding  purposes,  an  EAE/OV  vaccination  30-60  days 
prior  to  exposure  to  rams,  and  repeated  once  yearly  thereafter.  The  U.S.  Sheep 
Experiment  Station  in  Idaho  has  found  that  there  is  added  protection  for  ewe 
lambs  by  administering  a  straight  Vibrio  booster  vaccination  about  3  weeks 
after  the  combined  vaccine.  Notice  this  observation  is  for  ewe  lambs  only. 
Adult  ewes  should  not  require  this  Vibrio  booster. 

This  time  of  year,  the  question  is  raised:  Is  it  too  late  to  vaccinate  mv 
ewes  when  they  are  already  pregnant?  Most  drug  manufacturers  do  not  recommend 
their  killed  vaccines  be  used  on  pregnant  animals,  for  good  reason.  Should  an 
animal  subsequently  abort,  the  vaccine  would  be  most  suspect  and  open  to 
criticism  and  legal  action.  In  actual  fact,  the  animal  may  have  already  been 
incubating  the  disease,  or  many  other  potential  causes  may  have  been  involved. 

Both  of  the  Colorado  Serum  Co.  vaccines  contain  organisms  which  have  been 
killed  and  preserved  by  exposure  to  formalin.  Dead  organisms  are  safe  to  use 
as  they  cannot  cause  any  apparent  manifestations  of  the  disease.  The  immune 
response  in  a  pregnant  animal  is  similar  to  that  of  a  non-pregnant  animal. 
Therefore,  as  long  as  a  killed  vaccine  is  utilized  to  avoid  fetal  effects,  the 
pregnant  ewe  will  respond  normally. 

Another  question  often  asked  is:  If  an  animal  already  has  the  disease, 
won't  the  vaccination  make  her  worse?  Inoculating  an  animal  which  is 
Incubating  a  disease,  with  a  killed  vaccine  against  the  disease,  is  not 
dangerous.  It  is,  however,  unlikely  that  immunity  will  develop  in  time  to  be 
effective  in  controlling  the  infection  in  that  animal.  But  the  vaccination 
will   protect    those    non-infected    animal?   which    remain   at   risk   in   the  flock. 


Is  a  booster  necessary?  To  obtain  an  adequate  response  from  a  killed 
vaccine,  it  is  almost  always  necessary  to  give  a  booster  dose  2-3  weeks  after 
the  first.  Thereafter,  it  is  usual  to  re-vaccinate  at  least  annually  to  ensure 
that  a  protective  level  of  immunity  is  maintained. 

In  summary,  then,  I  urge  all  those  sheep  breeders  who  have  not  recently 
immunized  their  ewe  flocks  a^.ainst  EAE/OV,  to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.  Use 
the  killed  combined  vaccine  on  pregnant  animals.  For  pregnant  ewe  lambs,  the 
U.S.S.E.S.  observation  makes  good  sense,  and  a  killed  Vibrio  booster  would  give 
them  added  protection.  Handling  of  pregnant  animals  should  be  done  gently  and 
avoided  in  late  gestation. 

Both  vaccines  are  available  from  the  Canadian  Co-operative  Wool  Growers  or 
can  be  ordered  through  your  veterinarian.

PILOT  RAM  GROWTH  RATE  TEST  ON  PASTURE

As  a  result  of  frequent  requests  from  patrons  of  the  Hays  Community 
Pasture  for  information  on  the  growth  rate  of  lambs  on  pasture,  Alberta 
Agriculture  initiated  a  pilot  test  on  the  Pasture  in  1986.  On  July  2  a 
total  of  29  ram  lambs  from  4  contributors  were  entered  on  the  test.  The 
rams  were  between  27  -  43  kg  (60  -  95  \bs)  weight.  After  a  two  week 
adiustment  period,  average  daily  gain  on  pasture  was  measured  over  a  53 
day  growth  rate  period.  The  length  of  test  was  an  attempt  to  simulate 
the  growth  period  of  the  several  thousand  lambs  placed  on  pasture  bv 
patrons  in  the  1986  season. 

The  rams  were  placed  in  a  4  acre  irrigated  plot.  A  double  fence  to 
prevent  breakouts  was  used.  The  inner  fence  was  10  wire  electrified 
high  tensile  and  the  outer  fence  7  wire  barb.  Shade  was  provided. 
During  the  warm-up  period  one  ram  died.  During  the  course  of  the  test 
three  animals  were  pulled  off  test  because  of  poor  health  althoueh  all 
subsequently  recovered.  The  table  below  summarizes  the  performance  of 
the  rams  on  pasture.

Comments 


It  is  interesting  to  note  the  performance  of  the  Suffolks  on  this  test 
in  comparison  with  their  performance  under  concentrate  feeding  conditions 
at  the  Alberta  Ram  Test  Station.  Over  the  last  several  years,  the 
average  growth  rate  for  Suffolk  ram  lambs  at  the  Test  Station  has  been 
approximately  .53  kg  (1.23  Ibs^ ,  while  that  of  the  white-faced  breeds  has 
been  around  .41  kg  (.90  lbs").  While  the  white-faced  breeds  appear  to 
have  performed  well  under  pasture  conditions,  the  Suffolks  appear  to 
have  performed  poorly.  These  results  are  in  agreement  with  the  general 
observation  of  contributors  to  the  pasture. 
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-  2  - 

Pasture  patrons  have  asked  whether  entering  lambs  at  a  heavier  weight  and 
an  older  age^.  might  Improve  their  gains.  Results  from  the  largest  group 
of  rams  on  Chls  pasture  trial  (the  15  Suffolk  rams'),  while  derived  from 
relatively  low  numbers,  suggest  there  Is  no  relationship  between  entrv 
weight  and  gain  on  test  (r  -  -0.015,  P  ■  0.958').  There  also  appears  to 
be  no  relationship  between  age  at  entrv  and  gain  on  test  (r  -  0.319, 
P  -  0.247). 

It  Is  also  Interesting  to  note  that  during  the  14  day  warm-up  period,  the 
29  rams  entered  lost  an  average  of  15. 2Z  of  their  bodv  weight.  None  of 
the  lambs  entered  had  been  acclimatized  on  grass.  This  could  suggest 
that  for  successful  growth  rates  on  pasture  some  acclimatization  on 
grass   at   home   prior   to  entry   to  the  community  pasture  would  be  useful. 

During  the  course  of  the  test  rams  were  challenged  by  the  presence  of 
some  adult  ewes  in  heat  grazing  adjacently  to  them.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  electrified  high  tensile  fence  appeared  to  be  perfectly 
adequate  to  contain  the  rams  and  there  were  no  breakouts  from  this  inner 
barrier.

Prices  of  good  Alberta  slaughter  lanbs  traded  slightly  higher  in  Novonber 
with  the  monthly  average  price  ranging  from  $76.80  to  $79.80  per  cwt  at  Lambco. 
Prices  are  remaining  steady  with  month  ago  and  year  ago  values.  Slaughter 
numbers  were  under  pressure  in  November  as  the  \^ekly  average  volume  at  Lambco 
slipped  fran  the  October  weekly  average  of  1,973  head  to  1,335  head.  November 
slaughter  levels  are  slightly  lower  than  year  ago  figures. 

In  Toronto,  prices  for  good  lambs  weighting  80  to  110  lbs  averaged  $104.10 
per  cwt  for  the  month  of  November.  This  is  slightly  lower  than  last  month  but 
well  above  the  monthly  average  price  of  $97.94  per  cwt  last  year.  Slaughter 
volumes  in  Itoronto  averaged  387  head  per  week,  well  above  the  same  perioa  last 
year  when  weekly  slaughter  volumes  averaged  297  head. 

December  prices  are  expected  to  remain  steady  with  no  significant  price 
decreases  anticipated  through  the  holiday  season.

TRIPARTITE  RED  MEAT  STABILIZATION  UPDATE! 


Due  to  difficulties  producers  have  encountered  in  having  to  estimate 
their  lamb  crop  before  it  is  born,  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of 
payment  of  premiums. 

Producers  already  on  the  program  who  have  extra  lambs  on  inventory  as 
of  December  1,  1986  which  have  not  had  premiums  paid  on  themi  and  which  are 
not,  therefore,  eligible  for  payouts,  if  any,  may  now  register  these  lambs 
and  pay  premiums  on  them. 


From  now  on,  rather  than  registering  and  paying  premiums  on  lambs 
before  they  are  born,  producers  can  register  and  pay  premiums  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter  on  the  number  of  lambs  born  in  that  quarter  minus  the  number 
which  died  in  that  quarter  or  were  transferred  into  the  breeding  flock. 


Hopefully  these  changes  will  make  life  easier  for  producers  enrolled 
in  the  program.

The  planning  and  work,   to  get  the  ewes  flushed  and  bred  is  over  - 
or  nearly  so.     The  crops  are  harvested  and  in  the  bin  or  stack.  In 
other  words  the  fall  farm  rush  has  slowed  into  early  winter  patterns. 
It's  the  season  to  have  had  all  your  feeds  sampled  and  tested  at  one  of 
the  feed  labs. 

WHERE : 

1 .  Alberta  Agriculture

Both  labs  do  approximately  the  same  work,  the  private  labs  are 
faster  (ie.  as  little  as  48  hours  on  rush  orders  where  results  are 
phoned  to  you)  but  are  also  more  costly. 

HOW: 

Go  to  your  D.A.    (or  Sheep  Technician)   for  a  forage  sampler  (for 
hay,  greenfeed,   straw);   for  information  on  how  to  sample;   for  input 
forms,   to  fill  in  information  about  feeds  you're  submitting  and  for 
bags  and  boxes  in  which  to  send  your  samples. 

Go  home  and  take  a  random  sample   (several  probes  through  your  hay 
stack),  mix  well,   then  take  small  quantity  to  fill  plastic  bag  for  each 
feed,  ie.  hay  sample  1,  2  3,  greenfeed  1,   2  and  straw  1. 

Do  the  same  with  all  grains,  screenings,  pellets  which  you  intend 
to  feed. 

Take  samples  (and  sampler)  back  to  D.A.     If  you  wish  the  samples  to 
go  to  the  O.S.  Longman  Lab  in  Edmonton  leave  them  with  the  D.A.  or  mail 
them  (or  bus)   to  a  private  lab. 

WHY: 

The  number  one  management  practice  you  have  in  your  control  -  more 
important  then  breed,   facilities,  records,  show  standing  -  is  feeding. 
You  can  not  get  good  production  without  good  feeding.     You  can  run  into 
serious  problems  (ie.   infertility,  poor  lambs,   lack  of  milk, 
unthrif tiness ,  poor  gains,  poor  health,  disease)  without  proper  feeding. 

Know  what  you're  feeding. 
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This  past  month  I've  been  demonstrating  feed  sampling  to  new 
producers  and  encouraging  not-so-new  producers  to  sample  their  feeds. 

"Too  much  trouble",  "too  expensive",  "too  slow"  you  say!  Perhaps 
it's  a  little  of  all  three.     However,   if  you've  done  much  baling  of  hay 
or  combining  of  grain,  you'll  know  that  there  is  a  great  variation  in 
yield,  plants,  and  quality  in  any  given  field.     If  it's  your  field  and 
you've  cropped  it  for  some  years  you  may  know  about  it's  production. 
You  do  not  know,  however,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  nutrients  in  the 
feed  that  comes  off  that  field. 

In  trial  after  trial  people  have  judged  feed  (by  touch,  smell, 
taste,  etc.)  and  have  failed  to  identify  the  quality  of  the  feed.  The 
nutritional  value  of  feed  simply  has  to  be  established  in  a  testing 
lab.     If  you  buy  your  feed  this  is  doubly  important,  because  you  know 
even  less  about  it. 

This  year  (in  central  Alberta)   there  is  a  lot  of  coarse  hay  which 
grew  for  too  long  while  waiting  for  the  sunshine.     The  fibre  (or 
indigestible  part)  of  that  hay  is  higher  and  the  nutritional  value  is 
often  lower.     Due  to  the  excessive  rain  and  the  lush  growth  many  hay 
tests  have  also  come  back  with  lower  protein  than  usual. 

The  rains  also  added  another  very  common  problem  in  hay  and 
greenfeed  this  year,  and  that  is  "dustiness",  or  mould  spores.     The  labs 
are  rarely  able  to  isolate  toxins,  but  the  mould  spores  cause  several 
problems : 

allergic  reactions  to  them  causing  a  mechanical-type 
of  pneumonia  which  becomes  chronic  lung  damage  and 
leads  to  death 

spores  also  localize  in  the  lungs  causing  infection 
and  a  second  type  of  pneumonia 

spores  are  inhaled  (or  absorbed  through  abomasal 
ulcers)  and  then  localized  in  the  placenta  causing 
infection  and  then  abortions 
eye  infections 

spores  and  dustiness  result  in  coughing  which  can 
lead  to  both  rectal  and  vaginal  prolapse 
spores  and  dustiness  reduce  the  amount  of  feed  the 
sheep  will  willingly  consume.     This  means  they  are 
getting  even  fewer  of  the  nutrients  they  need.  If 
you  blend"  the  "dusty"  feed  with  better  feed  to  get 
them  to  eat  more  you  may  solve  your  one  problem  but 
find  several  more  later  on. 

This  year  there  is  also  an  abundance  of  grain  (as  anyone  can  see 
from  the  piles  of  it  in  yards  and  fields  all  over  central  Alberta) . 
Many  producers  are  feeding  high  levels  of  grain  to  save  on  hay,  to  use 
up  their  grain,  or  to  supplement  poor  quality  forages:     coarse  hay,  poor 
types  of  hay  (ie.  slough  grass),  greenfeed  or  straw.     Get  your  grains 
tested  -  sprouting  changes  the  nutritional  value  of  grains;  wet  years 
often  mean  lowered  protein  levels   (without  adequate  protein  levels 
ruminants  cannot  utilize  coarse,  low  quality  forages).     Once  your  grain 
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is  tested  a  ration  can  easily  be  worked  out  to  see  exactly  bow  mucli 
forage  of  what  quality  must  be  fed.     Often  it's  not  what  you'd  been 
hoping  to  feed,  but  what  your  sheep  need  to  be  fed  to  produce  and  pay 
the  bills.     You  don't  drive  up  to  a  row  of  unfamiliar  fuel  tanks  and 
start  to  fill  your  truck,   so  you  shouldn't  fill  up  your  livestock 
without  knowing  what's  in  the  feed. 

There's  an  old  saying,  often  quoted  in  livestock  feeding  seminars 
which  is,  most  often,  too  true  -  "Pay  now,  or  pay  later".     So,  for  a 
successful  lambing  in  1987  -  know  what  you're  feeding  now  and  be 
prepared  to  juggle  your  feeds  and  supplements  to  meet  the  needs  of  vour 
flock. 


Notes  from  a  talk  given  by  Dale  Engstrom,  Ruminant  Nutritionist, 
Agricultural  Soils  and  Animal  Nutrition  Laboratory,  at  Lacombe  Sheep 
Cents  Seminar,  November  13,  1986. 

1)      When  figuring  out  rations  for  sheep  we  use  a  table  put  out  by  the 
American  National  Research  Council  -  Commonly  called  NRC  tables. 
The  ones  we  have  been  using  have  been  revised  (including  pages  33, 
34,  35,  36  from  the  green  Alberta  Sheep  Production  Manual).     A  few 
of  the  changes  are: 

-  an  increase  in  protein  levels  for  ewes  carrying  twins 

-  vitamin  A  levels  have  been  increased 

-  magnesium  levels  have  been  increased 

-  copper  levels  have  been  looked  at  and  changed  somewhat 

-  selenium  levels  changed.

Keep  your  feed  costs/unit  down  by  keeping  your  productivity /unit 
up.     To  keep  your  productivity/unit   (per  ewe)  up  -  feed  well. 
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2)       All  sorts  of  things  have  been  done  to  straw  (chopping,  grinding, 
mixing  with  molasses  or  other  taste  improvers  etc.)  in  order  to 
make  sheep  eat  more  of  it.     Interestingly  enough  taste  isn't, 
necessarily,  the  limiting  factor.     Straw  will  be  eaten  at  the  level 
at  which  sheep  can  utilize  it,  not  by  how  good  it  tastes.     It  tends 
to  fill  them  up   (cows  moved  from  hay  to  a  straw  diet  wilx  gain 
weight  from  the  amount  of  straw  in  their  systems.     This  weight  gain 
will  level  out  when  they've  adjusted  to  the  diet,  they  may,  in  fact, 
be  heavier  but  thinner.)  rather  than  supply  all  their  nutritional 
needs.     The  animals  chew  their  cuds  to  break  the  fibres  into  pieces 
which  can  then  pass  through  their  systems  -  not  to  increase  the 
feeds  digestibility.     If  you  must  feed  straw,  oat  and  barley  straw 
is  about  the  same  in  digestibility  and  palatability ,  wheat  straw  is 
much  poorer.
